A-DAY FEVER HITS DVC! 
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EVOLUTION OF A-DAY

A-Day is that nfiagical event that carries the power to 
motivate students to their full creative capability, raise col- 
lege patriotism, and even cancel classes on the preceding 
Friday. A-Day is as much a part of DVC as the Alltnan Build- 
ing or Lake Archer. It is such an establishment at our school 
that it can easily be taken for granted. The many hours of 
of work behind each project and exhibit are not always 
visible to the visitors on that single weekend. Also not 
visible is the history and development of this unique event, 
which began 33 years ago. 



It was in 1949 that the idea of A-Day was conceived. 
There were only 246 men enrolled at the school, which was 
still known as the National Agricultural College. A-Day was 
sponsored by the Dairy Society and most activities were 
centered around the agricultural clubs. This first A-Day was 
dedicated to Dr. Work, who had been the college President 
since 1946. Mr. Larason, our Registrar, was a student at that 
time. He remembers that. The Poultry Club and the Kennel 
Club were very active in the organization of the early A-Days. 
Livestock was shown inside the Allman Building, which nOw 
serves as a post office and lecture hall. The college was 
particularly proud of its dairy herd and Black Percheron draft 
horses. A greased pig contest and log sawing contest were 
both popular. The exhibits were designed to attract farmers, 
much like the Pennsylvania Farm Show. Local farm busi- 
nesses accepted the opportunity to display their products. 
The farm machinery exhibit was a big part of early A-Days. 

This was a transitional period for the school, rebounding 
from the depressed operation during WWII, which almost 
forced its closing. The school was growing and changing 
rapidly, and the students felt they needed to bring fhis new 
image to the public. Dr. Feldstein recalls that The idea was 
entirely developed by the students, with the full support of 
the faculty and administration. This important aspect of 
A-Day has remained, as A-Day is still a student-sponsored 
event. 

Many other precedents were set at that first A-Day. Dr. 
Cragle, now Director of the Agricultural Experimental Sta- 
tion of the University of Illinois, was the student chairman 
of the first A-Day committee. His committee decided to 
operate the event under a unified budget, which has proved 
to be most successful. Dr. Cragle said that one of his most 
difficult tasks was choosing a name for the festivity. Nomina- 



tions were accepted, and A-Day (standing for Agricultural 
Day) was chosen. 

Over the years, A-Day has changed to reflect the develop- 
ment of the college. The attendees changed from area farmers 
to an urban family-oriented group, mostly friends and 
relatives of the students. Consequently, farmer-oriented 
exhibits were de-emphasi^ed, while activities such as hay 
rides and children's exhibits became more popular. A-Day 
may be the college's best method of recruiting students 
for the future. 

Attendance has been increasing steadily since the 1949 
A-Day. This 33rd annual festivity should attract between 
30,000 and 50,000 people, depending mostly on the weather. 

The biggest problem in recent years has been providing 
parking space to accommodate the large crowds. This has 
been partially alleviated by an arrangenvent with Central 
Bucks High School to use their parking lot. The college pro- 
vides visitors with a shuttle bus to and from this parking area. 

One final comment expressed by all those questioned 
who had witnessed the early A-Days referred to the increasing 
commercialiitation of the event. Tlw ea-lv A-Days were not 
run as fund-raisers. The money taken in was used only to 
offset the cost of the exhibit. But the college has changed 
very much in the past 33 years. ^-Day is now the main 
source of funds for the many clubs who contribute to its 
operation. A-Day has become a mini-fair, complete with 
cotton candy, pony rides and a big-top tent. I neither con- 
done nor condemn this trend, but feel that it is an aspect 
that should be considered by future A-Day committees. 

Meanwhile, let's all enjoy this 1981 A-Day weekend. The 
outstanding efforts of this year's students should jw atie this 
A-Day the best ever! 



THINGS TO DO, 
PLACES TO GO 



The annual A-Day weekend at Delaware Valley College 
finds many family members and friends converging on our 
fair campus. There will be plenty to do throughout the two 
day event with demonstrations, displays, lectures and the like. 
If you find yourself running short on things to do during the 
festivities, you are encouraged to venture out into Bucks 
County. 

The Bucks County region is one of the most historic re- 
gions in the Philadelphia area. Such places as the Mercer Mu- 
seum, Fonthill and the Moravian Pottery and Tile Works are 
all located in Doylestown. Labeled as "a testament to our 
pioneer past and the artistry, ingenuity and accomplishment 
of America's people," they are truly worth visiting. Also in 
the Doylestown area is the Rodman House, owned and oper- 
ated by the Bucks County Council of the Arts. They feature 
exhibits and art work of area artists. 

Traveling north on Rt. 202 you will encounter the village 
of Lahaska, jammed with antique shops and also the mother 
town to Peddler's Village, nestled on a hillside to the left of 
Rt. 202. In Peddler's Village shop after shop is filled with fas- 
cinating merchandise. If you are not one for shopping, the 
gardens of Peddler's Village are well worth the trip. 

Farther up Rt. 202 the Bucks Country Vineyards and 
Winery arc located. Here tours are given through the winery 
as the history of wine making Is explained. Hopping back in 
the car your next stop will be New Hope. 

New Hope is quite a unique town, situated on the Dela- 
ware River. The streets are lined with interesting, one-of-a- 
kind shops. Many local artists display their work throughout 
the shops, much of which can be purchased and cherished as 
your own piece ot Bucks County. 

Located down the Delaware River from New Hope is 
the Washington Crossing Historic Park, site of that unforget- 
ablc crossing of the icy waters that changed history. The park 
offers McConkey ferry Inn, Grist Mill, Wildflower Preserve, 
Durham Boats, and the Bedlord Monument. This stop on 
your tour is a definite must! 

Other points of interest in the area arc Green Hills Farm, 
home ol lamed author and humanitarian Pearl S. Buck. The 
National Shrine ot Our Lady ol C/estochowa, located in the 
outlying hills ol Doylestown, stands as a monument to the 
Catholic thurth and was a laVorilc ol Pope )ohn Paul's dur- 
ing his visits to this country as cardinal. 

01 course we hope that you will spend most of your time 
right here on campus. But il you are pressed for time, you are 
invited back to Bucks County to share in history and culture.

15 Ways To Get out of the Dining Hall

This is a guide to some ot the best restaurants in town. 
Through the year my date and I have tried many different 
types of restaurants, from seafood parlors to some of the 
classiest places in the area. It's all up to your own tastes and 
your pocketbook which restaurant you pick. This guide is 
not an infallible gospel as to which restaurants are the best or 
least expensive. It only represents a year of testing a wide var- 
iety of places both in and out ot the area, and the best food 
on the menu on the nights the restaurant was tested. Bucks 
County has to be one of the best areas in the state for dining 
out, with many country inns, historic taverns, and new res- 
taurants. If you don't see your favorite one included in this 
issue don't fret, we'll be back next year lo offer you some 
more of the best dining out places in town. The restaurants 
below are set up from the most expensive to the least. Prices 
don't include drink and tip. 

EXPENSIVE ($25.00 to $40.00 for two) 
BOSTON SEA PARTY 

This had to be our favorite restaurant of the year. It of- 
fered a most lavish seafood buffet from caviar, oysters Rock- 
efeller, Alaskan king crab, and rich cheese cake. A main en- 
tree was also included; a whole Maine lobster or New York 
strip steak. Meals cost $18.95 per person. Reservations are 
required. Their hours for meals vary, so call prior to going. 
To get to Boston Sea Party take 202 north to 61 1 , go south 
for about 10 miles to Willow Grove, and it's located on the 
right. 

LAKE HOUSE INN 

This restaurant, located on the shores of Lake Nocka- 
mixon, is a very co^y place for two to eat. The food is ex- 
pertly prepared; some of the dishes include roast duck, filet 
mignon, Lake House flounder, and broiled stuffed shrimp. 
Reservations are required and the cost of most entrees ranges 
from $10.95 to $15.95. They are open seven nights a week 
from 5:00 p.m. to 1:00 a.m. From DVC take 202 north to 
313; go north on 313 for about 10 miles; turn right on Three 
Mile Run Road, which will take you to the Lake House Inn. 

HAVANA'S 

This is a nice place to go before you see a show at the 
Bucks County Playhouse. They offer a continental cuisine of 
Shrimp Scampi, Eggplant Parmigiana, and Chicken Tempura. 
Each dish must be purchased separately, so the price could 
reach $17.00 per meal, but it's well worth it. No reservations 
are required, and the menu changes nightly. The Havana has 
live entertainment on some nights. They make great Straw- 
berry Daiquiris. From the college take 202 north into New 
Hope, turn right on River Road for about '/a mile, and 
Havana's is on the right. 

RIVERFRONT DINNER THEATER 

If you'd like a change of pace, and like to see a good show, 
then this is the place. They have an all-you-can-eat buffet. 
Some of the choices of food are Chicken L'Orange, Seafood 
Newberg, Clam and Oyster Bar, and Roast Beef. There is an 
ample amount of food but only moderate in quality. The 
show was really good; "Kiss Me Kate'^ is playing there now. 
Reservations are required and the prices vary with each day; 
we went on Friday night, and it cost us $ 1 7.95. To get to the 
River Front Dinner Theater take 61 1 south to Vine Street in 
Philadelphia. Turn left on Vine and follow it to Delaware 



Avenue; follow Delaware Avenue to Poplar Street, and the 
restaurant is on the right. Make sure you get there a half hour 
early to get a good seat for the show and buffet. 

COACH INN 

The Coach Inn is a unique dining experience, where two 
people can enjoy a meal in a private dining car, with treatment 
fitting a king and queen. They offer many specialties of the 
House, and also many popular meat and seafood dishes. 
Reservations arc requested, and the price for a dinner for two 
is about $30.00. Take 611 south to the Pa. Turnpike; take 
Fort Washington Exit 26, and it's located 2 blocks from the 
junction of Rt. 309 and Exit 26 on Commerce Drive, just 
look for 3 railroad dining cars together. 



MODERATE PRICES (from $10.00 to 
$25.00 for two) 

SEAFOOD SHANTY 

"One nibble and you're hooked," and we surely are hook- 
ed on this place. We go here often, because they do offer 
good seafood at reasonable prices. A few of the dishes in- 
clude Rhode Island Clam Bake, Fried Stuffed Shrimp, Lob- 
ster Tails, and much more. No reservations are required. They 
offer daily specials. The Seafood Shanty is located in the 
King's Shopping Plaza, on 611 south, about 8 miles from 
school on the left hand side of the road. Dinner is served un- 
til 10:00 p.m. on weeknights and Sunday, and until midnight 
on Friday and Saturday. 

COCK 'N BULL 

This is dining in a colonial atmosphere with a good selec- 
tion of main entrees to choose from. A meal for two is about 
$20.00; some of the entrees include Virginia Baked Ham, 
Veal Cutlet Parmigiana, and Blue Fish. They offer a large se- 
lection of breads and a realty good salad bar. The Cock 'n 
Bull is open for lunch and dinner and reservations are advis- 
able. It is located in Peddler's Village, 10 miles north on 202 
in Lahaska, Pa. 

RICHARD'S 

For seafood, Richard's is not too far from school, and has 
reasonable prices. A complete seafood menu offers entrees 
like jumbo shrimp, crab cakes, baked flounder, and a special 
is offered each day. Prices range from $5.00 to $7.00 for 
most dinners. You can bring your owh wine and spirits to en- 
joy with your meal. No reservations are required, and Rich- 
ard's is open from 4:00 to 9:00 p.m. It is located on N. Main 
Street in Doylestown across from Cross Keys Hardware. 

BOSWELL'S 

If you're looking for a restaurant with a family atmos- 
phere, good food to match, at reasonable prices, then this is 
your kind of place. The food is good with plenty for all, a 
few of their specialties include whole boneless brook trout, 
roast turkey, veal Parmigiana, and New England fried clams. 
Reservations are advisable but not required. They also offer 
lunch. To get to Boswell's from school, follow 202 north for 
about 7 miles to 413; take 413 south for 1/8 mile, turn left 
on Rt. 263. Boswell's will be on your 'eft about 300 yards on 
Rt. 263. 

LAMBERTVILLE HOUSE 

Follow the trail of the early stage coach riders, and stop 
and eat where they did. A very good meal is awaiting you 
here. There is a choice of Stuffed Breast of Chicken, Filet of 
Flounder, Sauteed Tenderloin Tips, and much more. No 
reservations are required. Some nights a variety of entertain- 
ment is offered. A Sunday Brunch is also served. Price for 
most meals ranges from $7.00 to $12.00 per meal. From the 
school take 202 north to Rt. 1 79 into New Hope. Cross the 
Delaware River bridge and about 1/8 mile on the left is the 
Lambertville House. 



LEAST EXPENSIVE (from $8.00 to $12.00 
for two) 

JOE'S PIZZA 

This is one of the most popular restaurants known to 
DVC students, lor making good pi//a and Italian food at^ 
really low prices, joe's offers many specials that attract many 
people, like 3 for 2 pi//a night on Monday and Tuesday.

1 1 :00 p.m., Friday and Saturday till midnight. Joe's is lo- 
cated at 726 N. Easton Highway just past Dunkin' Doughnuts 
and Cross Keys Shopping Center. You should try it; you 
won't be disappointed. 

THE SKYLINE RESTAURANT 

This is mostly a sandwich and beer restaurant. They are 
known for their Thursday Special (pizza and beer for $6.00). 
They also have honey dipped chicken, hot roast beef platters, 
and a large selection of sandwiches. Most meals range from 
$1.10 to $4.00. A good place to take a large group for a night 
out. The Skyline is located on South 202 about 6 miles from 
the school on the right hand side, in the Chalfont Shopping 
Center. 

THE PUB II 

This place has nice atmosphere, reasonable prices, and the 
food is of average quality. The menu includes items such as 
stuffed flounder, fried chicken platter, roast beef dinner, and 
many more dinners. Prices range from $3.50 to $5.00 per 
meal. No reservations ar e required. Follow 202 south to 
County Line Rd; turn right on County Line Road to Rt. 309. 
Turn rt. on 309 and it's about 16 mile on the right. This was 
the restaurant we enjoyed the least of all. 



SUNDAY BRUNCHES 

DOYLESTOWN INN 

A host of breakfast and lunch entrees are available. This is 
a buffet style meal, and may I add it was very appetizing. A 
choice of hot entrees include: Eggs Benedict, Mushroom 
Quiche, Pancakes, or French Toast. Many breakfast favorites 
are available for your dining pleasure, such as bacon, sausage, 
home fries, creamed beef on toast, just to name a few. Roast 
beef, ham, chicken, and barbecued ribs are a few of your 
lunch specials. The entire buffet is $6.95, and well worth it. 
The service was noteworthy. Reservations are not required 
but advisable. Brunch is ser»^d 'rem 10:30 a.m. to 2:30 
p.m. on Sundays. The Doylestown Inn is located on West 
State Street, across from Kenncy's Book Store. 

ALFALFA'S 

The one meal that serves as two. The brunch is set up in a 
buffet style with all the food you can eat. The food is very 
tasty, and you will leave this place full and content. A few of 
the dishes include waffles, Swedish meatballs, creamed beef 
on toast, scrambled eggs, pancakes, and much more. The 
$4.75 per person incudes the all-you-can-eat buffet and your 
beverages. No reservations are required, but this place is pop- 
ular so get there early. Sunday brunch is served from 10:30 
a.m. to 2:00 p.m. From the school take 202 south for about 
13 miles; Alfalfa's is on the left. 

Most meals include rolls and butter, a salad, and a choice 
of vegetables. You have to pay for your beverages unless 
otherwise stated on the menu. Desserts are usually not in- 
cluded in the price of the meal, but they are a must in some 
restaurants. Add about $5.00 to $10.00 to each final bill for 
your extras. It is also proper to leave 1 5 to 20% of the bill for 
a tip. The waitress (or waiter) works hard for you, and does 
deserve some gratuity. I hope you enjoy eating in these 
restaurants as much as Gail and I did. You will come away 
with a lot of good times, so go enjoy, and "Bon Appetit." 



INTERNATIONAL COLUMN 
The Year in Review 



FISHY BUSINESS

On November 7, 1980, the first International column was 
focused in on the "Hostage Crisis" in Iran. If you recall, the 
terms for the hostages' release were: 

1. Unfreeze Iranian assets in this country. 

2. Turn over the Shah's fortune. 

3. No retaliation be taken against Iran once the hostages are 
freed. 

Meeting these conditions would mean: 

1. jimmy Carter would have gone back on his promise to 
make the exchange legally. 

2. That all of the companies holding suits against Iran would 
turn around and sue the U.S. for assets owed them. 
In the February 6th issue it was reported that the hos- 
tages were freed from Iran after 444 days. Questions of the 
U.S. fulfilling its commitment to Iran, the treatment of the 
hostages, and questions about retaliation towards Iran were 
discussed. Of the agreements made with Iran, their assets are 
being returned, and an agreement of no retaliation was kept 
by the U.S. The agreement meant jimmy Carter broke his 
promise. Out of the entire crisis the worst incident was 
losing eight U.S. servicemen in the ill-fated rescue attempt to 
get the hostages out of the country. 

Other issues discussed were Jamaica - on the Road to 
Recovery? Edward P.G. Scaga is trying to restabilize Ja- 
maica's economy after defeating Prime Minister Michael N. 
Manlcy. Scaga "s main goal is to get foreign investors, including 
the U.S., to look at Jamaica and reinstitute it for tourism 



and trade to help stimulate Jamaica's as well as any other 
country's economy. 

Is the U.S. Combat-Ready? 

This report looked at military accidents, aging weaponry, 
Russia and stockpiling, the manpower problem, and a lack of 
funds to rebuild and re-equip our U.S. military forces. 

The Big Shake-Up 

Naples, Italy, and surrounding villages were devastated by 
an earthquake that measured 6.8 on the Richter scale. Many 
countries sent in manpower and supplies to help with relief 
efforts of victims and their families.

SUMMER BUG-OUT

Thoseji^ents taking fntoniolouy during the Fall, 1981 
semesterAj^ flart of the course arc required to make an insect 
collection. THc Fall Entomology course is usually a required 
course tor Sophomore Agronorny and Horticulture majors 
and it may also be taken at that time by other Plant Science 
majors who are out of sequence. 

Students are urged to work on their collections over the 
Summer months when adult insects are plentiful. To aid in 
this, directions for making an insect collection are available 
outside Dr. French's office, tirst floor, Mandell Hall, opposite 
Room 114. The special insect pins on which the collected 
specimens must be mounted are available in the Student 
Store. Students planning to take Entomology in summer 
school may also pick up the collecting information and start 
collecting insects. 



ENTOMOLOGY SUMMER 
COURSE 

A three-credit course in Entomology will again be offered 
as part of the Delaware Valley College Summer School 1981 
offering. Entomology, which is the study of insects and their 
close relatives, is a required course for all DVC Plant Science 
majors, and it has been taken as an elective by students of 
other majors. Sophomore Agronomy and Horticulture majors 
generally take Entomology during the Fall of their sopho- 
more year; and it is taught by Dr. French. Ornamental Horti- 
culture majors generally take it in the Spring of their sopho- 
more year; and it is taught by Dr. Berthold. 

The summer course, which is taught by Dr. Bettliold, 
begins on Tuesday, June 26, 1981 and ends on Friday, )uly 
3, 1981. The hours for the course are 9 to 12, Monday 
through Thursday, with one or tw.: all-day field trips also 
planned.

DELAWARE VALLEY COLLEGE 
PREPARES TO DEFEND TITLE 

Sixth year Head Coach Al Wikon welcomed 104 
prospective candidates last week as the Aggies 
prepare to defend their Middle Atlantic Conference 
Northern Division Title. Ten seniors, twenty 
juniors, twenty-eight sophomores, and forty-six 
untested freshman will try to give the Aggies their 
third consecutive winning season and second 
championship.

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NEW ACADEMIC 
CREDIT RULES 

The number of credit hours required for gradua- 
tion for Juniors and Seniors (all students having 
passed 67 credits or more) remains the same as 
shown in the 1980-81 College Catalog. 

Juniors and Seniors wishing to take more than 
19 credit hours of course work in any semester 
must have at least a 2.0 cumulative average and 
the written permission of the Dean and Department 
Chairmen. Those taking over 19 credits will be 
required to pay additional tuition. 

The number of credit hours required for gradua- 
tion has been reduced for Freshmen to 128 hours 
for all majors except Business AJminlsiration which 
will have a requirement of 126 credit hours. There 
is an additional requirement of 4 credit hours in 
employment. 

Sophomores (student with less that 67 credits) 
have also been granted the privilege of this reduced 
requirement in credit hours for graduation. 

Freshmen and Sophomores wishing to take over 
18 credit hours in any semester must have at least a 
2.5 cumulative average and have the written per- 
mission of their Department Chairman and the 
Dean. They will be required to pay extra tuition for 
taking over 18 credit hours during any semester. 



summer, however, the job of Head Track Coach 
became available and Stern agreed to fill the vacancy. 

Coaching on the collegiate level has always been 
one of "Uncle Marty's" goals, but prior to this he 
has never been given the opportunity. His past ex- 
perience in coaching has given him excellent quali- 
fications for the job. He started his track career at 
West Chester State College where he majored in 
physical education and received his teaching de- 
gree. While at college he ran under Coach Jack 
Cloaky whom he credits with helping him in a 
variety of ways. He has coached on the high school 
level for 18 years and at 4 different high schools. 
During this time he has compiled an impressive 
145-11 dual meet record. From high school coach- 
ing, he went to the Bermudas for a short-lived ex- 
perience of coaching their Olympic team. In 1976 
he left coaching to open his now famous business in 
Doylestown — Uncle Marty's Sneaker Barn. 

Coach Stern is very optimistic about the upcom- 
ing track season for DVC and plans to start practice 
in September on an informal basis. This will en- 
able him, in a more relaxed surrounding and nicer 
weather, to teach the fundamental skills and 
sharpen the existing talent of the students. Also 
on the agenda for training is a large winter track 
program which will include meets against larger 
schools such as Division 1. This will also give the 
competitors experience in meets without putting 
pressure on them to do well. 

This year he will be keying on larger meets and 
intends to use the dual meet situation largely as a 
learning and training area for the larger more im- 
portant meets. Coach Stern's overall goal is to 
develop a competitive track program. He plans to 
do this by being consistent and placing in the top 10 
nationally after winning the MAC division. Stern 
believes one of the reasons this is possible is the 
James Work Stadium, one of the finest in the area, 
and the depth of quality athletes already in the track 
program. 

For the upcoming track season there are many 
returnees from last years team and Stern is looking 
for contributions to the team from Mark Tankersley, 
Steve Trostle, Phil Luccarelli, and Jeff Robinson, 
all of whom are MAC titleholders. Anyone who is 
interested in running track is invited to come out 
and participate. 



TROUBLE IN AGRICULTURE FOR SOVIET UNION AND U.S.

This year Russia will be falling far short of its projected grain harvests due to-drought, rainstorms, 
theft, and perennial mismanagement. When the farmers need rain, they get drought, when they need a 
dry period to harvest, It pours. Mismanagement such as "leaving gaping holes between rows of wheat 
and other crops and grain combines mowing while collection trucks follow much too far behind and 
grain is literally funneled back into the ground, missing the trucks completely." Waste may be as high as 
40% on some farms. 

The U.S. , however, has an abundance of grain since the partial embargo and the lift of the embargo. 
Russia, angry at the U.S. , is going elsewhere for most of her grains and meats also. Now Argentina and 
Canada will supply Russia to make up the deficit. With this loss the U.S. is now scrambling for a share of 
the Soviet Union's and other countries' grain business.

SUMMER OF '81 

The summer of 1981 brought many ups and 
downs to the sporting world. While, the baseball 
strike headed the list of disturbances in sports, there 
were many other problems the sports fan had to 
face. 

America's number one sport was interrupted on 
June 12 when baseball owners and players could 
riot come to an agreement on many issues, headed 
by free agent compensation. After 58 days the 
strike did come to an end with the rescheduling of 
the All-Star Game in Cleveland on August 9. 

The Racing World also had its share of problems 
this summer. Bobby Unser, after winning the Indy 
500, was stripped of the crown, giving Mario An- 
dretti the win. Although Unser appealed the deci- 
sion. itAwas to no avail as he clearly was guilty of an 
infraction while leaving the pit lane under a yellow 
flag. Then at the Pocono 500 CART (Champion- 
ship Auto Racing Team) officials gave their 
members a choice of cither not racing at Pocono or 
face a 60-day suspension, which would cut out 
most of the racing season. With most of the big 
namedrivers belonging to CART, the Pocono 500 
once again took a large loss. Racing officials have 
since filed a $9 million suit against CART in an at- 
tempt to make up their losses and finally lay the 
CART-USAC fued to rest. 

The NCAA signed a $263 million pack with ABC 
and CBS to cover college football for the next 4 
years but the 62 member CFA (College Football 
Association) has now reached a $180 million deal 
with NBC. The CFA members include all the major 
conferences and independents except the Big 10 
and Pac 10. This means if the CFA members 
decide to go with the NBC deal the NCAA could be 
nearly non-existent in college football. Some CFA 
members are not happy with the NCAA pack 
because they feel the TV schedule should be made 
up of large teams instead of all the teams. 

The Oakland Raiders made a loi of news this 
summer as AI Davis, managing general partner of 
the Super Bowl Champs, will have to return to the 
courtroom this week in an attempt to win his battle 
to move the Raiders to the Los Angeles Colisium. 
Davis' battle with the NFL is a battle against a rule 
which states that three quarters of the 28 NFL 
teams must agree to a move by an NFL franchise. 

These problems as well as others tested the 
sports fan this summer but in the end the fans have 
proven they are still willing to stand behind their 
favorite sport.

"Sweets for the sweets, nuts for the nutty." 
Maybe this is what the Horticulture Class of 1981 
had in mind when they presented to the College 
the new Nut Tree Orchard. But whatever their 
reasoning, the orchard is a welcome addition to the 
educational facilities here at DVC. 

This project was undertaken by the members of 
the 1981 Hort class with no outside help or sugges- 
tion. They selected, planted, and put out their per- 
sonal money for the trees. There is a plaque in the 
Hort display case of the Ag Building Lobby listing 
the students who were involved. 

The various types of nuts in the orchard include 
walnut, chestnut, pecan, hican (a hickory nut- 
pecan cross), butternut, and hardy almond. This is 
the second attempt to establish a nut orchard at 
DVC. The first one succumbed to vandalism, and 
an overall poor location. The new orchard is in a 
more visible and desirable place. For those who 
desire to see it, it is between the Ag Machinery 
Building and the railroad tracks. 

The orchard manager is in charge of the orchard 
and is responsible for its care. In the future the Hort 
department is planning on expanding the orchard 
and eventually, perhaps in 5 years, harvesting a 
crop. No crop can be expected in the near future 
because of the long juvenile stage of nut trees. 
Right now there is no specific course in nut cul- 
ture, but the orchard will be utilized in advanced 
pomology as well as in other courses.

Progress Report: Student Center

Plans for the student center have not been forgotten. Even though we, the students, can see no 
progress, many people are busy with the preliminaries for the new center. 

The hold back at the present time is, quite simply, money. The College has applied for funds, but has 
had no reply. A Development Office has also been formed. The function of this office is to plan and 
execute methods of money raising. 

Preliminary plans have been drawn for the structure, but no plan can be approved for the project until 
the sum of available funds is known. An architect has been hired and is working on the project. 

Presently, it is hoped that the two-story structure, to be located in the area between the gym^ and Rt. 
202, will include the following: snack, auditorium, offices for Student Government Organizations, of- 
fices for Student Life Services, book store, student store. Post Office, game room, Placement Office, In- 
firmary, radio station, offices for Student Publications, a staff apartment. Alumni meeting room, T.V. 
room, Coffee House room, and a locker area for commuting students. What the new center finally does 
include will depend on available funds. 

No date has been set for the groundbreaking for the new center. We will keep you informed on 
further developments of the project.

All that, spreads the budget pretty thin. 



As 1 am sure you are all too aware of increased 
price, so too have our entertainment costs increas- 
ed. Unfortunately, entertainment costs are exceed- 
ing the national inflation rate while our budget 
hasn't increased at all. Most of our dance bands 
range from $450 to $1,200; movies range from 
approximately $250 to $500 each. 

I hoped by bringing back a little at the door we 
could continue providing high quality entertain- 
ment for you. We never even break even at the 
door to cover the total costs of an event; we're just 
trying to slow the rapid depletion of the budget. 

Another point to be seriously considered is when 
we sign contracts for big events like Pure Prairie 
League, we must make sure we have enough 
money in the budget to cover the costs of the event 
if not a single ticket is sold because if something 
happens here at DVC so the show must be cancell- 
ed on short notice, we're obligated to pay the group 
and we'd still be expected to reimburse tickets! To 
give you an idea of the sums we are discussing, we 
estimate out total costs of presenting Pure Prairie 
League to be $14,000.00! Therefore, cash flow 
back into the budget is essential before other events 
can be booked. 

Take a look at the Sept. calendar. We provided 
you with 15 social events. Six were free of admis- 
sion, two cost 50C, six cost 99C/$1.00, and only 
one cost $3.00. You could attend the entire mon- 
ths worth of events at a total cost of $9.97. How 
many other things would you spend $10 on with- 
out thinking twice? Even high schools often charge 
$2 for a dance and a commercial movie, a theatre 
charges $3.50 for one movie. (I even found a 
poster the other day that was an ad for a dance held 
here in 1971 where they charged $1.00 admission 
— that's 10 years ago.) 



We are not trying to make money by what has 
been charged. We are trying to keep the calendar 
as filled as possible to entertain you. Believe me, 
there is no budget left when May rolls around. So 
you owe it to yourselves to come out and see 
what's going on — you won't be sorry — besides, 
it's your activities fee that makes it all possible!

DINING OUT WITH MIKE 
Missy's Inn

There's a new girl in town, and her name is 
Missy. While we were enjoying our summer vaca- 
tions, Doylestown was welcoming Missy's Inn to it's 
restaurant community. The newly remodeled build- 
ing is a real eye catcher from the outside, with it's 
bay window full of plants and the etched glass 
silhouettes of Missy on the doors. Don't be too 
taken by the fancy exterior and the re-decorated 
Victorian style interior. 

Missy's Inn has the most comfortable and relax- 
ing atmosphere of any restaurant I've been to, I just 
wish the food was as noteworthy. The owners, 
prior to opening Missy's Inn, operated a diner and 
much of their food preparation reflects this. I had 
the Breaded Milk Fed Veal Parmigiana ($6.10), of 
which a generous portion of veal was served, and it 
was pleasing to the taste. On another occasion I 
tried the Boiled Filet of Flounder ($6.95), it was 
good tasting, but didn't leave much of a lasting im- 
pression. My date had a salad specialty — Shrimp 
Royal ($5.95) topped with gulf shrimp, slices of 
tomato, hard boiled eggs, and potatoe salad. The 
salad was overabundant, and big enough for 3 peo- 
ple. The salad was very tasty. Offered with the 
main platters is your choice of two vegetables and 
dinner rolls. Salad does not come with the meal, 
but can be substituted for a vegetable and extra 
charge. The salad that I was served was that of a 
diner; some lettuce, a piece of tomato, and 
smoothercd with dressing. Not a good reflection of 
what was to come. 

Other main platters include: Filet Mignon with 
Onion Rings ($11.95), Fried Egg Plant Parmigiana 
with Spaghetti ($3.95), Fried Combination

DEMOCRACY

On Tuesday, September 15, there was a show- 
down on beliefs as some 900 people joined togeth 
er to "debate" the proposal of the Point Pleasant 
water pump in the Bucks County area. The project, 
which will drain 95 million gallons of water a day 
from the Delaware River, was supported by 8 
speakers, while 44 spoke against it. This mass 
quantity of water is proposed to serve the water 
needs of Bucks and Montgomery County, as well 
as to provide water for the nuclear power station 
started in Limerick. Montgomery County. (This 
water, used for cooling purposes, will only be 
boiled away after usage.) 

The impact of this pumping station alone on the 
environment will be phenomenal. Aside from the 
mass erosion along the Delaware River and Merrill 
Creek, the dam will cause the extinction of many 
fish, birds, and other wildlife that rely on the 
Delaware River and sunounding area for survival. 
The natural beauty of the Delaware region will 
slowly deteriorate, for although we are the first 
county to undergo such damming and pumping of 
this water, who's to say how many others will 
follow? We will only be setting a precedent that will 
be easy to duplicate. 

Another reason so many people are opposed to 
this project is the amount of money it will cost to 
back such development. It will cost $35 million for 
the pumps alone, $150 million for the reservoir re- 
quired in Merrill Creek, plus $4 billion for the power 
plant. All this for our "convenience." Yes, close to 
$5 billion for a mere water shortage. Surely there 
are other methods that have been overlooked be- 
cause of the insistence that this is the "only way." Is 
the purpose of this water pump simply to provide 
better means of water, or is it to provide jobs, in- 
crease development, and line the pockets of pro- 
moters? I believe the later to be the underlying 
reasoning behind this project." 

Rep. James C. Greenwood of Point Pleasant 
pointed out that Bucks County refuses to use water 
drawn from filteration plants below Trenton 
because this water is of lesser quality than that of 
Point Pleasant. However, all those in the Trenton, 
Philadelphia area use this water. If it is all right for 
these people, why is it "unacceptable" to those in 
this area? We seem to be falling short in providing 
"equality" to all. 

Development and growth in this beautiful farm 
area will soon burst into an uncontrollable mess. 
Look what has happened to such areas in Northern 
and Central Jersey as convenience was offered 
with the building of reservoirs and nuclear plants. 
Do you want that for Pa. and other states as well? It 
seems the more "convenient" life gets, the less 
beautiful it remains. 

That is why it is imperative for all those who 
believe in the keeping of the environment, the 
fighting off of development, and the unneccessary 
spending of your money to help support the end of 
this project. It is not too late to stop this distructive 
proposal, for if this country is a "true" democracy, 
the people's voice must be listened to, and the 
louder this voice, the easier this job will be. A peti- 
tion is under construction, and we need your sup- 
port and ideas.

SAVING THE DELAWARE

The Point Pleasant Pumping Station was to 
be built at Point Pleasant in Plumstead Township, 
Bucks County. However, for the time being, 
Plumstead Government officials have denied any 
building rights in their township. The pumping sta- 
tion is going to be used to pump water out of the 
Delaware in to Bucks and Montgomery counties for 
municipal use and its main function will be to cool 
the nuclear reactor in Limerick, Montgomery 
Township. 

1 liis past week a hearing was held on Tuesday, 
September 15 at Bucks County Community Col- 
lege to determine whether or not the Army Corp. 
of Engineers should reevaluate the environmental 
impact such a project would pose to the Delaware 
River and surrounding counties of PA, N.J., and 
N.Y. 

Approximately 800 concerned people attended 
the hearing. Professors and roughly 40 students 
also went to BCCC to engage in any way possible 
in the fight against the project . For every 8 speakers 
against the project there was only 1 person for the 
project. 80 people signed up to speak out against 
the pumping station; however only 30 people got 
to speak from 7:30 to 10:00 p.m. 

When a speaker from the Delaware River Basin 
Commission spoke for the project, a turmoil broke 
out among the contractors who were to build the 
monstrosity. It nearly ended in a knock-down, drag 
out which would have added a little more vigor to 
the hearing. Many of those who spoke represented 
voting districts of hundreds of people who were op- 
posed to the project. 

When the hearing ended around 12:00, many 
were optimistic that there was enough support 
demonstrated to force the Corp. of Engineers to 
redo their far outdated environmental impact 
study. Watch the papers and T.V. as more details 
become available as this foolish project drama 
continues to unfold.

Win Home Opener, 27-0

Call it what you like, a high powered offensive 
game that totaled over 300 yards, a stingy defense

As usual the defense was spectacular. On the first 
play of the game, the Aggies caused the Lions to 
fumble at their own 15. On the second Aggie play 
from the 13 yard line Cosmo Losco ran around the 
end for a T.D. @ 1:30 gone. 

On Albright's next possession they were forced to 
punt and Rod Bates returned the ball 34 yards to 
the Lion's 18 but the offense failed to score. The 
Aggies next score was set up by a 25 yard punt 
return of Bill Black which put the ball at the Lion's 
18 yard line. On second down an O'Neill pass to 
Mark Tankersley gave the Aggies 1st and goal at 
the 5. O'Neill ran it in himself to make it 14-0 @ 
3:37 remaining in the 1st quarter. It looked as 
though the offense was in high gear, for after an ex- 
change by both teams the Aggies had 1st and 10 at 
the Albright 47. After an imcompleted pass, O'Neill 
dropped back and found Tankersley at the 5 yard 
line and shook off 2 defenders for the T.D. 

It looked as though they would carry their surge 
into the second quarter, but neither team scored 
before the half. 

Driving from their own 46 Albright had a 1st and 
10 at the Aggie 25 and were determined to score. 
The attempt was stopped by the aggressive play of 
linebacker Ron Verra who dropped the Albright ball 
carrier for a loss and on the following play Jim 
Duncan picked off an Albright pass. 

On the 1st possession of the Aggies in the 3rd

"A key factor was that from the very outset we 
were able to take away the wishbone," said Coach 
Al Wilson, which the linebacking corps of Ron

tack. "The big difference being that we have a wide 
receiver we can go to," namely Tankersley who' 
hauled in 5 passes for 127 yards.

New Academic Credit Rules 
But Why?

Congratulations to the freshmen and sopho- 
mores who are the recipients of the administration's 
recent decision on reducing the credits required 
to graduate. It is now 128 for all majors except 
Business which has the requirement of 126. 

This decision came to pass over the summer. 
Each year the curriculum of the college is reviewed. 
It was found that the credits required to graduate 
were higher than those of other colleges in this 
area. It was then further investigated to determine if 
a reduction in credits would effect the student's 
ability to take the necessary professional, science, 
and humanities courses. When it was seen that all 
these courses could be fit in, the decision was made 
to reduce the requirements. 

The theory behind this, according to Dr. Black- 
mon. is that the student will no longer have to work 
harder than students at other colleges for the same 
degree. Also with a lighter class load, the student 
teacher ratio in the classroom should be reduced 
and therefore provide for the student a> higher 
quality of learning. This then is the "goal" of the ad- 
ministration in order to uphold. the "standyds" of 
the college. 

The ambitious student can still take 16 credits 
over the requirements at the rate of 18 credits per 
semester. It will be up to the student and their ad- 
visor to try to make the best use of the elective 
credits available. The required courses have re- 
mained the same as far as number of credits and 
still being required. Any revisions of the curriculum 
will be up to the individual departments. Along with 
the reduced credits, comes reduction in the flexibili- 
ty a student has in their choice of courses. And flex- 
ibility on the student's part can be costly to the col- 
lege. Could this be the real reason for the cut in 
credit. 

That is the explanation given by Dr. Blackmon 
but things still seem to be unfair about the new 
rules.

Out From Under the Editors' Desk 

D.V.C.'S DEVELOPMENT OFFICE

Most students have heard of plans for major college projects for coming years, although information 
is scarce and rumors have been misleading. Fourteen projects have been targeted for the college over 
the next 5 years. Heading the list are the Student Center, the small animal lab, a new dairy barn, a 
horse barn, and a new water and fire sprinkler system for the dormitories. Further down the list are 
plans to enlarge the railroad underpass (to allow the college to expand beyond the railroad track), 
renovation of Ulman Hall, new intramural fields and parking areas. 

To meet the challenge of completing these projects, the college has recently created a Development 
Office to coordinate fundraising activities. This office will be expected to raise about $5 million dol- 
lars over the next five years. This office will include Mr. Sumner, alumni director, and Mr. McClelland, 
public relations. 

The funding will come from alumni, corporate donations, and specific funding organizations. Many 
corporate donations are secured by individual department chairmen, working independently of the 
main fundraising office. Dr. Wolf, Vice President for Planning, explains that major donations are 
not secured by simply asking for them. Rather, the donor must be convinced that he has a strong inter- 
est in the project. For this task each department, with its own business contacts, is vital to fund raising 
activities. 

In the near future, alumni will have a choice of about 10 separate project funds to contribute to. In 
this way, a horticulture student may be more likely to contribute to a greenhouse fund that the general 
purpose alumni fund, while dairy students would be inclined to contribute to his own department's 
project. As a net result, alumini contributions could be much greater. 

Our administrators feel that the completion of any of the targeted projects will be speeded by having 
all fund raising coordinated under one office. In fact, money for many of these projects has already 
been applied for. But, as Dr. Wolf said, satisfaction will not come until we see shovels in the ground, 
and these efforts finally take a physical form. 



NEW LEGISLATION FOR FINANCIAL AID 

GSL Changes 

The Omnibus Reconciliation Act of 1981 and that portion of the Act governing the Guaranteed 
Student Loan Program has now been agreed upon by both Houses of Congress and was signed into 
law by the President Thursday, August 13. Under it. those eligible for loans will continu<' to enjoy an in- 
school interest subsidy but the cost to the government of that subsidy will be reduced by the borrower 
being required to pay an up-front fee of 5% of the amount of the loan. That 5% fee will be used to help 
pay the in-school interest subsidy. 

The most significant change in the Guaranteed Student Loan Program, however, wil' be in the way 
family income will affect eligibility. Under the pending law, only students whose gross adjusted family 
income is $30,000 or less will "automatically" qualify for loans: Those with higher family incomes will 
have to demonstrate need under a test to be devised by the Secretary of Education. The Secretary has 
stated that he is mindful of the needs of the middle-class and will establish a needs test that will be 
liberal. Congress has rescrvedio itself the power of veto over the test if either House does not like it. 

Outlined below are highlights of the new legislation. 

1. Effective October 1, 1981, there will be a $30,000 limit of family adjusted gross income (AGI) for 
student loan eligibility on a subsidized basis, with a "needs test" required for student loan eligi'nility 
above that amount. 

• The Secretary of Education will design a formula for the "needs test" to be conducted by the schools. 
The formula will be subject to approval by the Senate and House of Representatives. 

• Students with family adjusted gross income of $30,000 or less will automatically qualify for student 
loans as at present. 

• Students with family AGI income (including student income) of more than $30,000 will qualify for 
Federal interest benefits only to the extent of "unmet need" as determined by the school. "Unmet need" 
is defined as estimated cost of attendance less expected family contribution plus any estimated student 
financial assistance reasonably available to the student. 

• The amount of student loan eligible for Federal interest benefits shall be $1,000 for those students 
whose family AGI is greater than $30,000 and who show need equal to or greater than $500 but less 
than $1,000. 

Students with family adjusted gross income above $30,000, who do not qualify according to the 
"need test," will still be able to obtain fully guaranteed student loans, but there will be no Federal interest 
subsidy and no Special Allowance for lenders. This provision is effective on loans which are disbursed 
on or after October 1, 1981. 

• The "needs test" when the AGI exceeds $30,000 per year will be required in all cases where the 
school completes or signs the school's portion of the loan application on or after October 1. 1981. 

2. Effective 10 days after enactment on August 13, the borrowing student will be required to pay a 5% 
one-time origination surcharge or fee to be retained by lenders as an offset against the interest subsidy 
and Special Allowance. This fee will affect loans for which the lender has not yet sent or delivered the 
Promissory Note to the borrower for signature. 

• There is no such fee for loans under the Loans to Parents Program (now called Auxiliary Loans to 
Assist Students or ALAS) or Sallie Mae consolidated loans. 

3. The $3,000/15,000 independent undergraduate student loan borrowing limits for guaranteed stu- 
dent loans will be repealed effective October 1, 1981 and this is based on the date when the school's 
financial aid representative completes and signs the student's application. If the latter occurs after 
October 1. the independent undergraduate student will not be eligible for the GSL $3,000/15,000. 

4. All present categories of deferment are retained, but the six month grace period after deferments is 
eliminated effective October 1, 1981 on new loans. 

• Loans disbursed on or after October 1, 1981 will not be eligible for this six-month grace period while 
loans disbursed prior to that date will continue to be eligible. 

5. The minimum monthly repayment is increased from $30 to $50 (annually from $360 to $600) on 
new loans effective October 1 , 198 1 ; that is, on any loan which is disbursed by the lender to the student 
on or after October 1, 1981. 

6. The provision in the Special Allowance formula for rounding upward to the nearest 1/8 of 1% will 
be eliminated for all loans disbursed by the lender on or after October 1, 1981. 

7. Truth-in-Lending Act requirements relating to the 5% student origination surcharge are waived until 
August 1, 1982, but the fee must be disclosed to the borrower with respect to amount and method of 
calculation. 

8. The interest rate for Loans to Parents (now called Auxiliary Loans to Assist Students) will be 14% ef- 
fective October 1. 1981. Independent undergraduate students and graduate or professional students 
will be eligible to borrow under ALAS as well as parents. 

• In addition to borrowing up to $5,000/25,000 under the Guaranteed Student Loan Program, 
graduate or professional students (if their estimated cost of attendance minus estimated financial 
assistance justifies it) may borrow an additional $3,000 per academic year to a cumulative total of 
$15,000 under ALAS. Thus, graduate or professional students can borrow a combined total of $8,000 
per year to a cumulative total of $40,000 under a combination of GSLP and ALAS. 

• This same "double borrowing" provision does not apply to independent undergraduate stu- 
dents. Such students can borrow only $2,500 per year to a cumulative $12,500 under both programs 
combined. 

• The 14% interest rate under the ALAS program becomes effective for loans which are disbursed by 
the lender on or after October 1, 1981. 

• There is no Federal interest subsidy for ALAS loans, but the Special Allowance applies.

The Faculty Research Committee is urging the 
Seniors, and particularly those interested in 
graduate studies, to avail themselves of the 
Senior Special Problems program. Additional 
information regarding the program can be ob- 
tained from Dr. Miller for students enrolled in 
the Biology and Chemistry Departments, Dr. 
Brubaker for the Animal Science area, Dr. 
Ronald Muse for Plant Science area, or from the 
Chairman of the Research Chairman. 
Procedures for Senior Special Problems 

1. Students in Senior Special Problems 
should have a minimum cumulative ac- 
ademic average of 2.5 before registra- 
tion for Special Problems. This figure 
(2.5) may be subject to revision for a 
specific department on the approval of 
the department and division chairman 
in consultation with the Chairman of the 
Research Committee. 

2. Students may register for a maximum of 
three credits of Senior Special Problems 
with the approval of their Department 
Chairman. 

3. The deadlines for the Senior Special 
Problems are as follows: 

I Research Proposals Nov. 30, 1981 
II Final Results 

- oral presentation April 30, 1982 

- written final paper May 10, 1982

The Copper Door

The Copper Door is a popular Bucks County 
restaurant, specializing in American and Italian 
cuisine. Most of their menu items are from the sea: 
Broiled Alaskan Crab Feast, Baked Stuffed Shrimp, 
Sauteed Scallops, and for you land lubers there is a 
fair share of beef and veal dishes. The Copper Door 
has an informal atmosphere, decorated in a mid 
1920's theme. 

I started my meal with a crock of baked onion 
soup, smoothered with lots of melted cheese. The 
entree consisted of a Prime New York Sirioin 
covered with sauteed mushrooms and a bearnaise 
sauce, and it was very tasty. My companion had 
the Bar-B-Que'd Spare Ribs which were very miich 
to her liking. 

Included with your dinner selection is a Red 
Carpet Salad Bar. At your table is a small card with 
many salad toppings (articokes, dilled caulifbwcr, 
pepperonichi, alfalfa sprouts, and about 17 others) 
to choose from, and you can have as many as you 
want. A choice of a baked potato, fried idahoes, or 
a fresh vegetable comes with your meal. One of the 
highlights of the meal is the hot french bread stick, 
which was about 3 feet long, and very good. Meals 
range in price from $7.95 to $15.00 per meal. Two 
can enjoy a meal for under $40.00 which includes 
meal, dessert, drinks, and tip. A daily special is of- 
fered for $7.95 and the selections are taken from 
the regular menu with a substantial savings. This 
may not be an affordable restaurant to take a date 
to, but it would be a good place to take your 
parents on "Parent's Day". 

To get to the Copper Door take route 611 south 
5 miles, and it is just past the King's Plaza on your 
left. Their hours are 11:00 a.m. till 4:30 p.m. for 
lunch, dinner is served from 4:30 p.m. to 1:00 
a.m. Monday thru Saturday. On Sundays they are 
open from 4:00 - 10:00 p.m. No reservations 
required.

NATURE NOTES 

Spectacular Fall Hawk Migration

How often have you crawled out of bed on a 
crisp autumn morning with an irresistible urge to 
drive somewhere far away, but didn't know where 
to go? The next time you are stricken with this 
strange affliction, may I suggest a trip up to the 
Hawk Mountain Sancturary, situated along the Kit- 
tatinny Ridge of the Appalachian Mountains. The 
unique geology and resulting air currents draw 
thousands upon thousands of hawks past the sanc- 
tuary lookouts each fall as they migrate southward. 
To date the largest number of birds sighted at Hawk 
Mountain in one day totaled 2,539 on the nine- 
teenth of September!! At present broadwinged 
sharp-shinned, red-tailed, and red-shouldered 
hawks as well as osprey, kestrel, and an occasional 
merlin or bald eagle have all been sighted. 

As a novice, hawk watching may be frustrating at 
first. Little tiny specks spotted two miles over the 
ridgetop often manage to look like bigger speciks in 
binoculars until your eyes are trained to recognize 
bird silhouettes. (Meanwhile the oldtime beside you 
can't decide if it's an immature sharp-shinned or a 
Cooper's hawk.) Birder's lingo can also be quite 
mystifying in the beginning. A "kettle" of "T.V.'s" 
does not mean someone sighted a teapot chock full 
of color portables, but rather a group of turkey 
vultures circling together in the sky. I've found that 
squinting unrelentlessly as you scan the horizon is 
worth every bit of eye strain, upon sighting your 
first osprey or eagle at close range. 

To get to Hawk Mountain from D.V.C. take Rt. 
202 down to 309, and follow 309 around Allen - 
town until you reach 22 west. Several miles down 
Rt. 22 near Lenhartsville take Rt. 143 and proceed 
north for four miles to a crossroad. At the crossroad 
turn left and follow the signs for Hawk Mtn. There is 
a minimal admission charge at the trailhead. Happy 
Hawking!!

Tom O'Neill's 59 yard scoring pass to Mark Tankersley with 2:30 minutes into the game once again 
set the offensive barrage in a 45-14 win over the Upsala Vikings. The Aggie aerial game was once again 
impressive with Tankersley hauling in 4 passes for 188 yards (2 of those for TD's) eclipsing the school 
record of 172 yards by Dan Guers in 1971. On the day O'Neill was 5 of 8 for 158 yards and 2 TD's. 

Del Val's next score was on a 73 yard punt return by senior cornerback Rod Bates as time ran out in 
the 1st quarter. 

The Aggies then put together an impressive 96-yard drive highlighted by a 57-yard pass from O'Neill 
to Tankersley and then an 8 yard pass to Tankersley in the end zone put the Aggies up 21-0. 

Upsala scored with 1:56 left in the half on a 78 yard 10 play drive capped by a 24-yard pass from 
quarterback Larry Simms to receiver John McAleavey making the score at the half 21-7. 

In the 3rd quarter freshman Bob Hudo^a added 3 more points for the Aggies to widen the margin at 
24-7. Four plays later in the 4th quarter an interception by cornerback John McFadden gave the Aggies 
the ball on their 30-yard line. Tom Kirk's halfback option to Tankersley was good for 64 yards putting 
the ball at the 6 yard line. Two plays later Eric Reynolds ran it in from the 1 to make the score 31-6. 

Del Val's final 2 scores came on 2-3 yard runs by Bill Black on drives of 89 yards in 12 plays and 51 
yards in 5 plays respectively. 

Upsala's second score came on an 85 yard pass again from Simms to McAleavey. 

Strong footed freshman Bob Hudoka made good on all of his PAT'.<; and 1 field goal giving him 12 
points in 3 games and showing much promise for the future. 

The loss on the day for the Aggies came at the hands of senior guard and captain Greg Setta who 
went out in the 1st quarter with a knee injury and will possibly miss the rest of the season. Senior tackle 
Dave Eggleston is bothered by a sprained knee and could possibly miss a couple of games.

• They want to maintain high academic standards, 
yet they are lowering the amount of education 
required to get a college degree. 

• This past year tuition again took a jump and now 
your increased tuition doesn't even buy what your 
old cheaper tuition did with a maximum of 19 
credits you could conceivably take 152 credits in 
four years, now the maximum is 144. Also the cost 
per extra credit has increased to $95.00 per credit. 
This multiplied by the lost credit for eight semesters 
really adds up. 

Dr. Blackmon even said that cost cutting was a 
factor in this decision. Not all students on campus 
favored this decision. Some RXN was: 
"For the amount of money we are paying we 
should get at least 19 credits, it shouldn't have been 
changed, you're paying more and getting less." 
"It is unfair to have the sophomores and freshman 
take less credits than we juniors and seniors and still 
get the same degree. It sorta devalues our degree." 
"You mean that they changed the requirements?" 
A freshman. 

"It's not right, seems like we're getting cheated 
again." 

Even though students don't favor it, it happened 
anyway. Maybe with the right student protest to the 
right people this decision can be reversed. Stand up 
and be heard, it's your education and those in 
charge want your tuition dollars. They'll have to 
listen and compromise at least.

JUNIATA STYMIES DEL VAL

The stage was set for a game between two 
powerhouses of the MAC Northern Division. Both 
teams knew the title could be decided with this 
game, but as time ran out, it was Juniata who had 
come one step closer with a 10-0 victory. 

From the first play of the game, starting at their 
own 33 yard line, it looked as if the Green Machine 
would roll when Cosmo Losco took the handoff 
from Tom O'Neill and went 9 yards and on the next 
play O'Neill kept for the first down. Keeping the ball 
on the ground for 11 more plays, the Aggies' drive 
fizzled at the Juniata 11 and a field goal attempt by 
Bob Hudoka was no good. 

Juniata, starting on their own 20, marched to the 
Aggie 45 and were forced to punt. Taking the ball 
at our own 11 the offense failed to move and a bad 
punt gave the Indians the ball at the Aggie 27 and 
moved it down to the 16 which brought up a field- 
goal attempt which was no good. 

After exchanging hands of the ball, Jim Duncan 
intercepted a Juniata pass which gave the Aggies a 
1st down at our 23. On 3rd down Juniata recipro- 
cated by intercepting a Tom O'Neill pass intended 
for Mark Tankersley at the Aggie 33. After 2 penal- 
ties, Juniata had the ball at the Aggie 13. From 
there on 4 successive runs, two way starter Jeff 
Miles took It in for the final yard and touchdown to 
put Juniata ahead 7-0, which was the only score of 
the first half. 

The second half proved to be just as disastrous 
for the Aggies. After receiving the kickoff at our 
own 24, the offense failed to move the ball and was 
forced to punt. The tough Aggie defense forced the 
Indians to punt, giving us the ball at our own 12 
yard line but once again failed to move. Juniata 
then took the punt at their own 39 and advanced 
the ball to the Aggie 5-yard line, with a' 13-yard 
pass from quarterback Mike Nett to receiver Eric 
Biddle and a 39 yard run by Rick Eberle. With a 3rd 
and goal at the 5, linebacker Ron Verra stopped the 
ball carrier for a loss which brought in field goal 
kicker Jake Missigman who put Juniata ahead 
10-0. It looked grim for the Aggies as the third 
quarter ended with O'Neill being intercepted twice 
along with another missed Aggie field goal. 

Then it looked as if the offense came to life as Del 
Val started from their own 43 with Nick Russo run- 
ning for 13 yards and an interference call put the 
ball at the Juniata 17 but a 4th and 7 pass attempt 
was intercepted by Juniata who now seemed to 
have the game in command. 

"We had our chances" said Coach Wilson, "but 
didn't take advantage of them." Their defense took 
away the inside on Tankersley which effectively cut • 
off our passing game. Wilson also said, "Juniata 
controlled the line of scrimmage and just beat us 
out there, and that's very emphatic, also noting that 
the loss of Greg Setta was sorely missed on the 
offensive line." 

This week the Aggies travel to Williamsport to 
take on the Warriors of Lycoming in another key 
divisional game.

A turn-of-the-century atmosphere makes HA. 
Winston in Warrington a place where a group of 
people can enjoy lunch or light dinners. Continen- 
tal and Italian style of cooking make Winston's a 
college person's haven for dining out. With our 
limited budgets, four people can eat here for under 
$30.00. 

The speciality at H.A. Winston's is gourmet 
burgers. The burgers are served 17 different ways, 
each with its own type of topping. A large gourmet 
burger costs $3.45, and a jumbo gourmet burger 
(10 oz.) is $3.95. These burgers are really big and 
tasty. You have to order any side dishes separately. 

H.A. Winston's also has a la carte items for a light 
dinner. I had the Shrimp ($6.95) stuffed with 
crabmeat and Montery Jack cheese. It tasted ok, 
but I wouldn't order it again. Other entrees include 
Spare Ribs ($7.95), Baked Manicotti ($3.95), Bak- 
ed Lasagna ($4.95), Egg Plant Parmagian ($3.95), 
and Flounder Florentine ($5.95). Most meals in- 
clude a salad or cole slaw with garlic bread In- 
cluded with all meals is a combination salad bar, 
with a variety of ready-made salads and vegetable 
mixtures. 

Daily specials are also available at about .25 
cents off the original price. A large selection of 
sandwiches from $2.95 to 3.45 is available. For 
those that are of age they make real good straw- 
berry daiquiris, and other specialty drinks too. 

Diners may go as they are. No reservations are 
required, and there's plenty of seating. Hours are 
Monday thru Thursday - 11:30 a.m. to 1:00 a.m., 
Friday and Saturday - 11:30 a.m. to 2:00 a.m., 
and Sunday - 12:00 p.m. to 1:00 a.m. H.A. 
Winston's is located in the Warrington Mews Shop- 
ping Plaza on 611 north, about 5 miles from the 
college on the left.

AGGIES DEFEAT LYCOMING 

Tankersley Sets New Record

Led by senior wide receiver Mark Tankersley's 5 receptions for 192 yards and 1 T.D., the Aggies 
defeated the Warriors of Lycoming in a key divisional contest. Tankersley broke his own record of receiv- 
ing yardage which he set two weeks ago with a 41 -yard reception in the 3rd quarter. What proved to be his 
biggest reception of the day was a 60-yard T.D. in the 1st quarter thrown by halfback Eric Reynolds. Along 
with freshman field goal kicker Bob -Hudoka's 2 field goals, the Aggies handed Lycoming their fourth 
defeat 12-3. 

Junior defensive back Rich Dougherty and the rest of the defensive unit bent but did not break by not 
allowing the Warriors to penetrate midfield in the 1st half coming up with the big play time after time. 

After a sack of Lycoming quarterback Pete Waldron by Ron Verra, the Warriors were forced to punt 
which gave the Aggies a 1st down from our own 30. Tom O'Neill then threw to Tankersley on 3rd down 
for 39 yards which set the ball at the Lycoming 42. An ensuing interference call moved the ball to the 25 
and another 1st down. Two runs and an incomplete pass was of little gain and brought in field goal kicker 
Bob Hudoka for a 43-yard attempt which was no good. After an exchange of the ball. Del Val took posses- 
sion at their own 20, O'Neill threw a screen pass to Eric Reynolds which moved the ball to the 38 and a first 
down. He threw again to Tankersley for a 52-yard gain to the Warrior 20. A pass to fullback'Nick Russo 
moved the ball to the 9 with a 1st and goal. Two runs and a pass failed to score which brought in Bob 
Hudoka for a 24-yard field goal attempt which was good and put the Aggies ahead 9-0 at the half. 

The Aggies looked to be on the move once again in the 3rd quarter with a 41 -yard pass to Tankersley, 
but an O'Neill fumble on a gimmick play gave the Warriors a 1st and 10 from their own 42. Quarterback 
Pete Waldron then hit wide receiver Mike Burd for a 30-yard gain to the Aggie 28. Two runs gave them 
the ball at the 14 and a 1st down. The Aggie defense held and Lance Spitter kicked a 30-yard field goal 
which narrowed the margin to 9-3. 

As the 3rd quarter ended the Aggies were forced to punt from their own end zone which would have 
possibly given the Warriors excellent field position. John McFadden then banged a 60-yard punt and gave 
Lycoming a 1st and ten at their own 41 but failed to move the ball. 

Del Val's final score was set up by an Aggie punt from the Lycoming 44. The ball hit a Warrior player at 
the 3 yard line where it gave us a 1st and goal, but on 3 successive running plays failed to score. Bob 
Hudoka kicked his second field goal of the day and put us ahead 12-3. 

Jim Duncan's interception at our 3 yard line of a Pete Waldron pass halted a late Lycoming drive and 
sealed the victory for the 3rd Aggie win against 2 losses. 

After the game. Coach Wilson stated that Lycoming is an outstanding football team, "but this week we 
were capable of making the big plays." Wilson also noted that Tankersley played exceptionally well and 
was glad to see Hudoka's 2 field goals. 

RAM Jams 

At the midway point of the season, sophomore quarterback Tom O'Neill has thrown for 618 yards on 
27 completions of 70 attempts with 7 touchdown passes and 10 interceptions. 

Wide receiver Mark Tankersley has caught 18 passes for 626 yards and 4 touchdowns, for a 35-yard 
average per catch. The leading ground gainer is Nick Russo with 40 carries for 200 yards.

MEGA TROUBLE IN THE MIDDLE EAST

With the scheduled sale of American-made AWAC planes to Saudi Arabia, the deaths of Egypt's 
President Anwar Sadat and Israel's retired Minister of Defense Moshe Dyan; the Middle East becomes 
more unstable by the day.

Environmental Column 

New Explosive Fields in 
Agriculture

Everyday, more and more people are born on 
this planet, and food supplies in underdeveloped 
countries become more and more scarce. 

Today, the new and highly promising fields will 
be genetic engineering and tissue culture techni- 
ques. Future crops may be able to prpduce their 
own fertilizers, to exude toxins to drive off pests; 
grains that grow in salty soils, or others that can live 
for weeks without water. 

There will be a $50 billion to $100 billion annual 
market for agribusiness applications of genetic 
engineering by 1996. Commercial labs, more than 



50 so far, have sprung up across the country, 
creating a job demand nationwide. 

Most of the eariy achievements will involve a mix 
of more traditional plant husbandry and sophisticat- 
ed tissue culture techniques. The most promising so 
far are: 

1. The Potato Test — using radioactivity to 
locate and destroy infected seed potatoes. 

2. Sea Tomatoes — tomatoes that are able to 
grow in sea water. 

3. Dry Corn — can survive 3 weeks without 
water. 

4. Protein Rice — rice that contains 6-10% 
more protein. 

Many other research projects are underway right 
now promising new information and better crops 
for the future. The second green revolution has 
begun.

Do you know the amount of effort that goes into 
putting on a concert here at Del Val? You may not 
be aware of all the people and the number of hours 
it takes to put together a major event from the initial 
letter or phone call to the completion and the clean 
up. This will be a mini-series to give you an idea of 
what goes on behind the scenes of an event such as 
Steve Landesberg or the Pure Prairie League con- 
cert. This week we will look at: The Middleman. 

In the field of entertainment you could have 
almost anyone come to Del Val, However, there 
are certain factors that cut the chances to have a 
majority of the choices. First, you want to invite so- 
meone who will be enjoyed by the majority of 
students. To help us decide who we can have here 
at the College a "Middleman" or Agent is hired to 
help us make the decisions. It always pays to have a 
good agent to work for you to get good turn out 
results. The Middleman's job is to find out: 

1. Who is available? 

2. The cost of the act? (a major decision) 

3. What we can do and cannot do before or 
during the concert? (deals with the rider 
requirements) 

4. The length of the show? 

5. When the group or performer will be in the 
area to get block booking or discount rate so we 
can save money, 

6. The cost that other colleges paid the group. 

7. A concert rating on the group if one is 
available. This rates all aspects of their show 
from opening to the final curtain. 

Finally the middleman will place a bid on the 
group if: he has researched them and found that 
they are a prospect for the college, and that the col- 
lege and the group will work in a symbolic relation- 
ship. (The group giving the college a good show 
and the college cooperating with their requirements 
to the best of our ability and within reason.) He will 
turn in or phone in the lowest possible amount they 
will accept. It normally takes 11-15 days to hear 
from them. The better run the act, the faster the 
response will be. Finally you hear, "Our bid was ac- 
cepted." Next week we will look at the Bands Rider 
requirements.

BILXY JOEL

Many people became fans of Billy Joel several 
years ago with his seemingly overnight successful 
album, "The Stranger". Billy Joel, however, was 
not an overnight success. There were many years 
before "The Stranger" in which Billy tried to make a 
name for himself as a composer and singer. 

For those who don't know of the existence of 
Billy Joel before "The Stranger," you're in for a sur- 
prise when you hear his new album, "Songs in the 
Attic". This live album is actually a compilation of 
Joel's best works in earlier days when Billy and the 
band were on the road trying to get a name for 
themselves. Billy Joel's earlier music is not to be 
taken as poor or unimpressive — much the op- 
posite. Some of Joel's works on "Songs in the 
Attic" are masterpieces. 

One only has to listen to "Miami 2017" or "The 
Ballad of Billy the Kid" to get a taste of the hard- 
rocking power Joel can produce in concert. In 
"Captain Jack," for instance, Joel's vocals are top- 
notch. His baritone glides from octave to octave 
with ease, sometimes singing at different tempos to 
the music he plays. In "Miami 2017," Joel's superb 
lyrics tell of the apocolyptic events which destroy 
New York City in the 21st century. Listening to this 
track, one gets a taste of the great imagery which 
Joel's music possesses. 

Billy Joel's band is not merely there to back him 
up; the guitars of Russel Javors and David Brown 
are spectacular in "Miami 2017," "Billy the Kid," 
and "Captain Jack". Along with the staccato preci- 
sion of Liberty Devitos drums and the well-ccordi- 
nated bass of Doug Stegmeyer, these spectacularly 
lively numbers come to life. 

"Songs in the Attic," however, is not all hard- 
rocking. Tracks such as "Your my Home" and 'I've 
Loved These Days" show Billy's romantic side. Joel 
excells in the fine "Summer Highland Falls". There 
are fine lyrics and masterfully brisk, cascading runs 
on the piano. "I've Loved These Days" is a good 
sonnet which exemplifies a foggy beauty as Joel 
sings of living high and of the ultimate emptiness 
which goes with it. Some of Billy's best trills are in- 
corporated in this track. The piano chords are full 
and rich. Richie Cannata gives a fine clarinet solo as 
Joel's piano provides a well-textured background. 
One cannot help liking this song. 

An aspect of "Songs in the Attic" that might be of 
interest to serious fans is that the album contains 
two very rare tracks from Joel's first album, "Cold 
Spring Harbor." written when Billy was in his early 
twenties. These songs are very impressive ex- 
amples of the blossoming talents of the young Billy 
Joel. "I've Loved These Days" closes out "Songs in 
the Attic" on a beautiful note. All I can add is that I 
hope Billy Joel still loves his days and that he con- 
tinues to write music as fine as "Songs in the Attic," 
in the years to come.

In what proved to be a very intense, hard hitting, 
and aggressive game, the Aggies pulled out a hard 
fought 8-6 victory over the Mansfield State Moun- 
taineers. The game was literally won at the line of 
scrimmage both offensively and defensively. With a 
scoreless standoff in the first half, the Aggie offen- 
sive line ignited in the second half clearing holes for 
running backs Cosmo Losco. Eric Reynolds, and 
Nick Russo. Excellent second effort running by 
Losco time and again gave Del Val its lone score on 
a 5 yard scamper around left end after running into 
the middle of the line and looked to be tackled but 
reversed his field and ran it in. 

The offensive line of Jim Bertoula. Ernie Meilly. Joe Rada, Brad Hall. Bill Givas. Tom Anton, and 
tight end Mike Petty, played the best game of the season, stated Coach Wilson That they did in putting 
three sustained drives in the second half and also giving quarterback Tom O'Neill time to throw to 
receivers Tankersley, Glowatski. and Russo. With Tankersley being double and triple teamed at times. 
O'Neill threw to freshman receiver Dan Glowatski who grabbed three passes for 54 yards. 

The defense as u>;ual was superb. The Mountaineers ran out of a wing T formation with the fullback 
Troy Fisher carrying most of the running load but he went out with an injury in the first quarter. After 
the game Wilson said. "The defense was geared make the linebackers free to stop their fullback". It 
seemed to work because the Mountaineers picked up only 104 yards, thus forcing quarterback Dan 
Jones to go to the air 26 times with two of those being intercepted by Rod Bates who also blocked a 
39-yard field goal attempt in the beginning of the second quarter. 

One of the key plays of the game came after the Aggie touchdown, when center John Casella and 
kicker Bob Hudoka lined up on the ball The offense was set 10-yards to the right of the center. Nick 
Russo behind the offensive wall took the lateral pitch from the center for the two-point conversion and 
an 8-0 lead. 

Mansfield's lone score came after a bad Aggie punt where Mansfield had first and ten at their own 44 
where two passes from quarterback Jones to wide receiver Dan Gammercone put the ball at the Aggie 
seven where the defense held for three plays but on fourth and goal from the two Doug Woodruff ran it 
in to narrow the gap to 8-6. They went for the two-point conversion but the pass was intercepted by Jim 
Duncan. 

Mansfield had a chance to pull it out with a minute left driving from their own 38 to the Aggie 26 and 
with three seconds left attempted a 42-yard field goal but once again the Aggie defense rose to the oc- 
casion and J.D. Niehls blocked the field goal for a victory that went down to the wire.

It is an attached 
document to a legal bill to secure a distinct object, 
in the case of a bands contract the rider includes 
extras such as: who will open the concert, power 
requirements, sound and light requirements, dress- 
ing rooms, food and beverages, stage passes, 
security, and complimentary tickets, just to name a 
few. 

Indeed the rider is quite a confusing matter but 
unfortunately it is the most important part of the 
contract with a band. Having a good agent who can 
dig for you is essential if you and your college are 
going to get a good deal. There are two types of 
contracts you can choose between; the Union con- 
tract or the Civil form. The college prefers the civil 
form because it is more negotiable, whereas the 
band's union would arbitrate with the college and 
this proves to be much more of a hassel. Now we 
are going to enter the rider. As our eyes and our 
minds travel through each page we must pick out 
what is necessary against what is bull shit! We must 
always keep an eye out for surprises! Make sure 
that there are no open clauses and that everything 
is settled and in order.

Boot Susquehanna 9-3

The Aggies, led by Bob Hudoka's three field goals and an outstanding effort by the defense, dealt 
Susquehanna a 9-3 loss. With this win the Aggies gained a share of the M.A.C. Northern Division Co- 
Championship with Juniata. Hudoka's field goals of 22, 25, and 26 yards were all the Aggies needed 
after being stopped by the Susquehanna defense on three drives in the first half. 

The Aggie defense kept pressure on the Crusaders offense all afternoon by blocking three field goal 
attempts, intercepting the quarterback two times and registering seven sacks. Three of the sacks were 
by linebacker Mark Bream . 

Del Val's first score came after an Eric Reynolds 25-yard run from the Susquehanna 40 and an 
8-yard gain by Tom Kirk but came up short at the four-yard line and Hudoka kicked his first field goal. 

After the following kickoff the defense forced the Crusaders to punt. Rod Bates returned the ball 15 
yards to the opponents 43. O'Neill threw to Tankersley for 23 yards. Reynolds then ran for 13 but a 
penalty called it back. With a first and twenty five, O'Neill hit Dan Glowatski for 20 yards then came to 
Reynolds for 12 morer Two ensuing penalties gave the Aggies first and goal at the fourteen and on 
three plays failed to take it in. Hudoka kicked his second field goal for a 6-0 lead. 

After an exchange of punts, Jim Duncan picked off an Earl Fullerton pass and returned it 15 yards 
and combined with a penalty the Aggies had a first and ten at the Susquehanna 35-yard line. C^ the 
second play from scrimmage Tom Kirk threw a halfback pass to Tankersley in the endzone but it was 
called back. After another incomplete pass the Aggies were forced to punt. 

What proved to be the Aggies final score came just before the end of the half. Rod Bates made 
another fine return of a Crusader punt for 23 yards to the Susquehanna 35-yard line. O'Neill then fired 
to Reynolds down the sideline to the six. After three running attempts they failed to score. Hudoka's 
field goal attempt was good but a roughing the kicker penalty gave them an automatic first down. Two 
runs and a quarterback sack brought Hudoka in once more for his third field goal and a 9-0 lead. 

In the third quarter Susquehanna started from their 46 after an Aggie punt and moved down to the 
Del Val 26-yard line where the defense shut them down. Kicker Frank Riggetiano attempted a 45-yard 
field goal which was no good. An offside call gave him another try and this time it was blocked by Jim 
Duncan. 

In the fourth quarter Susquehanna had fourth and inches at the Del Val 30 and pass to the 20 gave 
them the needed first down. After a run, imcomplcte pass, and a bonecrushing sack by Al Applegate 
and Mark Bream, the Crusader attempted their third field goal, which was no good. 

Following an Aggie fumble the Crusaders had a first and ten at our own 36. Gaining two first downs 
to the 13-yard line Applegate and Bream each sacked the quarterback driving Susquehanna back to the 
38-yard line. Riggitiano came in and boomed a 51-yard field qoal to make it 9-3. 

Susquehanna's last hopes faded when linebacked Tim Boyes picked off a Fullerton pass and return- 
ed it 15 yards to the Crusaders 17 where the Aggies ran out the clock, capping off a fine 8-2 season, the 
most wins in the school's history.

Personnel Rep. Visits DVC

On November 18, members of the Personal 
Management and the Industrial Relations classes 
were pleased to welcome a guest speaker. Gene 
Avella from Brown Boveri Electric, Inc. As the 
company's employment and safety manager, Mr. 
Avella is responsible for hiring new employees as 
well as implementing workers' compensation and 
fringe benefit programs. 

Mr. Avella spoke primarily on how companies 
are putting the Occupational Safety and Health Ad- 
ministration regulations and the Equal Employment 
laws into effect. An important point brought up dur- 
ing a discussion on safety was that the money spent 
on making the workplace safer is more than recov- 
ered by the corresponding savings in payments to 
injured workers. 

To comply with Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission laws, a company must hire a percen- 
tage of women and minorities equal to the percen- 
tage possessing certain skills who live in the sur- 
rounding area. For example, if 30% of the women 
in the area would qualify as skilled operators, and 
the company projects 10 openings for operative 
personnel that year, three of the workers hired 
must be women. 

Following the presentation, students had the op- 
portunity to ask questions and learn more about 
these important and sometimes controversial 
topics.

Setting up for the Concert 

Following the agreements in the contract the gym 
is set-up in the following manner. Student govern- 
ment officers and volunteers start setting up the big 
gym the night before the show. A large plastic can- 
vas mat is placed over the gym floor to protect it 
from being damaged. Stage sections are brought 
down from the storage closets in the upper gym 
and assembled the way the band needs them. Ad- 
ditional stage sections may have to be rented. 
Chairs are rented for the performance and are set- 
up leaving aisles for fire and safety. The bleachers 
are brought out to provide adequate seating. 

Upon the band's road crew arrival the band stage 
manager and student stage manager must coor- 
dinate a working relationship to assure a smooth 
and speedy set-up. The college is required to pro- 
vide a set number of volunteer stage hands. Moving 
trucks have to be unloaded quickly and carefully so 
that the stage set-up may proceed. Setting up for 
lights and sound are difficult tasks. Volunteers must 
pay careful attention to the road crew's instructions. 

For the band, the gym locker room must be trans- 
formed from a sport's like atmosphere to a home 
living area complete with carpet, furniture, and 
plants. There may be a buffet table and a dinner 
table prepared in Mr. Marron's apartment by 
students, where the performers can relax after their 
previous performance and often, long road trip. 
Occasionally the band may request outrageous 
items, but most of their requirements are respec- 
table. Maintenance assists with the electrical work. 
Security is provided from the moment the road 
crew arrives until the lock up of the gymnasium at 
the conclusion of the clean up that night. Publica- 
tions must receive preconsent to take photos or 
interviews with the performers. 

After a full days work of setting up, a large sigh of 
relief is heard throughout the gym. At 5:00 p.m. 
the band rolls in in their luxury bus. caravan, etc. 
Ticket takers, security, and fans are all anxious for 
the performance to proceed.

Plant Exploration in China Continues 
After Lapse of 50 Years 

In the early 1900's, a plant explorer named E.H. 
Wilson made seven trips to China over twenty years 
to bring back much of the plant material that today 
enriches our Western gardens. Many species of the 
plants that you probably take for granted, from 
Dogwood to Rhododendron, were brought back to 
this country as a result of these early expeditions. 
Now, more than fifty years later, the Morris Arbore- 
tum of the University of Pennsylvania has joined 
forces with other botanical institutions to resume 
the exploration of China's rich and exciting flora. 
Mr. Paul Meyer, curator of the Arboretum's living 
collection, has just returned from a seven week ex- 
ploration trip of China and Korea with a group of 
20 botanists from England, Germany, France, Hol- 
land, and the United States. The Chinese Moun- 
taineering Association hosted the visit, which was 
led by botanist Roy Lancaster of Britain. Mr. Meyer 
collected over 200 batches of seed representing 
new plant varieties that exhibit valuable characteris- 
tics of hardiness, resistance to disease, or particular- 
ly ornamental features. After sorting, treatment, 
and sowing, surplus seed will be distributed to 
nurserymen and botanical institutions throughout 
Europe and the United States. There they will 
be cultivated and evaluated to determine useful 
additions to the horticultural world.

The Burpee land, which runs from New Britain 
Road to the other side of 611. was first purchased 
by W. Atlce Burpee in 1888. During this time, the 
now well-known Fordhook Farms became the first 
Agriculture Experiment Station in the U.S., and in 
addition, was the sight of numerous seed trials until 
it was discovered that a more favorable climate in 
California would better suit the trial requirements. 
Despite the trend to move the growing portion of 
the business westward, though, many trials were 
still conducted at Fordhook until recently, when an 
additional eight acres were purchased at the nearby 
Warminster site. 

The estate itself, according to Mrs. David 
Burpee, who now resides at Fordhook. has been 
broken down into seven subdivisions, one of 
which, supporting the Burpee home, will not be 
sold.' In addition, an untold portion was donated to 
Bucknell University, but plans for it have yet to be 
revealed. 

As far as our .college is concerned, according to 
Mrs. Work, there are no forseeable plans to pur- 
chase any of the land. However. Delaware Valley 
College has been given use of the greenhouse com- 
plex by Mrs. Burpee, which, as told by Mr. Cowhig. 
is as big as our latest greenhouse complex, and 
covers approximately six thousand square feet. 
Conditions of the loan include our maintanence 
and heating of the facilities. Besides the 
greenhouses, several coldframes at the farm have 
already been put to use by preparing bulbs for the 
Philadelphia Flower Show. 

Presently, the greenhouses are being used by 
various floriculture classes for the production of 
crops such as poinsettias, mums, oxacums, and 
gerber daisies. Furthermore, bedding plants will be 
grown in the spring. The benefits, as junior OH ma 
jor Mike Schimph states, arc numerous. "A lot of 
experience is being picked up by our assignment to 
a specific crop and the requirements to maintain the 
plants by pinching, training, and fertilizing them. 
The extra space at Burpee's has allowed more flex 
ibility and space not provided by our present 
houses alone." 

Although the exact future of the Burpee farm is 
still undetermined, it is known that a sizable portion 
of the estate will remain in the family. The rest 
remains either unsold or awaiting plans. One thing 
is apparent — we are no doubt benefiting from the 
increase in the availability of usable facilities.

Danctn'

Bob Fosse's Dancin' has returned to Philadelphia 
for another preview of some of the best dancing 
and choreography this city has seen In some time. 
As the audience is told in the beginning of the 
show, Dancin' has no plot, but then it doesn't need 
one. A continuous panorama of lights and legs 
enchant viewers throughout the performance. 

Most of the music for Dancin' was written by ac- 
claimed artists: Nell Diamond, Cat Stevens, Louis 
Prima, and John Philip Sousa. There are music 
and dancing to fit all tastes and moods. Some of the 
dancing is provocative, showing more body than 
costume, as in the pelvic bounce number "Percus- 
sion," which hits all points, north, east, west, and 
south. 

"Fourteen Feet," a number where seven people 
danced with their shoes nailed to the stage. Using 
Cat Stevens "Was a dog a doughnut," and floures- 
cent costumes and black lights, the stage comes 
alive with hands and body movements.

The young Aggies of Delaware Valley College 
have lost their first five games of the 1981-82 
season. The season started with a road trip to 
Catholic University and the University of Rich- 
mond. In the Catholic University game, the Aggies 
rallied from 9 points down in the first half to come 
within 1 at the half 41-40. Foul trouble for both for- 
wards Kevin Timochenko and Walt Weir made it 
easy for Catholic to pull out to a 98-75 victory. The 
high scorer for D.V.C. was Jay Nichols, a native of 
Washington, DC. with 29 points. 

On Monday. November 30th the Aggies played 
Division 1 powerhouse, the University of Rich- 
mond. The Spiders coming off an upset of Wake 
Forest jumped out to a 41-24 halftime lead capital- 
izing on their size and quickness. The final score 
was 91-61 and five players scored in double figures 
for the Aggies, Mark Tymes (12). Jay Nichols (10), 
Kevin Timochenko (10). Jim Leddy (10), and Walt 
Weir (11). 

In the first MAC. game, the Aggie lost an over- 
time thriller to Wilkes 70-68. Leading by 1 at the 
half 28-27, the Aggies had to rally from 5 down to 
send the game into overtime. A shot by Mark 
Tymes rolled off the rim at 10 seconds of the over- 
time to make the final score 70-68. Kevin Timo- 
chenko worked the baseline for a career high of 27 
points and Jav Nichols pumped in 14 points from 
the perimeter. The Delaware Valley quintet only 
committed three turnovers in the second half and 
overtime period. 

On Saturday (12/5), the Aggies travelled to 
Elizabethtown and lost their second conference 
game 75-63.

This week at College you may feel as if winter is 
following you into your classrooms and some dorm 
rooms. While students in the Mandell Science 
building were able to disrobe their outer garments, 
students in the Ag Building were shivering in their 
uncomfortable wooden chairs attempting to stay 
warm and keep up with the business at hand. The 
heat is now turned on in the Ag Building The cold- 
est place to be on campus is at Farm 3 and the Dairy. 
Fortunately our beef and dairy animals are tolerant 
to the low temperatures. There are heating units 
where the young lambs and young pigs are nursed. 
If you were to provide heat for the larger farm 
animals you would cause condensation in the Farm 
building which would lead to respiratory prob- 
lems and possibly other illnesses. Some of the farm 
machinery has become incapacitated due to the cold

making it necessary to park them in the heated Farm 
Machinery building or have electric heaters on them 
As far as the temperature in the dorms goes — the 
hottest places are Elson, Cooke, and Barness Halls. 
At one point, some of the windows in Elson became 
frozen shut making the only escape from the ex- 
tremely dry heat out the room door. Goldman Hall 
was unreasonably cold for the first few nights. The 
stairwell doors to the "T" were both off their hinges 
allowing the cold air to make the dorm cold For- 
tunately it only took 2 months to repair one of the 
doors which was in a decayed condition since the 
first semester. We're warm now! 

A nice cold place to be (if you have ice skates) is 
Lake Archer. Several people have skated success- 
fully although there was one hole in the ice last 



week. There are still some thin spots so if you do go 
skating don't go alone. 

The main problem has been the ice on the streets 
and walkways on the campus and elsewhere. Some 
people have "kissed their cheeks" on the frozen ice, 
and everyone else has had near falls so you don't 
have to think you are the only one who can't walk 
on ice. Once the temperatures moderate the grounds 
crew will be able to plow and chip away more of the 
ice — weather permitting. You may wonder; why 
aren't we salting? The answer: $. For now we are 
using a grit material. However this is also expensive 
and is causing damage when it is brought indoors. We 
are now looking into using sand. It is more efficient 
and much less expensive. Just hope that tempera- 
tures will moderate and that will take care of all our 
winter worries. 




Dr. Pelle recognized for 
30 i;ears of service 

Recently the Animal Science Division recognized 
Dr. Pelle for 30 years of dedicated service at a 
dinner held at Conti Restaurant. The Animal 
Science Division also presented him with a plaque' 
which will be placed in his honor in the Feldman Ag 
Building. 

Dr. Pelle started here on September 2. 1952. 
and has seen many changes during the past 30 
years. One story he likes to relate is that in his first 
year at DVC there were only 3 cows and 3 seniors 
in the Animal Science Division. There were only 
200 students in the entire program and a very small 
faculty. From this point they tried to improve the 
quality and the number of livestock at Farm 3 thru 
private donations, since no funds were available 
through the college. Slowly the department grew in 
number of students and amount of livestock. 

Dr. Pelle was instrurriental in gaining recognition 
for the college in several ways. First, he entered 
DVC in livestock judging contest with large land 
grant colleges. Then he invited well known experts 
to be lecturers and judges at A-Day This way. they 
learned of the quality of the students and the pro- 
gram already present at DVC. He also persuaded 
and recommended students to enter graduate work 
before the college became accredited. This was un- 
common in the academic world. These students 
and those entering the job market immediately 
became a recognized reflection on the college. 

Dr. Pelle hopes that in the future the department 
will be able to maintain the character of the educa- 
tion system in giving the student both a good aca- 
demic and practical background. He sees a good 
future in Animal Science since well trained students 
are in demand, not just in working with livestock 
but also in pharmacology, feeds, and a variety of 
other jobs. 

Dr. Pelle has always enjoyed working with stu- 
dents and still maintains a good relationship with his 
former students.

With the formation of the Student Government 
food committee last fall, many notable changes 
took place in the dining hall. For instance, the fre- 
quency that chicken patties were being served was 
greatly reduced, and the saucing up of the baked 
chicken with barbecue seasoning was a welcome 
variation. In addition, the improvement of the 
meatball sandwich was noticed when better quality 
rolls as well as more and larger meatballs were 
used. 

Since last fall, however, when these and other 
changes were first reported on, many new accom- 
plishments have been reached. The one noticed 
the most, no doubt, was the addition of the name 
brand soda machines. Now, instead of pre-mixed 
syrups. Coke, Sprite, and Fanta Root Beer were 
and still are being served. Besides the new soda 
machines, the daily routine of going to breakfast 
and finding donuts each morning was broken with 
the addition of cornbread. english muffins, and 
bagles. The new cream of mushroom soup at lunch 
was also well received as well as macaroni and 
cheese. New on the dinner line were the real pork 
chops as an occasional alternative to the pork 
cutlet, and soup, for those not wanting to eat a full 
entree, was also made available. Extras, such as 
cookie night and a chip 'n dip table were popular, 
and more special events are in the making. 

For those who were not on the regular meal 
plan, chin up, you were not forgotten. Coupons, 
for starters, offering half priced breakfasts and cof- 
fee for a dime were available. Also, with the pur- 
chase of any soda, your cup was refilled for a 
quarter. 

With the start of the new semester came still 
more improvements, most obviously the condi- 
ment table being moved in the dining area to pre- 
vent crowding and allow easier accessibility. 
Changes occuring in the menu include a stuffed 
cabbage dish at lunch and the sprucing up of the 
hamburgers with cheese and ham. know as the trio 
grande sandwich. For those who did not care for 
the potato filling served with the turkey, relief is 
here with bread stuffing, special events, like pop- 
corn and pizza nights are on the way, as well as 
bread and pastry buffets. 



Soon to come in Segal Hall are a number of 
specials designed for those using the snack bar. One, 
called the "Four 'n Pour Deal" works this way, buy 
four large drinks, hamburgers, hotdogs, or french 
fries, and your coupon becomes eligible for the 
drawings held each Friday for four weeks. Each 
week, four winners receive a set of four glasses and a 
pitcher with the Delaware Valley College seal Other 
promotions, besides this, are being planned. 



These improvements, whether in the form of 
menu changes, special promotions and events or 
facility changes have all been well received. 
Regardless of this fact, the importance of support- 
ing these actions cannot be stresst^d enough. 
Whether by using the snack bar, dropping your com- 
ments in the suggestion boxes, or relav.ing your feel- 
ings to the dining hall staff, your supp^.rt is needed if 
this success is. to continue.

Mile Relay Makes History

Before a crowd of some 5000+ spectators the 
Del Val mile relay team of mark Tankersley. Ed 
Rasbach. Chip Zerr. and Jeff Robinson made his- 
tory by bringing home third place medals from the 
Philadelphia Track Classic held in the Spectrum, 
Friday, January 22. 

In a meet which featured such big name track 
stars as Billy Olsen, American record holder in the 
pole vault, and Olympians Steve Riddick, Willie 
Gaulf , and John Gregorek, as well as Tony Dorden. 
Carlton Young, and John -Marshall, the Del Val 
track team made a name for itself by bringing home 
its highest honor to date. 

"It was a big step toward Delaware Valley be- 
coming nationally prominent in Division III track," 
beamed Coach Marty Stern. 

The race itself was as exciting as the results as 
Mark Tankersley (52.9) led off and got a good posi- 
tion for the second man Ed Rasbach (51.5) who 
closed up some of the gap between himself and the 
front runner from Delaware State. Rasbach handed 
to freshman standout Chip Zerr (52.9) who ran his 
gutsiest race of the year and passed a Catholic 
University runner on the inside with less than 20 
meters left before he handed to anchor man Jeff 
Robinson (51.1) who held off two strong bids by 
Catholic University's anchor man. The team ran 
3:28.5 for its best indoor time ever and finished 
third behind Delaware State and Georgetown. On 
a time comparison from another mile relay race the 
team also ran faster than Division III national 
champs Glassboro State (3:29.1). 

In other meet action Del Val hurdler Mark Tank- 
ersley lined up in the 60-yard hurdle race next to 
All-Conference Wide Receiver and former Olym- 
pian Willie Gault from Tennessee. Not fully re- 
covered from the mile relay, Tankersley hit the first 
hurdle and lost his balance. He did not finish the 




Ladies Roast Chestnut Hill 74-59 

Women's basketball made an impressive registra- 
tion day showing as Sandy Yerkes and Sherry Ogg 
combined for 42 points against Chestnut Hill Col- 
lege. Marcia Werner and captain Patti Rissinger 
added 10 and 8 points respectively. 

The Aggies were held back in the first half by 
some weak passing and poor offensive rebounding. 
Meanwhile. Chestnut Hill was incredibly strong 
from the foul line, so they stuck with the Aggies for 
a 30-30 halftime score. Del Val exploded in the 
second half, scoring 12 of the next 16 points. 
Strong second half rebounding from Sue Hartung 
helped extend the lead to 17 points. Coach Kathy 
Kravitz used all of her available players. The 
younger players showed poise and confidence as 
they took over the Aggie court in the final minutes.

The win insured their 2nd con- 
secutive Northern Division Middle Atlantic Con- 
ference championship. Hudoka was named by the 
E.C.A.C. as "Rookie of the Year". 

The field hockey coaches recognized Diane 
Bradley. Bradley tallied 15 goals and 2 assists in 
twelve games. Besides leading the team in scoring, 
Bradley made things happen for the Aggies. 
Besides being named to the Middle Atlantic Con- 
ference All-Conference team, Bradley received the 
"Outstanding Offensive Player" award and the 
"Most Valuable Player" award for the '81 season. 

Named by the cross country coaches was Middle 
Atlantic Conference champion Jim Parsons. Par- 
sons broke the home course record against Kutz- 
town by running the 5 mile course in 27:34. The 
old record was held by Haverford runner, Mike 
Sheely. Parsons placed 2nd in the N.C.A.A. Mid 
East regionals and represented the Middle Atlantic 
Conference in the national championships held at 
Kenosh, Wisconsin.

The Kinks 
Give The People What They Want 

This record has been getting very favorable 
reviews since its release late last year. This critic was 
not so impressed. In fact after preparing for the 
best, this record was a disappointment. The Kinks 
have very long been one of the foremost social crit- 
ics in rock music. They have not let up here. The 
themes of this collection are current and significant.

Taps starring George C. Scott and Timothy Hut- 
ton is the story of a rebellion.

Through a series of bizarre events, in- 
cluding the eventual closing of the academy, Hutton 
and his cadets seize the institution and its arsenal of 
automatic weapons and ammunition. They hope to 
fight for the academy and its long history of tradi- 
tion, prestige, and honor. Using the tactics and 
maneuvers drilled into them, they set out to under- 
take this task. In doing so the cadets develop a 
sense of rebellion. But unlike many acts of aggres- 
sion toward society, these cadets were iruly rebels 
with a cause. Many profound statements and judge- 
ments are expanded upon, giving the moviegoer 
something to reflect on later. 

Taps proved to be another tv^pe of those love- 
hate movies. The viewer found himself engrossed 
and supportive of the cadets motives, and their 
every set back left the viewer frustrated. But the 
movie definitely has a meaning, in fact several. 
Honor is an import element as is the discipline 
shown by the cadets. This is not a joyful movie and 
the moviegoer will find himself coming up short 
changed if he expects anything else. But for an 
intense, well-developed drama, Taps is a good bet.

DINING OUT WITH MIKE 

The Golden Lights Restaurant

Need a change in your steak and hamburger life? 
Well how about Chinese food? I'v^ been looking for 
a good Chinese restaurant in the area, so when I 
finished my meal I don't develop a Sodium Gluta- 
mate (Flavor Enhancer) headache. The Golden 
Lights Restaurant offers that change of pace by of- 
fering you Chinese food prepared in three different 
styles of Chinese cooking: Cantoneze, Szechuan, 
and Polynesian. Each style has its own distinct taste 
and method of preparation . 

Most meals on the menu are a la carte, but some 
are offered In a combination style, so you can try 
different Chinese dishes. I've visited this restaurant 
on two seperate occasions, and I tried the combina- 
tion and a la carte dinners. My first selection was 
the Shrimp Chow Mein Combination Dinner (5.25). 
The meal included Wonton soup, an egg roll, fried 
rice, and choice of dessert (ice cream, jello, or pine- 
apple) . My next visit I went Polynesian and had the 
Hawaiian Duck ($7.95). Fresh duckling, steamed 
with spices and herbs, boned and pressed prepared 
with pea pods, lychees, and pineapple served in 
exotic sauce. It was a sheer delight. Accompanying 
each meal is Chinese chips with hot mustard and 
sweet and sour dip, hot Chinese tea, and a fortune 
cookie. 

Some other dishes that caught my eye: Pepper 
Steak (5.00), Moo Goo Gai Pan (5.50). Almond 
Gai Ding (5.65) - a chicken dish, and Roast Pork 
with Bok Toy (5.50). The menu reads like a book, 
and there are many selections to choose from, if 
they are as good as the meals I had you will enjoy 
this place. 

The restaurant is decorated in an Oriental fashion 
with bright colors and Chinese lanterns adorning 
the walls. The waiters are friendly, but a little slow 
in coming to your order. Your wallet won't take a 
beating either, two can eat for under $15.00 in- 
cluding tax and tip. The prices are more reasonable 
for the portions you get. You'll walk out of The 
Golden Lights very satisfied. So warm up your 
chopsticks and treat yourself and that someone 
special to a good meal. Valentine's Day is just 
around the corner, and this would be a nice treat 
for your sweetheart. 

To get to The Golden Lights Restaurant from the 
college follow 611 south for 9 miles and the 
restaurant is on the left hand side of the road just 
before the turnpike entrance. No reservations are 
required, and the dress is casual. They also have 
take out service. Hours are 11 a.m. to 10:30 p.m. 
on weekdays, Saturday till midnight, and Sunday 
noon to 10:30 p.m. 

If you need some ideas for dining out for a spe- 
cial occasion or juSt to go out with the gang let me 
know and I can recommend a few good places, you 
can reach me through the Ram Pages post office 
box, or my own 612, or come on up to Goldman 
226, and I'll be' glad to help you out.

On Saturday the team traveled to Haverford and bunny-hopped through a perfect 60-0 match. 
Sophomore Tony Barillo.made his debut by adding a pin at the 126 lb. weight class. Saturday's team 
was composed entirely of underclassmen so these results should be an indication of what to expect for 
next year's season.

Security Force

The Aggies of Delaware Valley College upset na- 
tionally ranked Royals of Scranton University last 
Wednesday night by a score of 41-40. Just a week 
before the Royals defeated Delaware Valley 108-67 
in another of their Division III runaways. 

The Aggies played deliberate basketball and the 
score at the half was 23-22 in favor of the Royals. 
The Royals opened the second half with two con- 
secutive baskets but the Aggies clawed back to trail 
by one with over two minutes remaining. A blocked 
shot gave the Aggies the ball out of bounds with 4 
seconds remaining. Jay Nichols, despite being 



double -teamed, pounded a desperation 30 foot 
shot off the glass for the 41-40 Aggie victory. 

Nichols, the sophomore guard led all scorers with 
18 points while freshman Adam Citko (Philadel- 
phia, Pa.) added 7. 

On Saturday 2/6, the Aggies travelled to Wash- 
ington College and met a hot shooting Shoremen 
team that jumped out to a 55-23 halftime lead. The 
pace continued in the second half as Washington 
won 97-63. Jay Nichols tallied 22 points and soph- 
omore Walt Weir added 17 points in the losing 
cause. 

The Aggies finish the 1982 campaign with two 
league games. They host Kings on Saturday night 
and travel to Lycoming next Wednesday.

The Lady Aggies got hit by some tough competi- 
tion last week. On Tuesday. February 2 they travel- 
ed to Moravian College for an evenly matched 1st 
half, but the 2nd half proved to be too much for the 
Aggies. Final score 71-60. Sherry Ogg led the way 
with 20 points.

Wednesday February 3 the Aggies hosted the 
Scrnaton Royals in a women's - men's double- 
header in the James Work Gym.

Track Team Places Third

The Del Val track team traveled to Lehigh 
University's Philip Rauch Field House January 30. 
to face competition from Lehigh, East Stroudsburg. 
Bloomsburg, and Cheyney State. 

The team was paced by first place finishes from 
Mark Tankersley, Phil Luccarelli, and Jeff Robin- 
son. Hurdler Mark Tankersley showed his usual 
All-American form, having no trouble winning the 
60-yard hurdles (7.6). The Aggies top sprinter, Phil 
Luccarelli, led a tough field from the start and was 
victorious in the 60-yard dash (6.5). 

The highlight of the meet for DVC was the stunning 
finish to a record breaking effort by Jeff Robinsf:>n in 
the 880-yard run. With less than 100 yards to go Rob- 
inson trailed East Stroudsburg's Brian McClanahan by 
10-15 yards. McClanahan, tiring from the blistering 
pace he had set early on, couldn't answer the late 
challenge Robinson offered. Rounding the final turn 
Robinson blew past and blazed down the final straight- 
away breaking the tape in 1:57.9 for a new record. 

Other noteable performances were freshman 
Brandon Newell's 2nd in the triple jump. (45' 
8V2") . Jim Parsons, enroute to his personal best in 
the 3 mile, placed 3rd with a time of 14:56.0 
Sophomore highjumper Bruce Knipe provided a 
surprise showing, not with his usual good perfor- 
mance in the high jump (5th. 6'4") but with his 
debut as a sprinter in the 60-yard dash (6.6). Knipe 
captured 3rd place in the dash. 

Also placing in the meet was Ed Rasbach (4th, 
1:16) and Jim Loughran (5th. 1:17.8) in the 600. 
Jim Eichhorn (5th. 52.5) in the 440. Rich Weaver 
(5th, 9:47.5) in the 2 mile.

STUDENT CENTER 

UPDATE 



The College has made a commitment to con- 
struct a new student center complex. An architec- 
tural firm and construction manager have been 
contacted and engineering and construction plans 
are now being implemented. Student center project 
costs are expected to be above the $3 million mark 
and initial financing arrangements have been ob- 
tained with the cooperation of the Pennsylvania 
Higher Education Facilities Authority. 

The Center will consist of a contemporary de- 
sign, two-story building to be located on the main 
part of the campus, adjacent to the James Work 
Gymnasium and fronting on Route 202. 

The Student Center is designed as a multi-purpose 
facility serving the College community and will pro- 
vide support services for all academic and student 
programs. 

Although plans have not been finalized, it is likely 
that the new center will include most of the following: 

• multi-purpose room for concerts, dances, lec- 
tures, community programs 

• snack bar and dining area with operating 
hours designed to accommodate off-campus 
and resident student schedules 

• student offices, including Student Govern- 



ment, newspaper and student life services 
book and student stores 
post office for all campus mail services 
game room to accommodate pool tables, pin 
ball, vending machines, and other recrea- 
tional activities 

lounge area to provide ample space and fur- 
nishings for a quiet environment conducive to 
studying, low conversation and relaxation 
between classes 

placement office which includes a conference 
room and display area for literature 
campus radio station 
student publications and printing office 
alumni and faculty room and reception - 
area designed to accommodate alumni meet- 
ings, small groups and community service 
organizations

DINING OUT WITH MIKE 

Havana's

Here's a place I go to when I have a very special 
date or a special day to celebrate. Havana's Is a 
restaurant some of you may remember as a place I 
did try last year, and I was very impressed with the 
food. An occasion arose by which 1 had the chance 
to revisit Havana's, and again it Impressed me. 

Since my last visit a few specials have been add- 
ed to the menu, but most of the prices haven't 
changed. 1 had the Broccoli and Fontlna Lasanga 
($6.50), and with each bite my taste buds were sur- 
rounded with a new experience of flavor; it was 
delicious. My date enjoyed the Chicken Breast 
Sauteed with rosemary, garlic, and white wine 
($7.50). Other menu Items include Flounder stuff- 
ed with oriental vegetables ($7.50), Whole Wheat 
Shells stuffed with spinach and riccotta (5.50), and 
Jumbo Shrimp Tempura (9.50) . The prices Include 
only the entrees; salad (2.00) and vegetable 
(prices vary) are extra. A complete meal for two 
shouldn't exceed $30.00, Including tip A must at 
Havana's Is the Strawberry Daiquiri; It's the best in 
Bucks County. Most of their drinks are exotic: 
Xanadu (tequila, green creme-de-menthe, and 
lemon juice) or Kiss in the Dark (gin, cherry brandy, 
dry vermouth). 

Dress is casual, but if you want to get dressed up, 
feel free to do so. Havana's has a very relaxing at- 
mosphere, and you are not rushed through your 
meal or the evening. Reservations are not needed. 
They have music nightly, mostly jazz, so get there 
before 6:30 to get a good seat. Havana's has lunch 
and dinner from noon until midnight, and snacks 
until 1 a.m. 

To get to Havana's from th^ college, take 202 
south to 179, which goes into New Hope. In New 
Hope go to the light and make a right on Main 
Street. Havana's Is about 3V2 blocks from the light. 
To find out what kind of entertainment they have, 
call ahead, 862-9897.

MUSIC REVIEW 

Joan Jett & the Blackhearts 
/ Love Rock-n-RoU 



The distinguishable sound of the new Joan Jett 
can lately be picked out of the heterogenous echo 
of almost any dorm hallway. Her wide appeal 
begins with blatantly sirnple musical construction. 
The attraction builds on lyrics that could be retltled 
"Anthem of Hedonism" and is topped off with the 
physical and vocal sensuality of Miss Joan Jett 
herself. These virtues are not quite enough to carry 
the album after the initial Infatuation wears off. 

The tough look is awkwardly faked In songs like 
"Love is Pain". The chains and black leather image 
Is betrayed by the delicate sensitivity of many of the 
songs Including a revision of Tom James' "Crimson 
and Clover". 

"Little Drummer Boy" (that's right the Christmas 
carol) closes the album. Joan Jett disregards the 
original context of the song with ghetto-Spanisb 
emphasis on the single line "When we come . . .". 
Raunchy as It may seem, this song has recently 
become the album's third successful single. 

Despite lyrical paths to the contrary Joan Jett is 
apparently very concerned with her reputation. So 
concerned, in fact, that she forgets the purpose of 
music as an art form Is honest expression. She is 
marketing an image, not an art. Joan would be well 
advised to pack away her skintight leathers and go 
back to the basic expressions of her earlier 
songwritlng. 



The best way 1 can summarize the style of / L^ve 
Rockn-Roll is to say it Is a cheap imitation of Pat 
Benatar with some added punk thrown in. The 
vocals, as well as the Instrumentation, sound amaz- 
ingly similar to Benatar. The group, which consists 
of Joan Jett, vocals and guitar; Gary Ryan, bass 
and vocals; Lee Crystal, drums; and Ricky Byrd, 
guitar and vocals; does however add some of their 
own punk style to give the group a distinguishable 
sound. The much-aired title track and "Crimson 
and Clover" are among the best tracks on the 
album. "(I'm Gonna) Run Away", "Love Is Pain", 
"Victim Of Circumstance", and "You're Too 
Possessive" are also good. However the leathery- 
looking group hit an all-time low with their version 
of the Christmas favorite "Little Drummer Boy". 
I'm Sony, but Christnias classics and punk just don't 
mix! On a scale of 1-10, this album would rate no 
higher than 4.

WRESTLERS BRING CROWN 
TO DELAWARE VALLEY 



Coach Robert Marshall had nothing but praise for 
his Aggie grapplers as they won their first Middle 
Atlantic Conference Championship Saturday. 

The Aggies grabbed 8 medals including two first 
place finishes and two runners-up. 

Sophomore Tony Tarsi, 126, defeated four wres- 
tlers on his way to the championship. Tarsi deci- 
sioned Jeff Bartlett, Moravian College 7-0; pinned 
Bob Wiehler, Ursinus, in a thrilling bout which 
lasted 1:58; decisioned Daryl Boltz, Lebanon Valley. 
10-5; and in the finals, Tarsi beat John Ycldezian, 
Gettysburg, 8-4.

Senior Tony Novak, 134, was the second Aggie 
champion as he compiled a 20-1-0 seasonal rec- 
ord.

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NOVAK EARNS ALL AMERICAN HONORS 

WRESTLING WRAPS UP MOST SUCCESSFUL SEASON 



Senior Tony Novak earned Ail-American honors 
at 134 pounds by placing sixth in the NCAA Divi- 
sion ill Wrestling Championships this weekend at 
Cortland (N.Y.) State College. 

Novak advanced to the semifinals with victories 
over three opponents, including the second seeded 
wrestler in the tournament, Brett Wyss of Harum 
(Ohio) College. Novak easily handled Wyss, to the 
tune of an 11-2 victory. Novak also defeated An- 
drew Komerak of Buffalo in overtime. The deci- 
sion, which ended in a 2-2 stalemate, went to 
Novak on the basis of a near fall registered by the 
Aggie grappler earlier in the match. 

Novak advanced to the semifinals after decking 
Craig Ferguson of Capitol College at the 1:2? mark 
of the first period . 

"He's looked good all his matches, " said Del Val 
coach Bob Marshall. 

In the semifinals, Novak wrestled against Bob 
Carto of Oswego State College and was disquali- 
fied for unnecessary roughness. 

Carto opened a cut over Novak's eye that the Del 
Val wrestler sustained in last weekend's Middle 
Atlantic Conference championships. The cut re- 
quired seven stitches to close and was expected to 
be fully healed before the nationals. 

"He looked good all the way through," said 
Marshall. "He didn't wrestle like himself after he 
opened up the cut." 

"It (the cut) didn't have a full week of healing. 
It looked in good shape but once you get in a 
match and get roughed up a little bit, anything can 
happen." 

After losing in the semifinals, Novak lost two 
rriatches in the wrestle backs, falling to Pat Mac- 
Mahon of Augustana and Ron Hedley of Messiah. 

Novak was the only senior among the four Dela- 
ware Valley College wrestlers making the trip to 
nationals. 

Mark Sands, a'sophomore from Pennridge who 
wrestles in the 150 pound class, was ousted in the 
first round after losing a close 9-8 decision to Steve 
Goldenberg of Wesleyan, 9-8. Tony Tarsi, another 
sophomore, was ousted in the second round after

dropping a 8-4 decision to Todd Staates of Central 
College in the 126 pound matchup. 

Bruce Stajnrajh fell to Hunter College's Guy 
Ventura by an 11-2 score in a 158 pound bout. 

Like Novak the previous year, Sands, Stajnrajh, 
and Tarsi were all eliminated in initial rounds of 
competition. But since all three grapplers are only 
sophomores, Marshall is hoping that they will re- 
turn to nationals next year with a little bit more 
experience. 

"It's good experience for them," Marshall said. 
"That's what has helped Tony (Novak) this year." 

"He lost in the second round last year," Marshall 
said. "This is great. With three sophomores they get 
that experience under their belts and come back 
next year and they can concentrate on wrestling." 

Marshall explained that newcomers to national 
competition tend to hold back a bit for fear of mak- 
ing a mistake, Novak, with experience gained in 
last year's NCAA championships, has been going 
all out and keeping nothing in reserve. 

"He's wrestled each match like it was the finals," 
Marshall said. 

Tony was awarded the team's M.V.P. at the 
wrestling banquet last Wednesday at Boston 
Seafood Party. Tom Zonay was presented with the 
fastest pin trophy for his 12 second fall at the last 



Orchids on Trial

"Kehr Orchid Houses presented by Abraham B. 
and Hilda B. Kehr September 15. 1963" reads the 
plsque mounted on the side of the orchid green- 
houses located near the propagation houses be- 
tween the horticulture building and the fiberglass 
horticulture greenhouse. These greenhouses and 
an extensive orchid collection were donated to 
Delaware Valley College in 1963 by the Kehrs from 
Jenkintown, Pa. Mr. Kehr was an orchid collector 
and even had a variety of white orchid named in his 
honor. These greenhouses had to be dissembled 
from thejr site in Jenkintown and relocated on the 
campus, a costly move that the college had to 
absorb. The relocation transpired in the summer 
of 1963 and. in September, the orchid houses were 
dedicated by Pearl Buck. However, no funds were 
donated with the collection for its future care. 

At that time, and even now, it was an honor for a 
college of this size to have an orchid collection. In 
1967 the number of plants amounted to over two 
thousand. Since then the number of plants has 
been reduced so that now there exists one house of 
Cymbidium orchids, and another house of Phalae- 
nopsis and Cattaleya orchids. In the remaining sec- 
tion of the orchid houses are plant materials used 
for Dr. Blumenfield's Botany course. Approximate- 
ly 200 orchid plants are also housed in Greenhouse 
I in the OH. greenhouse complex. 

But have you seen these orchids lately? Unfor- 



tunately, over the years the quality of the orchid 
collection has declined with the number of specimens. 
Initially, Mr. Grau took a great interest in the or- 
chid collection. More recently. Jim Romano. Ju- 
nior Floriculture major, took an interest in the col- 
lection and donated much of his own time to its 



care. 

The problems of the collection are many. Part of 
the problem lies in the fact that the orchids have 
developed disease and viral problems. The orchids 
also suffered additional damage when the heating 
system in the orchid houses failed during winter 
break. However, much of the problem lies simply in 
the fact that the care of the plants has lapsed and no 
one here is an expert in the field of orchid culture. 
The orchids have not been totally neglected; in the 
recent past the plants have been culled, repotted, 
and divided by the greenhouse staff. In spite of this, 
according to Mr. Cowhig, Greenhouse Supervisor, 
the orchids have not received the proper care for 
the past ten years. 

Realizing the value of the collection. Dr. Martin, 
Head of the OH. Department, has made attempts 
to improve the collection. He has asked a student's 
father, a man knowledgeable in orchid care, to 
view the collection and to offer his suggestions to 
improve it. Another expert was also asked to view 
the collection. In spite of these efforts, no action has 
been taken by either man. Dr. Martin has also pro- 
posed a program on the upkeep and maintenance 
of all collections located on campus. Perhaps there 

is hope here. , , _

Financial Aid in Dire Straits

President Reagan lowered the ax on Student 
Financial Aid earlier this week, however the House 
Education and Labor Committee is bringing the 
cavalry to the rescue. With precise timing National 
Student Lobby Day went off with apparent success. 

Rep. Carl D. Perkins (D., KY) chairman of the 
House Education and Labor Committee told 
several hundred students, "We are going to prohibit 
any further cutbacks, and we should commence to 
restore the cuts that have already been made." 

Under loan cutbacks that Reagan wants to. put in- 
to effect April 1 , graduate students who wish to fur- 
ther their education would be barred from getting 
the 9% Guaranteed Student Loans (GSL). Instead 
he wants the graduate students to borrow under a 
14% auxiliary loan program, with no interest sub- 
sidy, and boost the debt ceiling from $25,000 to 
$40,000. He also wants to double the 5% interest 
rates to pay back the GSL and make students pay 
the money back at market rates of currently 19% . 
The rally ended on the steps of the capital building. 

So as it stands now, the budget for the 
1982-1983 school year will remain as it was for this 
year. When we return from break, I will be updating 
the Financial Aid story, as well as to see how much 
the students of this college depend on financial aid.

Orchids on Trial

According to Mr. Cowhig, the present value of the 
collection is only about one-tenth its original value. 
And the orchids are really valuable only to an or- 
chid breeder. However, orchid popularity in floral 
design is increasing. 

Originally the plants' identities were number cod- 
ed but these recordf were either never available or 
have been lost. Also, due to repotting and dividing 
the plants, few species still have any identification at 
all. Proper identification is one means to improve 
the value of the collection. 

Mr. Cowhig also stated that, because of the high 
fuel costs, there is little interest in orchid production 
in the area: most orchids are produced in Hawaii. 
Israel, and the Far East. 

Although it may seem logical, in view of the pre- 
sent condition of the plants, to eliminate them alto- 
gether, few people realize the value that the plants 
have to the college. Even though it is true that the 
collection is an old one and perhaps obsolete, very 
valuable varieties as well as some unusual cultivars 
are included in the collection. 

The orchids have an educational, as well as mon- 
etary, value. Being cultivated in a bark media 
makes the orchids a unique plant for study. The 
flowers are used for Dr. Martin's Floral Design 
courses. The plants and flowers have also been us- 
ed as part of the Philadelphia Flower Show exhibits 
and DVC's A-Day exhibits. 

But are these benefits worth the time to care for 
the plants and the upkeep and maintenance of the 
greenhouses? Dr. Feldstein is aware of the situation 
and commented that the money spent for this is of 
no magnitude. He also remarked that we are not in 
the orchid business and that it is difficult to place a 
value on the plants. He feels that the purpose and 
value of the collection should be re-evaluated, as it 
has been in the past, but also, that it should be 
preserved; the greenhouse was offered to the col- 
lege as an orchid house and he feels that it should 
be maintained as such. Some plants should be 
kept, but he is not against reducing the number and 
growing compatible plants with the orchids. 

Although Dr. Allison does not use the orchids at 
all in his laboratory studies, he commented, "It 
would be a great loss to the college if we were to 
lose the orchids." 

The plants are now cared for by the greenhouse 
staff and work-study students. The action that 
needs to be taken is for one knowledgeable per- 
son to be assigned to the care of the plants. The 
diseased plants should be treated or eliminated and 
the remaining plants repotted, divided, and proper- 
ly identified. This will be done, says Mr. Cowhig, 
however, probably not until the summer break. 
Hopefully the orchid collection will have improved 
by next fall.

Due to the increased volume of traffic on 611, 
the Department of Transportation will begin con- 
structing a new 611 bypass to go through the Dela- 
ware Valley College campus to ease the congestion. 

The road will enter the campus at the north gate

From there it will become a tunnel 
going under the gymnasium and surfacing next to 
Elson Hall where the Dining Hall will be torn down 
for a parking lot. Elson Hall will gain an addition of 
2 stories for the new DVC Truck and Tractor stop 
and bar. All students will be admitted free of charge 
to make up for the slight inconvenience caused by 
the new route. Segal Hall was spared from demoli- 
tion due to the historic background of the structure. 

The Dairy will also be getting some work done on 
it to make way for traffic. 611 will be ramped over 
the dairy at a heigh of 25-30' so that new animal 
shelters may be built beneath the bridge spans. All 
dairy cows and employees at the dairy will be is- 
sued the latest in ear muffs to quell the noise of the 
traffic. There will be an advantage for delivering 
supplies and food stuff to the dairy by simply dump- 
ing it off of the bridge into special catch bins 
assembled for the new facility. 

Construction is set to begin immediately and 
should be complete by next (April Fool's Dai;).

The Philadelphia Flower Show was a huge success as thousands of peo- 
ple flocked to see nature's beauty in a harmonious display of the areas best 
landscape and floral professions. When entering the flower show all that a 
person can see is the finished product of each of the exhibits. What you 
don't see is all the preparation that went into preparing the exhibits. 

"Bulbs for all Seasons" 

Preparation for this year's flower show began in the fall of 1981. Dr Mar- 
tin, Mr. Cowhig, Mr. Alexander, Vicki Hawkins, and Dr. Seik were the 
backbone of the exhibit. Committees were set up. Graphics were used to ex- 
plain our exhibit, a Brochure explaining care and planting of BULBS FOR 
ALL SEASONS, plus a construction committee for physically assemblinq 
the exhibit. 

In October of last year bulbs were donated by W. Atlee Burpee Co. , War- 
minster. The bulbs were then potted and moved to the cold frames at 
Burpee's Fordhook Farm branch. After one month the bulbs were moved to 
the Aaron Building basement where they would stay for 16 weeks. 

While Mr. Cowhig and his classes were caring for the bulbs, Dr. Seik was 
hard at work designing and constructing the exhibit. A sleepless night in 
September found Doc awake at the drawing board. He took a 25 foot circle, 
shaped it into an octagon and then divided it up into 4 sections for the 4 
seasons. Spring and summer dominated in area because it is where most of 
the bulbs would be placed. With the help of his landscape construction 
classes, the parts of the exhibit were cut and fitted. A raised crooked path 
was designed to go through the middle of the exhibit and bisect spring and 
summer from fall and winter. 

The exhibit, would be useless unless there were graphics to explain what 
we had done. Graphics are instrumental in an educational exhibit. A great 
deal of time was taken to say what would get the point across in the easiest 
and simplest way. 

By the first week of January, Mr. Alexander and Vicki were busy juggling 
the bulbs. They were moved to a warmer house, around 60-65 °F and if that 
didn't work they used heating pads to try to get them started. Some bulbs 
were forced early to give students a spring preview of the flower show. Sod 
was also being grown. 

Finally it was time to pack it all up and transport everything down to the 
show. Friday night finishing touches were put on the exhibit. Saturday 
morning was the judging and the big payoff! All 4 awards! 

Overall some 8,000 bulbs were forced for the exhibit, comprising some 2 
dozen varieties of bulbs. All of the plants used in the show were grown by 
the students and staff in our greenhouses. 

One person without whom the success of the flower show would not be 
possible was Tim Varacallo who was in charge of campus grounds main- 
tenance along with Mr. Rellis. A lot of good experience came out of the 
show for everyone who participated. Dr. Martin commented that this show 
showed a consistent winning attitude rather than what he called the "Hot 
Dog" attitude — that being, one person deciding about everything. 

There will be a meeting for next year's flower show on April 13, 4:00 in 
the greenhouse classroom. 

We want to get some ideas for next year and get a good start for another 
successful show.

What's developing at the 
Development Office?

The Development Office has come into the spot- 
light recently with the phonathon. By working with 
the alumni office they are trying to raise, money for 
the new student center. Other projects which the 
Development Office is working on include thg.new 
horse complex, and an addition to the greenhouse 
complex. 

But what exactly is the Development Office, ex- 
cept seemingly another step to all the red tape 
needed before anything gets done. They are in fact 
a necessary link to getting things acc<5mplished not 
just red tape. The Development Office basically 
plans and develops funds for projects and promotes 
these projects in various ways. One way is through 
pamphlets, providing background information, and 
a slide presentation which they have put together. 

They try to obtain funds by matching companies 
which might be interested in a particular project. 
Such as the Student Center, it's considered a 
capital improvement, so foundations that are in- 
terested in that are approached for contributions. 
The Student Center is the current push for the 
funds. The alumni have targeted as a contribution 
goal $300,000, so far they have only reached the 
$100,000 mark. They hope not only to appeal to 
the alumni but also to parents and friends of the 
alumni. 

Once the Student Center has been achieved, the 
next project is the horse complex, which is also 
close to a reality. Another project which is develop- 
ing is the dairy expansion. The first phase of getting 
something new such as the dairy expansion, begins 
with the department which does the initial plan- 
ning, research, and engineering. Then the proposal 
goes to the Development Office and Dr. Feldstein. 
If it is approved, the funds must then be secured 
before anything can happen. > 

Right now there are many plans for improve- 
ments to the college and the Development Office is 
right in the center of all the activity. It is a long pro- 
cess before the plans are realized but at least they 
are moving in the right direction. Who knows, 
when we come back as alumni we may be able to 
enjoy the new improvements instead of just spec- 
ulating how they'll turn out.

Financial Aid Today

The effect of Federal budget cutbacks on student 
financial aid programs is a-major concern of many 
college students. As of now, Congress had decided 
to leave the Financial Aid Program in the 1983 
budget alone. This means that all of the aid pro- 
grams will remain the same for the 1982-83 school 
year. Here is some information you may find in- 
teresting about the students who go to this college. 
70% of the entire student body at our college 
receives one type of aid or a combination of several 
programs. This means that if Reagan was to have 
his way, many of us would not be able to return to 
college after this semester. 

We have 344 students receiving $310,000 in Pell 
Grants (formerly known as the Basic Educational 
Opportunity Grants) . 250 students are receiving a 
total of $218,000 in National Direct Student Loans. 
This year 850 students borrowed 1.9 million under 
the Guaranteed Student Loans Program. This pro- 
gram would have been the hardest hit program 
targeted by President Reagan. 130 students are on 
the college work study program this year. 56 
students received a total of $34,000 in Supplemen- 
tary Educational Opportunity Grants. 

One change has already begun in the G.S.L. 
program. For families earning more than $v30,000 a 
test will have to be taken by the family to determine 
if the aid money is really needed. 

Some things that have always been true about all 
types of aid is that it is strictly determined on the 
basis of need. A problem with the fear of aid being 
cut off is that most of us have become so used to 
receiving the aid that the fear of it being cut off 
caused us to worry at least, if not panic. Another 
problem is that people in general have not been 
saving money like we used to wh-oh causes us to 
depend on banks, loans, and the ^tate and federal 
governments for help. 

Fear not, students of Del Val! The college is com- 
ing to the rescue! New programs in progress at our 
college include (1) an expanding of the Del Val 
Grant program now at 300 students; (2) the college 
is expanding student employment roles at the col- 
lege. These include: dorm maintenance, janitorial 
services, and a new student security program. 

The college has adapted the policy of utilizing the 
students wherever possible to fill college jobs. This 
will enable students to help fund their own educa- 
tion. Students who work here will also get tied 
closer to the college. 

The way the National Direct Student Loan Pro- 
gram works is it is a self-funding process based on 
collections from students who are graduating. As 
students pay off their loans, the money is loaned to 
new students corning into the college. A low default 
rate of 2.7% makes it possible for students to con- 
tinue to acquire new loans at a quick pace. The col- 
lege is proud that students are maintaining respon- 
sibility in paying back their loans. 

There is one thing to remember, if you are ever 
having any kinds of problems with your college fun- 
ding, feel free to come up to the financial aid office. 
Mr. Sauer and his department will always be there 
to help you with any problems or questions you 
may have.

The chef's specialty is French style cooking. To 
start the evening we enjoyed a bowl of French 
Onion Soup (2.50) smothered with melted cheese.

Other entrees 
include Steak au Poivre (13,50) frambe in brandy 
with cream and mushroom sauce.

Morton Grove, Illmois. This obscure little town in 
the Chicago suburbs has taken a monumental step 
toward the abolishment of the second amendment 
of the Constitution of the United States. It was in 
this town that the first ban on the private ownership 
of handguns was imposed. 

The decision on the legality of this move was 
made by Illinois circuit court judge Albert Green. 
He interpreted this phrase from the Illinois State 
Constitution; "Except for police power, the right of 
the individual citizen to keep and bear arms shall 
not be infringed," to mean that a person can't be 
denied private ownership of a gun designed to be 
fired with two hands, but can be denied ownership 
of a gun designed to be fired with one hand! The 
logic of this decision escapes me. Whether he was 
trying to make or take a stand in the middle, to 
agree with both sides, or whether he was as it looks, 
obviously bias, he has paved the way for hundreds 
of other similar cases across the country. For exam- 
ple, in East St, Louis, a law went into effect in 
January that prohibits the off premises pos- 
session and transportation of ANY firearm, regard- 
less of whether the gun is being taken hunting, or to 
the trap field, or rifle range. In California, anti- 
gunners are pressing to freeze the number of hand- 
guns allowed in the state. If passed, the law would 
prohibit anyone from moving into the state from 
bringing his or her guns with him. This would also 
apply to those guns being brought into the state for 
hunting or competition. 

The ban on handguns seems to be only the first 
step in the ladder toward the removal of private 
ownership of all guns. The anti-gun coalition usual- 
ly neglect to mention several' things in their argu- 
ments, though. 

First, a gun can be safely kept in the house, and 
can be a deterrent to crim if the members of the 
household know how to use th^ weapon and just 
how much damage it can do, and if they practice 
restraint so they don't just blaze away when this 
extreme can be avoided. 

Second, pistols, rifles, and shotguns all have 
their place in the world of sport, from grouse hunt- 
ing to silhouette shooting with high powered rifles, 
to indoor high school target ranges, millions of 
Americans get enjoyment from competitive and 
sport shooting. This fact dispels the myth that a 
gun's sole purpose is to destroy life. 

Though I am against gun control, I will agree that 
fair solutions are hard to come by. If guns are banned, 
what about the millions who enjoy sport shooting? 
Not to mention the fact that it would require a com- 
plete abolishment of the second amendment. Ban- 
ning guns is not the answer. Perhaps we should 
look to more harsh sentencing. Mandatory sentenc- 
ing has its place as long as the homeowner protec- 
ting himself doesn't have the laws turned on him. 

Gun control is a touchy subject with people 
strongly for and against, but which ever way you 
are, keep in mind that there is a place for guns in 
this society, and that in finding a solution to crime, 
if there is one, we must make sure that the average 
person, clinging to his right to protect himself isn't 
made the criminal through the twisting of the words 
in the constitution.

EVOLUTION OF A-DAY 

A-Day is that magical event that carries the power to motivate students to their 
full creative capability, raise college patriotism, and even cancelclasses on the 
preceding Friday. A-Day is as much a part of DVC as the Allman Building or 
Lake Archer. It is such an establishment at our school that it can easily be taken 
for granted. The many hours of work behind each project and exhibit are not 
always visible to the visitors on that single weekend . Also not visible is the history 
and development of this unique event, which began 34 years ago. 

It was in 1949 that the idea of A-Day was conceived. There were only 246 
men enrolled at the school, which was still known as the National Agricultural 
College. A-Day was sponsor.ed by the Dairy Society and most activities were 
centered around the agricultural clubs. This first A-Day was dedicated to Dr. 
Work, who had been the college President since 1946. Mr. Larsson, our 
Registrar, was a student at that time. He remembers that the Poultry Club and 
the Kennel Club were very active in the organization of the early A-Days. 
Livestock was shown inside the Allman Building, which now serves as a post 
office and lecture hall. The college was particularly proud of its dairy herd and 
Black Percheron draft horses. A greased pig contest and log sawing contest were

both popular. The exhibits were designed to attract farmers, much like the Penn- 
sylvania Farm Show. Local farm businesses accepted the opportunity to display 
their products. The farm machinery exhibit was a big part of early A-Days. 

This was a transitional period for the school, rebounding from the depressed 
operation during WWII, which almost forced its closing. The school was growing 
and changing rapidly, and the students felt they needed to bring this new image 
to the public. Dr. Feldstein recalls that the idea was entirely developed by the 
students, with the full support of the faculty and administration. This important 
aspect of A-Day has remained, as A-Day is still a student- sponsored event. 

Many other precedents were set at that first A-Day. Dr. Cragle, now Director 
of the Agricultural Experimental Station of the University of Illinois, was the stu- 
dent chairman of the first A-Day committee. His committee decided to operate 
the event under a unified budget, which has proved to be most successful. Dr. 
Cragle said that one of his most diffkult tasks was choosing a name for the 
festivity. Nominations were accepted, and A-Day (standing for Agricultural Day) 
was chosen. 

Over the years, A-Day has changed to reflect the development of the college. 
The attendees changed from area farmers to an urban family-oriented group, 
mostly friends and relatives of the students. Consequently, farmer-oriented ex- 
hibits were de-emphasized, while activities such as hay rides and children's ex- 
hibits became more popular. A-Day may be the college's best method of 
recruiting students for the future. 

Attendance has been increasing steadily since the 1949 A-Day. This 34th an- 
nual festivity should attract between 30,000 and 50,000 people, depending 
mostly on the weather. 

The biggest problem in recent years has been providing parking spaces to ac- 
commodate the large crowds. This has been partially alleviated by an arrange- 
ment with Central Bucks High School to use their parking lot. The college pro- 
vides visitors with a shuttle bus to and from this parking area. 

One final comment expressed by all those questioned who had witnessed the 
early A-Days referred to the increasing commercialization of the event. The early 
A-Days were not run as fundraisers. The money taken in was used only to offset 
the cost of the exhibit. But the college has changed very much in the past 34 
years. A-Day is now the main source of funds for the many clubs who contribute 
to its operation. A-Day has become a mini-fair, complete with cotton candy, 
pony rides, and a big-top tent. 

The outstanding efforts of this year's students should make this A-Day the best 
ever! •

The Year of Dining in Review 
DINING OUT WITH MIKE

This year I had the pleasure of visiting many fine 
restaurants in the Bucks County area. Most of your 
choices of which restaurant to dine depends on 
your taste in foods and the size of your pocketbook. 
Prices shouldn't scare you away from dining out, 
because there are many fine eating establishments 
that offer good food at an affordable price. Bucks 
County has some of the best restaurants in Penn- 
sylvania, most of these are in the form of country 
inns and old historical taverns. My favorite restau- 
rant of the year was the inn at Phillips Mill, not 
only does it have a warm country atmosphere, but 
excellent French cuisine. A meal for two will range 
from $30 to $40. The best inexpensive restaurant is 
the Golden Lights Restaurant, they serve very 
good Chinese food, and two people can dine for 
; under $10. This guide is just an aid in choosing a 
restaurant, your tastes in food will dictate your 
favorite, but here is a list of mine. 

Expensive ($25 - $40 for two people) 

Boston Sea Party 

It offers a lavish seafood buffet from Caviar, 
Oyster's Rockefeller, Alaskan King Crab, and a rich 
Cheese Cake, just to mention a small portion of this 
seafood feast. A main entree is also included: a 
whole Maine Lobster or New York Strip Steak. The 
entire meal costs 19.95 per person, and it's all you 
can eat. Reservations are required and their hours 
vary, so call prior to going. To get to the Boston 
Sea Party, take 202 north to 61 1, south on 61 1 for 
about 10 miles, and it's on the right. 

Havana's 

This is a nice place to go for dinner before taking 
in the show at The Bucks County Playhouse. They 
offer a continental cuisine of Scallops Farace, Broc- 
coli and Fontina Lasagna, and Jumbo Shrimp Tem- 
pura. Each dish here is purchased separately, so 
the price for a complete meal can be as much as 
$17 or as little as $10, but it't well worth it. No 
reservations required, and the menu changes night- 
ly. Havana's also offers live entertainment on some 
nights. In addition, they make great Strawberry 
Daiquiries. From the college, take 202 north into 
New Hope, turn right on River Road for about 1 
mile, and Havana's is one the right. 

Riverfront Dinner Theater 

If you would like a change of pace, and would 
like to see a good show along with a good meal, 
then try this. They have an all you can eat buffet. 
Some of the choices of food are Chicken L'Orange, 
Seafood Newberg, Clam and Oyster bar, and Roast 
Beef. There is an ample amount of food, but only 
moderate in quality. The show playing there now is 
"Fiddler on the Roof." Reservations are required 
and the prices vary each day; on Friday nights its 
costs $17.95. To get to the Riverfront Dinner The- 
ater take 611 south to Vine Street in Philadelphia, 
turn left on Vine and follow it to Delaware Avenue, 
from Delaware Avenue turn right on Poplar Street, 
and the restaurant is on the right, it takes one hour 
to get there from the school, and get there half an 
hour early to get a good seat for the show. 

Coach Inn 

The Coach Inn is a unique dining experience, 
where two people can enjoy a meal in a private din- 
ing car, with treatment fitting a king and queen. 
You dine in an actual railroad dining car. They offer 
many specials, as well as regular meat and seafood 
dishes. Reservations are requested, and the price 
for a dinner for two is about $30. Take 611 south to 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike, exit at Fort Washington 
(exit 26), follow that road to Commerce Drive. Just 
look for 3 railroad dining cars together. 



The Water Wheel Inn 

A very warm and elegant restaurant located in an 
old inn built around 1714. Traditional American 
fare, served in cozy, firelight surroundings make for 
a unique dining experience. They offer an Ameri- 



can and Italian cuisine: Veal Parmigiana, Flounder 
Varralo, and Surf and Turf. Meals range in price 
from $7.95 to $16, and reservations are requested. 
The food is very good and this is one of the better 
restaurants in this area. A wise choice for A- Day. 
Follow 611 north to Route 313, turn right on to 
Route 313 (just past Conti's), take the very first left 
on to Old Easton Road for about 2 miles, the Inn is 
on the left. 

The Inn at Phillips Mill 

This is my favorite of all the restaurants visited. It 
was a most memorable evening. They serve a French 
cuisine with dishes such as Chicken Claude, Steak 
au Poivre, Lamb Chops Tarragon, and Duck with 
Mandeira sauce. They have a very good French 
Onion Soup. Reservations arc required and proper 
attire is requested. May I say that the food is ex- 
cellent and it has an atmosphere to match. A place 
to take a very special person ; prices about $20 per 
person. Follow 202 south to New Hope, turn left 
on River Road, follow River Road for about 5 miles 
and the Inn at Phillips Mill is on the right. You may 
bring your own spirits and wine for the evening. 

Moderate Prices ($10 to $25 for two) 

Seafood Shanty 

"One nibble and you're hooked," and I sure am 
hooked on this place. I go here often for a good 
seafood dinner and reasonable prices too. They of- 
fer such dishes as Fish & Chips, Rhode Island Clam 
Bake, Fried Stuffed Shrimp, Boiled Seafood Sam- 
pler, and many more. No reservations are re- 
quired, but get there early (before 6:30 p.m.) to 
avoid lines. The prices range from $5.95 to $12.95 
for the main entrees. The Seafood Shanty is lo- 
cated in the Kings Shopping Plaza on 611 south, 
about 7 miles from the college on the left hand side 
of the road. Dinner is served till 10:00 p.m. on 
weeknights, and midnight on Friday and Saturday. 

Cock 'n Bull 

This is dining in a colonial atmosphere with a 
good selection of main entrees. A meal for two will 
run about $25; some of the entrees include Virginia 
Baked Ham, Veal Cutlet Parmigiana, and Blue 
Fish. They have a large selection of breads, and a 
good salad bar. The Cock 'n Bull is open for lunch 
and dinner, reservations are requested. It is located 
in Peddler's Village, 10 miles north on 202 in 
Lahaska. 

Boswell's 

If your looking for a restaurant with a family at- 
mosphere, good food, and reasonable prices, this is 
it. The food is good and plenty for all, a few of their 
specialties include Boneless Brook Trout, Roast 
Turkey, Veal Parmigiana, and New England Fried 
Clams. Reservations are not required but advisable. 
They also offer lunch too. To get to Boswell's from 
school, follow 202 north about 7 miles, to Route 
413, take 413 south 1/8 mile, turn left on Route 
263, Boswell's will be on your left about 300 yards. 

Lambertville House 

Follow the trail of the early stage coach riders and 
stop and eat where they did. A very good meal is 
awaiting you there. There is a choice of Stuffed 
Breast of Chicken, Filet of Flounder, Sauteed 
Tenderloin Tips, and few more choices. No reser- 
vations required, but advisable. Some nights a 
variety of entertainment is offered. A Sunday 
brunch is also offered. Prices range from $7 to $13 
for a meal. From school take 202 north to Route 
179 into New Hope. Cross the Delaware River 
Bridge and about 1/8 mile on the left is the 
Lambertville House. 

Missy's Inn 

A relatively new restaurant in Doylestown with a 
Victorian flare. This place is quite an eye catcher 
and has a nice atmosphere. The food is good but it 
doesn't have much pizzaz. They offer such dishes 
as Broiled Filet of Flounder, Veal Parmiginia, Filet 
Mignon, and a host of salads. This is a good place 
to go for lunch, and it is fair for dinner. Missy's Inn 
is located on North Main Street in Doylestown. 

Least Expensive ($8 to $12 for two) 

Joe's Pizza 

This is a very popular restaurant and pizzeria of 
the college. The quality has gone down a little since 
last year, but they still serve good food. Joe's offers 
a special that attracts many people, like 3 pizza's for 
the price of two on Monday and Tuesday nights. 
Other meals include Lasaqna, Antipasto, Eqqplant 



Parmiginia, and many more Italian delights. Joe's is 
open 5 days a week till 11:00 p.m., and on Friday 
and Saturday till midnight. Joe's is located on N. 
Easton Highway just past Dunkin Doughnuts, or 
just ask any student. 

The Golden Lights Restaurant 

Looking for a real good Chinese restaurant, well 
I found one for you. They offer many different 
styles of Chinese cooking: Cantonese, Szechuan, 
and Polynesian, each with its own distinct taste. 
Dishes vary in price from $5 to $6 per meal, there 
are some that are higher but they are specialty 
meals. Your meal includes Chinese tea, Chinese 
chips with sweet 'n sour and mustard dip, dessert, 
your main course, soup, and a fortune cookie. I 
guarantee you will be very pleased with this restau- 
rant. Reservations are not requirecl and they serve 
lunch as well as dinner. From the college take 611 
south for about 9 miles and it's on the left side of the 
road just prior to the Turnpike entrance. 

The Skyline Restaurant Bar 

This is mostly a sandwich and pizza place. They 
are known for their specials on Thursday night for a 
large pizza and a pitcher of beer for $6.95. They 
also have Honey Dipped Chicken. Hot Roast Beef 
Platters, and a large selection of sandwiches. Most 
meals range in price from $1.50 to $4. They do 
make a very good pizza. This is a good place to take 
a large group for a night out. The Skyline is located 
south on 202 about 6 mies from school in the Chal- 
font Shopping Center. 

H.A. Winston's 

A turn-of-the-century atmosphere makes HA. 
Winston's in Warrington a place where a group of 
people can enjoy lunch or a light dinner. Their 
specialty is the Gourmet Burgers, they also have 
Shrimp, Italian, and Seafood dishes.. The cost per 
meal can vary from $3.50 to $8. No reservations 
are required and the dress is casual. They make 
good daiquiries and other specialty, drinks. HA. 
Winston's is located in the Warrington Mews Shop- 
ping Plaza on 611 north, about 5 miles from the 
college on the left. 

Most of the meals include a salad, hot roll or 
bread, choice of potato, and vegetables. You have 
to pay extra for your beverages, but remember if 
you're on a tight budget water is free. Desserts are 
not included in most of the dinner entrees, but they 
are a must in some restaurants, especially if they 
bake their own. Your waitress or waiter works hard 
and deserve some gratuity. It is proper to leave be- 
tween 15% and 20% of the bill for a tip. I just want 
to say again that this is a guide to some of the 
restaurants in the area, there are many other fine 
restaurants in the area. 1 hope you enjoying eating 
in these restaurants as much as my dates and I did. 
"Bon Appetit"!

"Please note — food, beverages, china, silver- 
ware, or any other equipment should not be re- 
moved from the dining hall," or so says the plaque 
on the dining hall exit door. "Borrowing" utensils, 
as many students see it, is not a new problem, but 
the incidence of walking dinnerware has significant- 
ly increased this year. What most students fail to 
realize though, is that whenever a dish goes past 
the "Please note ..." plaque, the cost of their 
tuition goes up. 

According to Mr. Moyer, Food Service Director, 
a large part of the missing dish problem came from 
the addition of the name brand soda machines; he 
feels that the popular drinks make students who are 
leaving more apt to take a drink for the walk home. 
With that drink, of course, goes a .30C glass.

However, this or any other plan for that matter, will 
never be worthwhile unless those guilty of stocking 
their room with the dinner plates, glasses, and 
other utensils realize what an influence they are 
making on the cost of being on the dining hall plan.

Fullback Nick Russo carried 13 times for 69 yards to 
lead the Aggies, while Eric Reynolds, who needs 
but 77 yards to become DVC's all-time leading 
rusher, added 51 yards to the Aggies ground attack. 

"Our kids honestly believed they could beat 
Widener today and so did I. 1 guess that's why it 
hurts so much," said Coach Wilson. The Aggies, 
although maybe disappointed, should not hang 
their heads; they played a very good game against 
last year's Division III National Champs and with 
a good season could still find themselves in the 
national limelight. 

The Aggies will travel to Albright tomorrow for a 
night game against the Lions.

character as well as his car. Note the 
owner's appearance and the condition 
of his/her property. For example, is his 
car kept in a cluttered garage? Believe 
me, these signs are most helpful in 
determining whether the owner is con- 
scientious or not. Be sure to ask for the 
owner's previous repair bills. Also, ask 
him if he keeps a list of regular mainte- 
nance, such as oil changes, tuneups. 
front-end alignment, and repairs. After 
you have given the automobile a good 
visual inspection, take it for a road test. 
It is crucial to drive the car for at least 
twenty minutes! This is important 
because you must experience the car's 
handling on all types of road conditions. 
You should take the car on a highway, 
in traffic, up steep grades, and down 
hills. Observe the car's performance and 
listen for any noises! 

Finally, make sure to have the car 
thoroughly inspected, and road tested by 
your reputable mechanic. The inspec 
tion will probably cost $20.00 to 
$35.00, but is well worth the price. 
After the inspection, privately ask your 
mechanic whether the price is ok. He 
can advise you on what the automobile 
is worth and whether it's worth buying.

CUTBACKS?

Cutbacks, the headlines strike fear into 
the hearts and wallets of many a college 
student. For some a cut in grants means 
the end of an education; for others it 
simply means the end of a free ride. This 
is basically where the Reagan cuts in 
financial aid were intended to hit home, 
cut the fat so to speak. At DVC, how- 
ever, the cuts in financial aid to students 
went relatively unnoticed. 

The main programs affected were 
guaranteed loans and Social Security 
benefits for students; Social Security 
being the most critical cutback, resulted 
in some students being ineligible. The 
college supplemented these cuts by ex- 
panding the campus employment. Stu- 
dents are working in areas they never did 
before, such as security and mainten- 
ance. They also picked up the college 
grant program, basing this on need and 
academics. 

The college, seeing the cuts coming, 
did a lot to boost its programs and 
developed funds. 

The national Reagan programs are de- 
signed to help the most needy students 
get a college education. The Pell Grant, 
in particular, is targeted to help those 
students whose families cam less than 
$12,000 per year. Grant aid is not meant 
to cover all college costs but is expected 
to be combined with a reasonable contri- 
bution from the student's family and indi- 
vidual self-help, generally in the form of 
loans, private scholarships, and work. 

Another type of student financial as- 
sistance is the College Work-Study Pro- 
gram. Designed to provide on- or off- 
campus jobs for undergraduate and 
graduate students who need financial as- 
sistance, Work-Study is usually managed 
by the college financial aid administrator 
Some 950,000 students will receive 
$528 million under this program in 
1982-83. 

A great deal of publicity has been gen- 
erated lajjgly on Federal student loans, 
particularly the National Direct Student 
Loan Program Although all colleges do 
not participate in the NDSL program. 
3.340 of them do. This program makes 
available low interest (5 percent) loans 
that students must begin repaying six 
months after completing school (either 
by graduating, leaving, or dropping 
below half-time status) Up to 10 years is 
allowed to repay the loan. Application is 
made to a school's financial aid adminis- 
trator who manages the loan fund. The 
fund is a revolving account, designed to 
allow a school to continually make new 
loans as existing loans are repaid About 
800,000 student will receive NDSL's in 
1982-83; 10,000 more than in 1981-82. 

Recently, Secretary of Education T.H. 
Bell signed a regulation which provides 
incentives for an institution to reduce the 
default rate of its NDSL program fund. A 
college which has a default rate ovier 25 
percent is asked to turn responsibility for 
collecting the debt over to the Federal 
government, if an institution is not pre- 
pared to do this, and the default rate re- 
mains 25 percent or more, the Federal 
government will cut off NDSL funding. 

The Guaranteed Student Loan Pro- 
gram, much in the news lately, makes 
available low interest loans to students, 
with the Federal government paying the 
interest while a student is in school. 



These loans are made by a lender (such 
as a bank, credit union, or savings and 
loan association) and insured by either 
the Federal government or a State Guar- 
antee Agency. This, the largest student 
aid program, will make available over 
$9.5 billion in loans during the 1982-83 
school year. 

Undergraduate students can borrow 
up to $2,500 a year and graduate stu- 
dents can borrow up to $5,000 under 
GSL. The total debt an undergraduate 
can carry is $12,500. For graduate or 
professional study this figure is $25,000. 
A student borrower whose family income 
is less than $30,000 automatically quali- 
fies for an interest-subsidized loan. 
Students whose family income exceeds 
$30,000 may still be eligible for GSL in- 
terest benefits if the college's financial aid 
administrator determines that the student 
has demonstrated financial need. 

A new loan program started in 1981. 
called the Auxiliary Loan (or PLUS) Pro- 
gram, allows parents, independent stu 
dents, and graduate students to borrow 
up to $3,000 a year. There is no income 
cut off for eligibility. The interest on 
PLUS loans will be lowered from 14 to 
12 percent sometime in October as a 
result of lower average U.S. Treasury bill 
interest rates. 

As the economy continues to recover, 
we can expect a continued lowering of 
interest rates, thus easing student repay- 
ment costs and reducing Federal expen- 
ditures. In addition, the Reagan Admin- 
istration has embarked on a major initia- 
tive to collect delinquent and defaulted 
loans under the National Direct and 
Guaranteed Student Loan Programs It 
is anticipated that $80 million will be col- 
lected in 1983. Congress has been asked 
to allow funds collected on delinquent 
loans to be recycled in the loan pro- 
grams; under present law, such funds 
are returned to the treasury. Returning 
money to the loan funds would make 
more money available to future college 
students. 

Student aid reforms proposed by the 
Reagan Administration re-establish the 
fundamental principal that a student and 
his or her family share the primary res- 
ponsibility for meeting college costs. The 
Federal and State government have a 
role in bridging the gap between what a 
family can reasonably contribute and the 
cost of attending college. Only by main 
taining its fiscal integrity can the Federal 
government continue to play its part in 
bridging this gap through student aid 
programs.

Letter to the Editors:

I am writing this article in reply to an 
article that was written several weeks ago 
concerning the Horticulture Department 
and the condition of the orchards. The 
content of the article was strictly the 
opinion, of a few students and not the 
facts. 

Instead of knocking down the orchard, 
1 think we should tip our hats to the new 
orchard manager, Mr. Robert Kolmus, 
who has the orchard in the best condition 
I've seen since I arrived here at Del Val 
three years ago. Also overlooked was 
the new face the vegetable production 
area has received since the arrival of 
Dr. Thomas Cordrey. For the first time 
in years the college is producing a good 
and healthy crop of potatoes. All and 
all, vegetable production has increased 
and diversified over the last couple of 
summers. 

As for the content of the article, many 
things should be straightened out. The 
small fruit area is full of weeds but for 
reasons other than neglect. The blueber- 
ries were hoed several times this sum- 
mer. The reason the department did not 
use herbicide is that using herbicide on a 
young blueberry bush can stunt its 
growth or even kill it. As for the strawber- 
ries, there is a salt problem in the soil 
causing a stress factor on the young berry 
plants. By using a herbicide, the plants 
also would have been killed or damaged. 
To top it off. this is not the time of year to 



renovate small fruit beds; the upcoming 
frosts will kill those weeds. 

The remarks concerning the Horticul- 
ture basement were true but not fully ex- 
plained If anybody has experienced 
handling an apple harvest, you know 
that there is not enough free time to keep 
the production area immaculate. Moving 
apples for grading, and pressing them 
for cider, makes even a clean basement 
disorderly. 

The concern for making money is not 
the ultimate goal of the department, but 
rather to teach and show students dif- 
ferent types of fruit production techni- 
ques. This is a learning institution and 
our orchard is not a commercial orchard. 
After doing some research. 1 found out 
that the orchard is indeed making money 
this year. The orchard might have had a 
few problems over the last couple of 
years, but this was true nationwide. 

I was totally taken aback by the state- 
ment that Del Val was turning into a 
Penn State. If anything, we are pulling 
further away and ahead of Penn State in 
the aspect of practical experience. On a 
recent horticulture trip last spring, I talk- 
ed to a professor at Penn State who kept 
boasting about their program until I 
brought up the fact that we have many 
labs in the orchard and do a good bit of 
practical work. At Penn State, horticul- 
ture students do not touch an apple tree 
until they are in graduate school. Also, 
many people are not aware that at other 
large agriculture schools, students don't 
even touch a tractor or other equipment 
used in their areas. I would like to spend 
more time outside, in lab. but that is my 
opinion, not everybodys. It would be dif- 
ficult to add more lab time outside be- 
cause it would not be fair to the whole 
class as not everyone desires to work 
outside on an orchard. 

I'm not saying that the orchards are 
perfect; there is work to be done here 
too. I'm happy that the orchards are 
there and we have the privilege to work 
in them. 1 could have never learned what 
have learned without them.

Regretfully, 

Farming is ^1

What do you think is the most danger- 
ous occupation today in the United 
States? If you said mining or construction 
you are not alone, but guess again. Most 
people are surprised to learn that Agri- 
culture is the number one industry for 
accidental deaths on the job. 

A recent article in Today. The Inquirer 
Magazine, titled "Danger on the Farm." 
revealed some very shocking facts about 
what 1 had considered a fairly safe oc- 
cupation. Considering that this is an 
agricultural college and that a large per 
cent of its students have worked on 
farms, are working on farms, or will work 
on farms. I feel that some of the article's 
information will be of interest, excluding 
the gruesome and heartbreaking stories 
of farm-related accidents. 

The National Safety Council conducts 
an annual survey across the nation of ac- 
cidental deaths on the job for various in- 
dustries. Mining and construction were 
considered the deadliest occupations for 
years, however, in the 1980 survey, farm- 
ing had moved to the number one spot. 
The figures for the 1982 survey will be 
released soon. Preliminary figures show 
that in 1981 58 deaths occurred for 
every 100,000 agricultural workers in 
the U.S. Mining is second with 55 and 
third is construction with 43. 

The causes of death are numerous. 
Farmers are being crushed by overturned 
tractors, mangled in mowers, threshers, 
combines, and foragers, kicked by ani- 
mals, or fall to their deaths from silos, 
machines, and barns. 

When people have farmed most of 
their lives, you would think they would 
know the ropes well enough not to get 



hurt. They usually think so too. Then 
why does it happen? Almost every farm 
accident is caused by an error in judg- 
ment of lack of concentration, often due 
to the long hours and the sometimes 
monotony of life on the farm. 

Farming has become the most danger- 
ous occupation not because the deaths 
have increased, but because other in- 
dustries have reduced their hazards a lot 
more. What has been done to reduce 
farm deaths? Federal regulations have 
led to such things as roll bars on tractors 
and reflecting decals on slow-moving 
equipment. This is a large step consider- 
ing that out of the 60 to 65 farm deaths 
least year in Pennsylvania, about half of 
them were caused by tractor overturns. 

In 1977 Congress passed the Small 
Farm Exemption Act which gave the 
federal Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration jurisdiction to enforce 
regulations over only those farms with 11 
or more employees. Small farmers have 
no regulations and want it that way. It 
would be very hard to enforce regula- 
tions anyway. 

There are two approaches to prevent- 
ing death and injury on the farm: 
educating the farmers on safer farming 
methods and getting farm machinery to 
have all possible safety switches, shields, 
and bars. 

Education is being done by almost 
every organization that comes in contact 
with farm life such as co-ops, 4-H, and 
FFA. It is being done through pamphlets, 
periodicals, and seminars, but mostly it is 
done in the schools, when the future 
farmers are still forming their own ideas. 1 
am sure it is being done at Del Val. 1 
hope it's the one lesson every student of 
agriculture will remember while here and 
after they graduate. Let's keep our alum- 
ni in production surveys and out of 
death surveys.

The Resident Assistants are interview- 
ed and selected by the Residence Life 
Office during the spring semester of each 
academic year. Freshmen, sophomores, 
and juniors are eligible to apply for the 
positions that will be available the follow- 
ing academic year.

Allman Building) beginning December 
1st. 

The responsibilities of a Resident 
Assistant include implementing activities 
for the residents of the floor and the 
building to which the RA is assigned;

relationship with all members of the 
floor; assisting the Residence Life Office 
with maintenance work orders, room 
changes, fire drills, and safety checks 
within the building, and initial room in- 
specttons; encouraging a feeling of self- 
govemance among students and enforc- 
ing College policies and regulations at all 
times. 

The Community Coordinators and the 
Resident Assistants report directly to the 
Residence Life Office which is staffed by 
Mr. Zenko, Director of Residence Life 
and Mrs. Navarre, Assistant Director of 
Residence Life.

For those of you who don't want your 
taste-buds surprised this weekend when 
you go to find a place to eat, 1 have 
prepared a list of restaurants in the 
Doylestown area. There is something 
here for everyone's tastes and budget. 
Included are a few places to avoid for 
one reason or another. 

If you enjoy a good family restaurant 
at reasonable prices, here are a few of 
my favorites: 

Boswells — Good country cooking at 
good prices ($4.90 to $10.95) per en- 
tree. Located on Rt. 263; follow 202N 
to 413 S to Rt. 263; It's on the left, 
about 10 minutes from the school. 
Water Wheel Inn - This place is a big 
"plus." The food is very good; atmos- 
phere is pleasant rustic decor. Average 
prices range from $7.95 to $14.95 for 
the entree. Take Rt. 611N to the Rt. 
313 exit, go right on 313 through the 
traffic light, left on Old Easton Rd. about 
4 miles or about 7 minutes from the 
school. 

Country Side Inn — A good homey- 
type meal at reasonable prices ($4.95 to 
$11.95) per meal. Follow Rt. 61 IN to 
Rt. 313 exit, right on Rt. 313 to light, 
turn left: the Inn is about 300 yards on 
the left. 

Richard's Seafood — This is one of 
the best low-priced seafood restaurants 
in Doylestown. Average prices ran^e 
from $4.25 to $9.00 per meal. Richard's 
is located at 651 N. Main in Doyles- 
town, about 5 minutes from the school. 



Seafood Shanty — A really good 
seafood restaurant, with good prices to 
match, $4.95 to $14.95 per meal. 
Follow Rt. 61 IS to the King's Plaza on 
the right. It's about 10 minutes from the 
school. 

Golden Lights - An A-1 Chinese 
restaurant, that has all types of Chinese 
styles of preparing food. Prices range- 
from $5.95 to $12.95 for entire meal. 
Follow Rt. 6115 for about 10 minutes, 
it's on the left just past McDonald's. If 
you pass the turnpike entrance you 
went too far> 

Here are a few more restaurants in 
the area that are noteworthy, but are a 
bit higher in price. 

Cock 'n Bull Restaurant in Ped- 
dler's Village, Lahaska. Hacienda Inn 
located in New Hope. Logan Inn 
located in New Hope. Lakehouse Inn 
in Pcrkasie off Rt. 313N; Pipersville 
Inn is a very, very good restaurant on 
Rt 61 IN Inn at Phillips Mill in New 
Hope. 

These restaurants I have listed below 
did not satisfy me because of their being 
high priced or not living up to my 
expectations. 

Conti's Inn — really good food,4Dut 
expensive Chong's Garden — they 
use too much flavor enhancer, and 1 got 
a headache from my meal there. 
Missy's Inn — the food tasted like 
diner food, instead of fine restaurant 
food. Doylestown Diner — has a 
good bakery, but the food is a bit bland. 

The restaurants mentioned in the 
beginning of my article are just a few of 
my favorites in and around town. Most 
of the meals include a salad, potato, 
vegetables, rolls and butter, and the en- 
tree. All beverages are extra. Some of 
the restaurants require reservations. 

If you have any questions or com- 
ments about the restaurants mentioned 
above or any others that I have review- 
ed, let me know. I need some feedback 
— be it good or bad.

A PERSONAL NOTE 

I feel led to jot down a few thoughts 
concerning the Senior Special Problems 
program and what I've gained from it. 
There are very few people who get the 
opportunity to pursue their own inde- 
pendent research for credit as an 
undergraduate. The experience is in- 
valuable — a "warm up" and drawing 
card for grad schcx)!, and in my case, the 
way I developed a deeply-rooted interest 
in a particular field of study. This disci- 
plined research regime was a lot of work, 
and many days an albatross around my 



neck, but the interest shown by grad 
schools, and knowing that 1 really did at- 
tempt to do something that no one has 
ever done before (and even had a small 
measure of success!), really make it all 
worthwhile. 

1 can't understand why only a handful 
of people chose to take advantage of one 
of DVC's best programs in '79-'80. If this 
not finds its way into the library copy of 
my paper — listen — if you are at all 
considering graduate studies or even just 
have an interest in something, do some 
research here — make your mistakes 
here and not on a real thesis. I heard too 
many people say that they didn't have 
time. Believe me, I am living proof that 
you can make the time.

Record Book Performer

Senior running back Eric Reynolds 
wrote another chapter in the record 
books, Saturday, September 25. as he 
rushed for 45 yards en route to setting a 
new Delaware Valley College career 
rushing record. 

Reynolds broke onto the scene in 
1979 when he rushed for 394 yards and 
was recognized by the ECAC as Rookie 
of the Year. But it was his sophomore 
season that made the fans stand and 
cheer. Eric paced the Aggies to their first 
victory in 1980 when he rushed for 139 
yards on 23 carries against Wilkes, a 
game which earned him the Maxwell 
Club Award. He continued to pile up 
the yardage through the season and 
when the Aggies traveled to Juniata, 
Eric found himself just 39 yards short of 
John Nice's 1967 one season record of 
709 yards. The Indian's defense proved 
to be no better at stopping him then any 
other all season, as he tallied 78 yards 
and easily displaced Nice in the record 
book. The final game of the season 
proved to be the biggest for the Aggies 
and for Eric. The team won their first 
ever MAC crown while Eric rushed for 
254 yards breaking Joe Laumakis' 
record of 200 yards in a single game, set 
on October 21, 1978 against Sus- 
quehanna. With this 254-yard perfor- 
mance Eric elapsed the 1000-yard mark 
for the season (1002). 

Eric was hampered by a persistent 
hamstring injury for much of his junior 
year but still hit the line more than any 
other Aggie (110 times) while leading 
the team with 340 yards. 

His three-year total placed him only 
128 yards shy of the all-time career 
rushing mark. Eric said he felt no pres- 
sure coming into the season, and his 
running proved to be anything cautious. 
Against Widener in the season opener 
he rushed for 51 yards and was a model 
of consistency in game two as he rushed 
for 50 more. This placed him just 27 
yards from Floyd Alderfer's mark set in 
1971-74. Upsala's defense keyed on 
the record-bound back through the first 
quarter, but with 10: 19 remaining in the 
first half Reynolds broke around the 
right end for an 11-yard gain and the 
record. Finishing the game with 45 
yards Eric is now in a position to chase 
the illustrious 200-yard career. 

Eric, who now holds all the individual 
rubhing records at DVC, credits the of- 
fensive line for much of his success. This 
line has been intact since his sophomore

"Not as big of a thrill as being the first to 
rush over 1,000 yards (one season) in 
the school's history, but a thrill at that." 
Coach Wilson said he was glad to sec 
Eric get the record while adding "He has 



his dues coming with that because I 
think he has been a premier running 
back." 

In closing. Ram Pages would like to 
congratulate Eric for his record -setting 
performances and wish him much suc- 
cess in the remaining games as well as in 
his future endeavors. 



Indians Do It Again 

Last season's MAC North co-champ- 
ions met on Saturday when the Aggies 
traveled to Juniata. The Indians were the 
only conference team to be'at the Aggies 
last season and with a fourth quarter 
touchdown the Indians did it again as 
they handed the Aggies a 12-10 defeat. 

Ron Verra recovered a Juniata fumble 
on the Indians 27-yard line to set up an 
Eric Reynolds one-yard plunge with 
12: 18 remaining in the first half. Later in 
the half Rich Dougherty . intercepted a 
Dave Pfeiffer pass and with 6:08 remain- 
ing in the half. Bob Hudoka. who had a 
27-yard field goal attempt blocked 
earlier, came on to make good on a 
37-yard attempt and put the Aggies up 
10-0. 

The Indians got the ball on the Aggies 
32-yard line following a blocked punt 
and with just 2:10 left in the half Dave 
Pfeiffer hit Dave Murphy on a 32-yard 
strike to trim the Aggies lead to 10-6. 

With just unJer four minutes remain- 
ing in the game the Indians started a 
drive and with just 2:55 remaining Dave 
Pfeiffer threw a nine-yard toss to Kevin 
Smith and the 12-10 victory. 

Eric Reynolds was the games leading 
rusher with 63 yards on 22 carries. This 
63 yard performance gave Eric 1,945 
career yards just 55 yards shy of a 2,000 
yard career. 

Tomorrow the Aggies will host the Ly- 
coming Warriors, who are still unbeaten 
in the MAC North.

Each year millions of acres of prime 
farm land are lost forever. The develop 
ers' unquenching thirst for giant profits 
inevitably causes the non-corporate far- 
mer to liquidate his holdings. Pavement 
spreads where crops once flourished 
This is the growing trend that agriculture 
has fallen victim to. One can easily see 
that Bucks County has not been immuiK' 
to this trend 

I realize that no one can foretell the 
future, but one can follow the trend If I 
may. this is how I interpret, the agricultur 
al trend. By the year 2000. prime farm 
land will be in high demand but in dan 
gerously low supply. Thus, those farmers 
remaining will receive a good return for 
their crops However, the consumer will 
be forced to pay even more for food, 
especially fruits and vegetables. Agro 
nomic crops, such as wheat and corn, 
will have more stable prices primarily 
because the mid- west and west will con 
tinue to be less populated (less desirable 
to the developer). In general, genetic 
research will increase crop yields some- 
what but not significantly. Crop yields 
will inevitably peak and stabilize. The 
current trend of expanding farm acreage 
will be reversed, simply because the 
value of available land will be inflated! To 
lower their operating costs and be more 
price competitive, the non -corporate far- 
mer will have to be located closer to 
the population centers if he chooses to 
survive. 

Finally the Del Val agricultural gradu- 
ate comes into the power play Con- 
sidering that the graduate is trained and 
willing, he or she can take advantage of 
this agricultural face lift. By careful think 
ing, planning, and organization this in 
dividual could establish a small acreage 
operation, either road side market or 
(PYO) pick your own. Having few acres 
(20 or less), operating costs are at a 
minimum (reduced mechanization and 
labor) One could outperform the large.

Aggies Outlast Warriors

Delaware Valley went into the game 
knowing they had to win to keep alive 
any hope of their third MAC North 
crown, and with the help of a large 
Parent's Day crowd, the Aggies played 
like a team who had everything to lose, 
as they built a 21-3 lead before winning 
21-15. 

The Aggies defense got the first score 
of the game when they laid a hit on 
Lycoming's Joe Schmid, knocking the 
ball into the air, and Jeff Sneeringer on a 
heads up play grabbed the ball and raced 
23 yards for the score. Bob Hudoka 
kicked the first of three extra points and 
with 4:54 remaining in the first quarter 
the Aggies had a 7-0 lead. 

The Warriors got back into the game 
with 2:44 left in the half when Lance 
Spitler. who had missed a 27-yard at- 
tempt early in the second quarter, hit a 
41-yarder. But, the Aggies would not die 
as they moved 73 yards on just six plays. 
In the drive quarterback Tom O'Neill hit 
Dan Glowatski on two plays for 37 yards 
and Nick Russo covered 26 yards on a 
draw play for the score and a 14-3 half 
time lead. "1 called a draw because of the 
pass rush we were getting and because 
that's been a very effective play for us all 
season long. Nick runs it very well. Tom- 
my executes it very well, and I think they 
were looking for us to throw," said 
Coach Wilson. The Aggies did get or • 
more possession before the half wheii 
Mike Harbold intercepted a Domenic 
Pacitti pass. The Warrior defense stop- 
ped the Aggies but did not stop Eric 
Reynolds as he swept the left side, as 
time ran out, for six yards and 2003 for 
his career. 

In the third quarter Warrior punter 
Doug Schonewolf hobbled a low snap 
and was tackled at the Aggies' 40- yard 
line. The Aggies took advantage of the 
field position, as well as overcoming a 
quarterback sack and a holding penalty, 
when Eric Reynolds went three yards off 
left tackle for the touchdown. The tally 
marked the first time Del Val broke the 
plane of the goal in the third quarter this 
season, something Coach Wilson said 
was one of the goals for the game. 

The Warriors, down 21-3 after three 
quarters, were not finished as they took 
their first fourth quarter possession 47 
yards on four plays, including a 46-yard 
pass from quarterback Dominic Pacitti to 
slot back Joe Noone, followed by a one- 
yard touchdown by Mike Santoleri. The 
Warriors went for the two-point conver- 
sion but Ron Verra thwarted the attempt 
when he stepped in and caught Pacitti's 
pass. 

The Aggies now just had to hold onto 
the ball, but a good hit kncxrked the ball 
out of Nick Russo's hands and Lycoming 



recovered on the Aggie 46-yard line. 
The Warriors again wasted no time get- 
ting to the end zone as Pacitti caped a 
five-play drive with a 12-yard scoring 
strike to Jeff Wert. Lance Spitler set up 
for the extra-point but the Warriors faked 
the kick and threw instead to Bill Simon- 
ovich who caught the ball but was out of 
the end zone, making the final score 
21-15.

DINING OUT WITH MIKE 
The Oaks

In spite of the many kinds of restau- 
rants that serve many different kinds of 
food, most of us can't afford to go out to 
enjoy a good meal once a week, I have 
found a restaurant that caters to the thrif- 
ty folk, and puts out a reasonably priced 
Kgpnu The Oaks, nestled up on north 
611. is just such a place, warm and cozy 
Usually when a restaurant has low 
prices, the food matches the price. low in 

quality, but not this place. 

The Oaks has a rustic decor: one gets 
the feeling of walking into a country farm 
house dining room. Many old farm im- 
plements and antique cookware adorn 
the walls. The place is small and this was 
one of the drawbacks. It is crowded most 
of the time, and a look at the menu 
shows why. 

When I got my salad, I thought it was 
going to be one of those places that have 
both low prices and low quality food. It 
was a couple of pieces of lettuce, a piece 
of tomato, and store-bought dressing. 
When my entree arrived, home roasted 
turkey with old fashion dressing (5. .SO) 
my tune changed. It was a generous por- 
tion of turkey covering the dressing, 
which also had a pleasant taste. Two 
vegetables were also included with the 
meal. I chose the mashed potatoes — 
real potatoes, not instant, and home 
made bread was also a part of the meal 
It wasn't hot. but it did add to the homey 
atmosphere Other menu entrees in 
elude Tbone steak. 14 oz. (8 50). stuff 
ed flounder (6.25). fresh sea scallops 
(5.75). shrimp in the basket (5.50). and 
veal parmesan (4 95) All entrees in- 
clude a salad, two vegetables, home- 
made bread and butter. A few entrees 
that really caught my eye were honey 
dipped chicken (4 50). smoked ham 
steak (5,25). and the lobster tail (9.75). a 




special note is that all prices at The Oaks 
are under $10 (K) 

They also offer appetizers, side orders, 
and a host of homemade desserts. Din 
ner for two with dessert and beverages 
will be between 13 and 22 dollars. 

They invite you to bring your own 
wine or spirits with you. This is a real 
meat and potatoes place and a nice place 
to have dinner. 

The Oaks is kxrated on Rt 611 north, 
about ten miles from the college It is 
open 7 days a week, and reservations 
art' not required, but they are very busy 
around dinner time

On Friday the Aggies traveled to East

Ms. Moss is the new superintendent of 
the greenhouses both on campus and at 
the Burpee complex. 

A typical day for Ms Moss starts out at 
6:30 a.m She arrives here at 8:1.S. Her 
first duties are to unlock the greenhouses, 
check the temperature in the houses, 
and water the wide variety of crops. 
Here and at Burpee's most of the water 
ing is done by hand, which Ms. Moss 
prefers over automatic watering systems. 
Some advantages of hand watering are: 
1) the experience of proper hand water- 
ing techniques; 2) assuring even water- 
ing throughout the crops, and: 3) sup- 
plying adequate nutrients and fertilizers. 
Other aspects of greenhouse work in- 
clude transplanting, delivering plants, 
spraying for insects, fungi, and plant 
pathogens. 

When Ms. Moss first arrived at Del-Val 
after working at Penn State, she found 
our facilities to be larger than she ex- 
pected In fact, our total greenhouse 
space (25.000 sq. ft.) is more than that 
in any other college in the Mid-Atlantic 
area. 

Some advantc^ges of working here are 
being able to help students with problems 
such as helping to make arrangements. 

Mr. Moss expects to help out with 
floriculture labs when necessary. She 
said it is all part of the territory. She 
hopes that when possible, labs that can 
finish the >vork themselves should. This 
will make more time for other tasks that 
need her attention.

The majority of the people in Bucks 
County are against this project of taking 
95 million gallons of water out of the 
Delaware every day. 

Del-Aware Unlimited is going to 
continue fighting until it is stopped; they 
need money noa' for legal fees, Bucks 
County must choose less costly alter- 
natives. Alternatives include better 
management of groundwater reserves, 
use of existing reservoirs and surface

On Saturday the Aggies traveled to 
Mansfield for a tough game against the 
Division 11 Mountics, but pulled off a 
23-20 victory. 

The Mountics took an early three 
point lead on a 33 yard field but with 
3:33 remaining in the first quarter 
Cosmo Losco went in from four yards 
out. Bob Hudoka added the first of 
three PATS on the afternoon to give the 
Aggies a 7-3 lead. 

Mansfield was not to be outdone. A 
safety cut the margin to 7-5. then 
quarterback Mike Spiess connected with 
Scott D'Amato on 274 yard scoring 
strike for a 12-7 lead. The Aggies did 
get back on track before the half as 
Cosmo Losco again scored from four 
yards out with 3:37 remaining to 
make the half time score Del Val 14, 
Mansfield 12. 

In the third quarter the Aggies did all 
the scoring With 8:23 left in the third 
Tom O'Neill hit Losco on a four yard 
loft for a 21-12 lead, then with time 
running out in the third stanza Dave 
Murphy tackled Mike Spiess in the end 
zone for a safety. 

The Mounties threatened in the 
fourth and did manage to get into 
the end zone one time as Spiess hit 
D'Amato on a 27 yard toss with 3:23 
remaining but the Aggie defense kept 
the Mounties out of field goal range for 
the remainder of the game. 

The Aggie defense, as it has done a 
good part of this season stopped the 
Mansfield running game, allowing only 
one yard on 22 carries.

Greyliounds 

Moravian in the past has been a sore 
spot for the Aggies and on Saturday the 
Greyhounds again seemed to be better 
.than their 2-5 record would have indi- 
cated, but the Aggies managed to come 
away with a 14-6 decision. 

In the first quarter Joe Seigenfusc 
stopped an early Moravian drive with 
his first of two interceptions. The Aggie 
offense got on track in the second quarter 
and with 12:15 remaining Tom O'Neill 
hit Dan Glowatski on a 33-yard scoring 
strike, which gave the Aggies a 7-0 half 
time lead. 

With just seven seconds remaining in 
the third period O'Neill connected with 
Cosmo Losco for a 43-yard touchdown.

Dairy News

As many of you may have noticed 
while driving on either Route 611 or 
Route 202. D.V.C.'s dairy has built a 
new silo. 

We applied for and received a 
building permit from the Doylestown 
zoning board on September 2nd. Things 
progressed just beautifully from there. 
On October 22nd the old feed room 
walls were knocked out and construc- 
tion of a foundation began. Construc- 
tion on the structure itself started on 
October 1st. The twenty foot by seventy 
foot Harvestore feed storage structure 
was tested, sealed, and finished on 
October 1 1th. Its capacity of 156 tons of 
dry matter will help the dairy make up 
for the feed storage space that was lost 
when the old barn burned down in the 
March of 1980. 

The cost of our new structure was 
covered by money generated by the 
dairy and insurance money from the old 
barn that burned 

The new Harvestore will have other 
benefits than just storage. It will help 
with D V C.'s croping program; this is a 
help in cooperation between depart- 
ments. Also, it is easier to operate and 
maintain and has many safety features 
that make our new Harvestore structure 
a real improvement to the dairy. Other 
improvements have been made since 
September 1st. Why don't you come by 
and visit to see what were all about!

PREPARING FOR 

THE FUTURE 

by Dr. Donald Meyer, 
Professor of General Studies 

How does D.V.C. stand in relationship 
to present and future job markets for its 
alumni, and what does this mean for the 
College? An article on "Jobs" in the 
October 18, 1982 edition of Neu;su)ee/c 
has important implications for Delaware 
Valley College. 

The article has a table on shifting job 
markets which shows one third of the 
twelve jobs in the declining jobs category 
to be in farming — from farm laborers to 
farm owners. This need not be a stunning 
revelation for D.V.C. Recent additons 
to education production facilities, such 
as those at Number Three Farm and the 
Greenhouse, illustrate our determination 
to continue to strengthen our instruction 
in productive agriculture and to assure 
that our grads are among those who enter 
this increasingly elite profession. 

As in the past our agricultural alumni 
will continue to find themselves em- 
ployed, in large numbers, in those oc- 
cupations which relate to farming, such 
as the business aspects of agriculture. 
Recent moves to consider increasing our 
curricular offerings in the area of agri- 
business are a response to this reality, 
and a logical use of our resources. 

If, as the article suggests, the key to 
our post-industrial society is information 
not manpower, then our goal need not 
be based so much on numbers of job 
openings but on how well D.V.C. does 
in preparing our students with the kinds 
of information (and skills) which they 
will need to fill whatever jobs there are 
in the decades ahead. 




DELAWARE VALLEY 



As long as technology keeps displacing 
people from their jobs, they will need to 
have the potential to ready themselves 
for the next one. Today's college gradu- 
ates will need lx)th the knowledge and 
the flexibility to deal with the average of 
four job changes which our technological 
society will thrust on each of them. 

As the world of work becomes increas- 
ingly complex, new skills are needed. 
An educational gap already exists, and 
one approach suggested in the article is 
to reshape the curriculum. Changes 
need not be radical as many of the basic 
principles will still apply. However pro- 
grams need to continue to be built upon 
the changing needs of the student. 

Not only are educational needs of 
college graduates changing, but also the 
kinds of people needing and seeking 
higher education are causing changes in 
what and how they should be taught. 
Undergraduates also are changing. For 
example, studies show that today's col- 
lege student is more serious about his/ 
her future than in the sixties. 

Experience of colleges nationwide 
shows new consumers for college offer- 
ings such as adults, part-time students 
and people needing retraining. New 
content and approaches are needed to 
attract and serve these new potential 
students. 

Government communities, business, 
and colleges are creating, cooperative 
arrangements for planning, funding, 
staffing, and implementing programs. 
These special programs not only directly 
address needs of individuals and society, 
but also show the college potential areas 
for curricular expansion. 

What has been said above applies to 
science and business as it does to 
agriculture. 

This is a year of self study for D.V.C. 
The visit to the campus this spring of a 
Middle States Association team, exam- 
ining our College for extension of accred- 
itation, provides added impetus to the 
efforts of all members of the college 
family to make our College as good as it 
can be.

The Crusaders, who were 
moving the ball better in the second half 
continued to come on and with just 
1:37 remaining in the game took over 
on their 39 yard line. 

Knowing the championship was on 
the line the Crusaders pulled out alt the 
stops including a flea-flicker which gave 
them a first and goal at the nine yard 
line. The Aggie defense now faced their 
biggest test of the season . They stopped 
the Crusaders on three plays then on 
the fourth down with just 32 seconds re- 
maining were whistled for defensive 
holding giving Susquehanna a first and 
goal at the six. On the first down the Ag 
gies pounded quarterback Earl Fullerton 
as he released the football. Coach Bill 
Moll sent in single caller Jim Wisse, who 
had seen action in the first half, to 
replace Fullerton but Wissc's first pass 
was batted down by Joe Cox. Now third 
down, Wisse again went back, this time 
he was smuthered by four Aggie defen- 
ders back at the 15 yard line. With just 
13 seconds and one last chance at the 
title. Wisse threw over the middle to 
split end Rich Elliot but Elliot got tangled 
up with two Aggie defenders and 
watched the pass sail out of the end- 
zone, giving the Aggies a 9-3 victory 
and their third MAC North Crown. 

After the game both coaches were 
asked what was going through their 
mind in the closing minute. Coach Al 
Wilson said, "It seemed like a nightmare 
happening again." Wilson of course was 
referring to the fourth quarter loses to 
Widener and Juniata, while Crusader 
Coach Bill Moll said. "The last eight 
weeks of the season," were on his 
mind. "I've never been prouder of any 
of the teams we've had here," said 
Coach Wilson, "But, 1 told them in the 
locker room after the game that goes 
doubly today, I really think they showed 
their character." 

Eric Reynolds, who suffered a shoul- 
der scperation against Wilkes and was 
thought to be lost for the season . returned 
to the line up to lead the Aggies ground 
attack with 77 yards, including a 
37-yard explosion on the Aggies first 
play from scrimage. Reynolds, the all- 
time leading rusher at D.V.C.. finished 
his record breaking career with 2.311 
yards. Nick Russo scored the lone 
touchdown on the afternoon giving him 
seven for the season and placing him 
one point ahead of kicker Bob Hudoka 
for the scoring title. Russo also led the 
team in rushing yardage with 682 yards. 
Tom O'Neill finished the game with 
six completions for 112 yards. This gave 
O'Neill 76 completions for 1212 yards 
on the season, only six completions and 
13 yards behind Ron Timko's records set 
in 1967. O'Neill's favorite receiver this 
season was split end Dan Glowatski. 
Glowatski with three catches against 
Susquehanna, finished the season with 
49 receptions, passing Harry Capoz- 
zoli's record of 42 in the Moravian game 
on November 6th. Glowatski finished 
second in the MAC's in receptions per 
game, total receptions and yardage this 
season . 

Coach Wilson said, "I can't say 
enough about how well the defense 
played for us all year." The Aggie 
defense allowed only 705 yards on the 
ground this season and at one point 
were ranked fourth in the nation against 
the run. 

The Aggie offense finished the season 
leading the MAC North with 2817 yards 
for an average of 313. This also placed 
them second behind Gettysburg in the 
MAC race. As for the defense, the Ag- 
gies slipped to fourth in the MAC North 
while averaging 208.1 yards per game. 
In the MAC Southern Division the 
Widener Pioneers ended Swarthmore's 
hopes of their first undefeated season as 
they downed the Garnets 24-7. In doing 
so the Pioneers and Garnets tied for the 
MAC South Crown, while earning Wide- 
ner a chance to defend their Division 111 
National Championship. 

Congratulations to the Aggies 
and all the MAC champs! 



MEN'S BASKETBALL 

Men's basketball head coach Les 
Lombardi is looking forward to a chal- 
lenging season. The Aggies finished last 
year with an unimpressive 3-20 record 
and lost two lettermen. Still this season 
brings much promise. 

Senior Jim Leddy and junior Jay 
Nichols will return at the guard positions 
and serve as co-captains of this season's 
squad. Also returning will be junior for- 
ward Walt Weir, a consistent performer 
last season, and center Adam Citko, who 
started for the Aggies during the second 
half of the season last year as a freshman. 

Other Aggies will include senior Saul 
Bradley, and juniors Bob Sheasley, and 
Mike Kacergis as well as sophomore 
guard Chris Jensen. Bradley sat out 
most of last year, but will see action at 
the guard position this season. Sheasley, 
a forward, played well in some late- 
season varsity appsearances, while Jensen 
and Kacergis played junior varsity ball 
last year.

Interview with Alumni: Mr. Robert McClelland

Mr. Robert McClelland, the director of 
public relations, was a student in 
Delaware Valley College's class of 1967; 
majoring in Ornamental Horticulture. He 
was a freshman in 1963, when Delaware 
Valley College was an all-boys college 
with only 500 students. Mr. McClelland 
said the college was a lot smaller then; 
there were not as many buildings. The 
Work and Goldman Halls, in addition to 
the Mandell science building were built 
while he was here. Also, he was one of 
the first students to occupy Samuel Hall 
after it was built. Since then, the enroll- 
ment has doubled, and the faculty has 
increased. 

Mr. McClelland said the teachers have 
improved, and that he was not putting 
down the teachers that were here, but to- 
day's teachers are truly teachers. By that 
he means that today teachers have more 
credentials and take more time for the 
subjects that they teach

The Game of Inconvenience

In our dining hall there are certain 
rules that are enforced about what you 
will be served and how much you are al- 
lowed to take. Breakfast is supposed to 
be the best meal of the day. It sometimes 
turns into an early morning hassle. 
Lunch and dinner can also be difficult 
times to get what you want. 

Here are the rules in the meal line. If 
you have any complaints you may take 
them up with the food committee. 

When entering the line you are allowed 
one main course, any number of side 
dishes and two desserts, not including 
mixed fruit. A salad plate, cheese plate, 
or yogurt is considered a main dish so if 
you have already choosen one main 
course, you will have to make a return 
trip if you wish to make a second selec- 
tion.

Some of 
these rules cause frustration as well as 
slowing down the meal lines at peak 
times. 



In 1970. Delaware Valley College 
went co-ed. McClelland replied that life 
before that was socially terrible; most 
people went home on weekends, and 
always went off-campus to do things. 
The rules back then were much more 
strict, in that, the students could not have 
mustashes, side burns, and for a while, 
the boys of the college had to wear suit 
jackets to dinner. Students nowadays 
seem to be happier; people stay at cam- 
pus more, and it is socially much better. 

I asked Mr. McClelland about how the 
issues of the 1960's affected the campus. 
He answered, "There were no protests 
on campus, even though there was a 
strong feeling about what was happen- 
ing." He added, the only thing that came 
close was "Earth Day," held in 1968; it 
was the beginning of the ecology move- 
ment when everyone was concerned 
about the environment and pollution. In 
1968. he was an advisor and took 
groups of students to interview people 
like Tom Hayden, Jane Fonda, and 
Hubert Humphery. 

Mr. McClelland feels that the students 
who were interested in the news of that 
day benefited from it. But. he thinks the 
students of today have it easier; they 
have more time to concentrate on their 
studies, and, to him. that is refreshing. 



LEARN NOT TO BURN: 
irS YOUR CHOICE 

Every day you are called upon to 
make decisions. Among your choices is 
whether you will live safely or recklessly 
with fire. Unfortunately, some people 
choose to be reckless and either die, are 
seriously burned, or cause others to die 
in campus fires. You can avoid this if you 
choose to. You can keep your life, your 
possessions and your friends. , 

Your room on campus can be consid- 
ered your apartment; it is your home. 
Your residence hall can b^ thought of in 
terms of an apartment complex. More 
than likely, you are keeping most of your 
personal possessions in your room. 
When you are aware of fire safety, your 
possessions and you will be protected. 

You will be fire safe when you avoid 
fire hazards. The three most common - 
causes of fire are cigarettes, appliances, 
and heating elements. It would be easier 
to avoid responsibility for safety than to 
avoid hazards. But responsibility comes 
with being on your own. If you avoid 
responsibility for safety, the conse- 
quences for you and your friends can be 
tragic. 

Even if you choose to live safely, some 
of your friends may not. A fire is not 
planned ahead of time. You can plan 
ahead, however, to act quickly and 
safely. 

1. Know how to get out if your exit is 
blocked. Make sure you know at 
least two ways out. 

2. if there is a fire in your room, get out 
and close the door. A closed door 
can hold back the fire. 

3. If the fire is somewhere else, feel 
your room door before opening it. If 
your door is hot, do not open it. Fill 
air spaces with towels. 

4. Carry a towel to protect yourself 
from smoke inhalation. Wear a coat 
and hard -soled shoes. 

5. Keep windows and doors closed so 
the fire is not circulated. 

6. Crawl if the building is smoke-filled. 
There is fresh air near the floor.

DEAN BLACKMON 

Views Agriculture's Future

Dr. Clinton R. Blackmon, Academic 
Dean of the College, was education's 
leadership in securing America's food 
and Agriculture Base. Dr. Blackmon cur- 
rently represents Non-Land Grant Col- 
leges at meetings of the Northeastern 
Resident Instruction Committee on 
Organization and Policy of the National 
Association of State Universities and 
Land-Grant Colleges. This group is con- 
cerned with the development of a pro- 
gram for National Agricultural Policy. 

Dr. Blackmon, how does the agricul- 
tural industry affect our economy? 
"America's food and agricultural industry 
is a mainstay of the United States 
economy, accounting for 20 percent of 
the Gross National Product, 23 percent 
of the U.S. jobs in this country, and 19 
percent of the export earnings. Although 
only one in about 60 people in the U.S. 
are farmers, there are about 24 million 
workers employed in all areas of agricul- 
ture and agribusiness sector (in produc- 
tion, processing, marketing, and farm 
supply activities). In 1981, the U.S. ex- 
ported $44 billion dollars worth of agri- 
cultural products which helped offset the 
non-agricultural trade deficit of $60 
billion. This of course, helped stabilize 
the dollar and pay for our oil imports." 

How exactly did we get to this abun- 
dant state of agricultural production in 
the United States? "Actually, the break- 
through came int he 1940's and 1950's 
with the culmination of efforts by a grow- 
ing number of agricultural research scien- 
tists, engineers, chemists, and other 
agricultural specialists who helped devel- 
op better varieties, better fertilizers, more 
efficient pest controls, more mechaniza- 
tion, and more efficient processes." 

Will this kind of success continue? 
"There are those who think our abun- 
dance will last forever and that we can 
continue to produce for ourselves and 
also ship large quantities overseas. This 



appears to be a real problem as world 
population will double shortly after the 
turn of the century. The U.S. will also 
have lost approximately 60 to 70 million 
additional acres of valuable farmland to 
real estate developments, highways, 
parking lots, etc. The productivity of our 
cropland is strained by soil depletion. 
Maintaining yields and production will in- 
creasingly depend upon our maintaining 
productive land and upon adequate agri- 
cultural expertise." 

How can we plan to maintain a strong 
and secure agriculture? "First, let me say 
there is a basic problem in that the 
U.S.D. A. reports that more than 59,000 
university and college graduates in the 
food and agricultural sciences — agri- 
culture, natural resources, veterinary 
medicine, etc., are required annually to 
fill the scientific, professional, and 
managerial needs in the field. Currently 
the U.S. universities and colleges of agri- 
culture and natural resources produce 
slightly more than 38,000 graduates an- 
nually leaving some 30 percent of avail- 
able positions to be filled by people with 
non-agricultural academic backgrounds. 
This lack of supply of expertise may be 
compounded during the coming decade. 
Already enrollments in agriculture are 
down nationwide by eight percent. We 
need a "base of expertise" provided by 
our colleges and universities. The short- 
age will be compounded by the fact that 
a large number of agricultural experts 
who began their careers in the late forties 
and early fifties will be retiring soon and 
must be replaced." 

What are we doing about many chal- 
lenges projected in agriculture in the 
U.S.? "The U.S. Congress passed the 
Food and Agriculture Act of 1977, 
Public Law 95-113 of the 95th Con- 
gress. This law mandates that the per- 
formers in the food and agricultural 
science system improve planning and 
coordination of activities and affords 
them an opportunity to develop and 
make available agricultural policy plans 



for presentation to the U.S.D. A, to the 
President, and to the Congress. The 
Joint Council on Food and Agricultural 
Sciences was charged by Congress to 
provide the leadership in fostering coor- 
dination of the agricultural research, ex- 
tension, and teaching activities of the 
federal government, states, colleges, 
universities, and other public and private 
institutions involved in the food and 
agricultural sciences. The Joint Council 
on Food and Agricultural Sciences esta- 
blished in 1978 and has been active in 
setting up committees of agricultural 
specialists in all four regions of the U.S. 
to meet and make recommendations as 
to National Agricultural Policy." 

Dr. Blackmon, could you offer any in- 
sight as to the success of these commit- 
tees? "1 have served as a representative 
from National Association of Colleges 
and Teachers of Agriculture (NACTA) 
on the Northeastern Higher Education 
Committee for the last two years in ef- 
forts to coordinate, give direction to, ex- 
change information, and also to prepare 
national agricultural policy proposals. 
We have met with educators, U.S.D. A. 
officials, and members of the agricultural 
industry, and studied the problems ex- 
tensively and are preparing a national 
agricultural policy statement." 

What are the types of problems that 
have been recognized? "First of all, there 
is a declining availability of good produc- 
tive land. Land is being removed from 
agriculture by urbanization and parks. 
More importantly, we are faced with 
declining enrollments in agriculture (3% 
per year in higher education). With this 
goes a decline in expertise which will 
seriously affect our ability to maintain our 
export trade. National agricultural cur- 
riculums need to be reorganized to meet 
the modem trends for the great majority 
of students in agriculture who do not 
come from farm backgrounds. Finally, 
and perhaps most importantly, agricul- 
tural education must enter the computer 
age."

Writing Your Essay for 

Professional or 

Graduate School 

Be clear, concise, correct . . . and be 
yourself. Let your essay sound like you 
instead of a textbook or encyclopedia. 

There are many rules for increasing 
writing effectiveness, but they can be 
summarized by saying: make readers 
want to keep on reading. 

Whether you are writing your essay 
for application to medical school, a 
magazine article, or a report, before 
beginning it tell yourself in one over- 
simplified sentence just what you want 
the piece to say. This contributes to con- 
tinuity, and helps you avoid rambling. 

Remember the power of sincerity. A 
cold, textbook style narration of facts 
does not reach anyone. Without over- 
doing it, let a little human element enter 
your essay. You want to discuss what 
makes you a unique individual who 
wants to study medicine. 

A good rule is: write it the way you 
would say it. Many people speak effec- 
tively on the phone or across desks, but 
develop mental blocks when they take 
pen in hand or sit down at a typewriter. 
Instead of letting a little of their per- 
sonalities show, they become robots. 

Visual attractiveness and variety- 
having the material look easy to read 
-can help. Short paragraphs and sen- 
tences not too involved make the material 
seem to "move faster." If we must work 
hard to read something, we may con- 
sciously or unconsciously regard it 
negatively. 

These elements may seem minor, but 
why not have everything going for us 
when we write. 

Some form of preliminary outline is 
helpful. It need not be formal or detailed 
-just a simple list of thoughts you want 
to include in effective sequence. 

Most first drafts-even second drafts- 
are wordy. Many writers produce their 
first drafts without trying too hard to 
write polished tightly written material; 
they get their comments down as they 
think of them. Then, if time permits, 
they lay aside the draft and let it "cool" 
an hour, a day, even several days, the 
longer the better. 

And your third draft probably will be 
better than your second. 

Atter you have forgotten just how 
you started your ideas, you can read 
them more objectively, as if you are an 
outsider who is reading them for the first 
time. Your weak or dull sections, repeti- 
tion, redundant words and phrases, will 
glare at you later. 

After your first draft, select the most 
interesting part -the paragraph or sen- 
tence that has some appeal -as opposed 
to straight narration of the less in- 
teresting facts. These facts may be 
necessary, but present them to readers 
after you have attracted them with some- 
thing interesting. 

In an essay we sell ourselves- -our 
ideas, our qualifications -to another 
person or organization. Be positive, as if 
you are selling a product of service. 

Accenting the positive does not neces- 
sitate being hypocritical it merely means 
taking advantage of your best attributes, 
putting the best foot forward .... or the 
best words. 

Perhaps you may include brief ac- 
counts of situations or projects you have 
effectively handled. You may even go 
back into your early life and briefly men- 
tion incidents contributing to your deci- 
sion to study medicine. 

It is also helpful in any kind of writing 
to keep in mind the kind of people who 
will read your essay. Reader identifica- 
tion is important. 

Again, write it the way you would say 
it -briefly, sincerely, clearly. Let us say: 
this is what I can do, what I want to do 
about it, why I think 1 can do it. 

Don't be afraid to sell yourself!

Winter Track 

Under the leadership of head coach 
Marty Stem, the Delaware Valley Col- 
lege winter track team continues to make 
great strides. Over the past two weeks 
the Aggies have won a total of seven 
events in 2 important meets. At the 
Adidas Invitational Meet held at Lehigh 
University, the Aggies got first place 
finishes from: Phil Luccarrelli in the 
60-yard dash (in a time of 6.3 which 
makes him the first athlete in college 
history to qualify for the 1C4A Champion- 
ships) ; Brandon Newell in the triple jump 
(45-1 3/4); and the mile relay team 
(Luccarrelli, Jim Eichhorn, Chip Zerr, 
and Jeff Robinson) which wound up 
with a time of 3:25.9, 3.6 seconds faster 
than at the same meet last year. 

And this past week at the Lafayette 
College Invitational, the Aggies got win- 
ning efforts in four events: Luccarrelli 
again in the 60-yard dash with a time of 
6.3 and in the 300-meter hurdles with a 
time of 32.6; Newell again in the triple 
jump (45-10 1/4); and Zen' in the 
440-yard dash with a time of 52.2. 

"We're coming along very well," said 
Stern. "I thought our performance at the 
Adidas Invitational was the best in the 
school's history. We're way better than 
we were last winter, which means we 
should be way better than we were last 
spring." Considering the Aggies missed 
out winning the Middle Atlantic Con- 
ference Championship last spring by less 
than a point, that says a lot. 

Wrestling 

The Aggies posted what may be their 
biggest win ever when they stunned 
nationally-ranked Division I powerhouse 
Wilkes College 25-16 Sunday, (Dec. 12). 
The win gave the Aggies a 5-0 record 
through the first part of the season. 

"We've been after Wilkes for awhile," 
said coach Bob Marshall. "We've never 
beaten them, but our guys worked hard. 
I can't give them any more credit. They 
worked for it. Everyone went out and 
put their hearts down on the mat. Ac- 
tually, 1 think we wore them (Wilkes) 
down. By the third period we were still 
going and they were dying." 

The win was even more impressive 
considering the Aggies were missing two 
of their grapplers, 142-pounder Troy 
Marshall and 190-pounder Tom Zonay 
because of injuries. "Our team is really 
balanced," said Marshall, "once we 
come back with Troy and Tom we'll real- 
ly have a nice line up." But until then, 
the one the Aggies have will do quite 
nicely. Winners for the Aggies against 
Wilkes included Dan Canale (118), 
Steve Canale (126), Tony Tarsi (134), 
Mark Sands (150), Carl Ncbhut (167), 
and George Stahl (HWT). All are now 
5-0 on the season. 

Over the past two seasons, the Aggies 
are 29-2 with both losses coming at the 
hands of Wilkes, making this win even 
sweeter. The Aggies will be in action at 
Lycoming tomorrow and Messiah on 
Tuesday before returning home next 
Thursday to face Susquehanna.

Three Aggies Named 
AU-American 

Recently, Dave Murphy, Brad Hall, 
and Ron Verra added to their list of post- 
season football honors by being named 
All- Americans. 

Murphy, a junior defensive tackle, was 
named to the Associated Press Little Ail- 
American team. Players on the squad 
were chosen from among NCAA Divi- 
sion 11 and Division III teams as well as 
NAIA teams. Previously, Murphy had 
been selected for the MAC first team and 
the EC AC All-Star team. Hall, a senior 
offensive tackle, was also named to the 
AP team. He had also been recognized 
by the MAC as an Honorable Mention 
pick and was an ECAC selection. 

Verra, a senior middle linebacker, was 
named to the Division III All-American 
team as chosen by Sports Information 
Directors. Verra was also a first team 
MAC and ECAC selection. 



MEN'S BASKETBALL 

The Aggies got back to the hardwood 
on January 7 at the Greyhound Clasac 
where they dropped an 82-72 decision 
to host Moravian before rebounding to 
down Alfred University 80-61 in the con- 
solation contest the following evening. 
Against Moravian, center Walt Weir pac- 
ed the Aggies with the best game of his 
collegiate career, scoring 26 points on 
lO-for-16 shooting from the field. Jay 
Nichols added 18 against Moravian, then 
netted 28 against Alfred to lift the Aggies 
to victory. Fbr his performance, Nichols 
was named to the All-Tournament team 
and later that week was named the Small 
College Player of the Week. 

On January 11, Nichols' career high 
36 points led the way as the Aggies 
made it two in a row stunning Ursinus 
78-74 in overtime. The Aggies looked to 
continue their winning ways as they 
returned home to face Albright (Jan. 
13) , but the Lions had other ideas down- 
ing the Aggies 71-50. Again Nichols pac- 
ed the Aggies, with 18 points. While 
Craig Coulbourne added 16. Two nights 
later, Coulbourne led the Aggie to a 
83-69 pounding of Allentown College as 
he scored 20 points and pulled down 14 
rebounds. Jay Nichols added 19 points 
and Tony Harris tallied 17 points and 
eight rebounds to his best game thus far. 

The Aggies were again hoping to 
make it two in a row on Monday against 
Muhlenberg but they watch a 12-point 
first half lead slip away only to lead by 
two at the intermission. The Mules came 
out in the second fialf, took control, and 
won the game 57-50. Jay Nichols and 
Tony Harris paced the Aggies with 13 
points each Nichols is leading the MAC 
in scoring and needs just 49 points to 
become the tenth player in DVC history 
to reach 1000 points in his career. 

The Aggies will be in action tonight at 
Susquehanna and again tomorrow at 
Juniata before returning for a three game 
home stand beginning with Moravian 
Monday evening. 

Women's Basketball 

The Lady Aggies returned from semes- 
ter break only to drop a 65-58 decision 
to Allentown College. The Aggies are 
now 1-5 on the season (0-3 in the MAC) . 

The Aggies led Allentown 26-25 at 
halftime but fell behind by as much as ten 
points in the second half. Sandy Yerkes 
paced the Aggies with 18 points. Marcia 
Werner added 14. 

"It was obvious we hadn't played to- 
gether for awhile," said coach Maureen 
Fredericks. "Right now we have a prob- 
lem with depth, but I think once the kids 
get back in the swing of things we'll be 
better." 

The Aggies will travel to Albright 
tomorrow but will return home for a con- 
test against Muhlenberg on Tuesday. 
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A stuffed "Teddy Bear" was placed high atop of the Student Center con- 
struction site last week. The furry creature rests at the highest point of the 
new building and will overlook a project that according to recent reports is 
several weeks ahead of schedule. 



DVC Pla};ers' Review

The good news is that the DVC Players 
will undertake a full-length play this 
sennester. However, the new production, 
directed again by Dave Harris, will have 
to live up to the very high standard set by 
the two one-act plays presented in De- 
cember.

Portraying life as a television game 
show.

Hunziker's appealing loser was well- 
supported by Kim Worthington and Greg 
Wolek. Kim showed great versatility as 
Phil's mother, girlfriends, and wife. 
Greg, as the male supporting players in 
Phil's life, was especially comical as a 
twitching school psychiatrist. 

The Diary of Adarm and Eve, from a 
story by Mark Twain, differed in pace 
and tone. The comedy was gentle, and 
the introspective songs of the two prin- 
cipals moved toward an almost somber 
conclusion. Paul Caruso as Adam deep- 
ened a role that could have been overly 
passive by the range of response he 
commanded. He was by turns the bewil- 
dered stranger in the new world and its 
masterly owner, giving names to the 
other creatures. The role of Eve was 
more complex, and Ellen Schaefer 
played it with style and polish. Her 
curiosity and impudence counterpointed 
Adam's seriousness, and the dialogue 
between them was sharp and well-timed. 
Jeff Montagnoli nearly stole the show 
with his interpretation of the snake. In 
black satin and gold chains, he was a 
punk rocker slithering in to shock and 
overturn the little world of Eden. 

In addition to the full-length comedy 
now beginning rehearsal, the Drama 
Club plans activities for A-Day. People 
are needed for both productions.

JAY NICHOLS 

Joins 1,000 Point Club

Junior Jay Nichols went into Monday 
nights game against Moravian needing 
11 points to become only the tenth 
player in DVC history to join the ex- 
clusive 1,000 point club. 

The Greyhounds contained him f6r 
much of the first half allowing the ex- 
plosive Nichols only two points by the 
intermission. Although he was heavily 
defensed in the second half. Nichols 
picked up five quick points and then with 
2;22 remaining, cut the magic number to 
two. With just 1:43 left to play Nichols 
drove the lane and was fouled. Jay went 
to the stripe and sunk the first. Then as 
the crowd cheered and cameras flashed, 
he scored his way into the history book. 

When recruiting Jay Nichols at St. An- 
thony's High School in Washington, D.C. 
coach Lcs Lombardi saw a 6'1" point 
guard who did very little scoring but con- 
centrated on dishing out assists. But, in 
coming to DVC, Nichols was needed on 
the wing and in the shooting role. "He 
had a lot of adjustments to make," said 
Lombardi, "I'm sure he could still be an 
outstanding point guard, but our need at 
the time was for a shooter. It was tough 
on Jay at first but I think it has worked 
out well for both of us." 

After starting every game and enjoying 
a solid season as a freshman, Nichols 
blossomed into a star last year. He lead 
the Aggies in scoring with a 19.8 average 
and was named to three all-star teams in 
the process: the MAC first team, the 
ECAC first team, and the NABC second 
team. With these post-season honors, 
Nichols established himself as one of the 
brightest small college prospects in the 
Philadelphia area. 



So for this year Nichols has been even 
better. He was named to the All-Tourna- 
ment team at the Greyhound Classic 
(January 7 and 8) on the strength of his 
18 points against host Moravian and 28 
against Alfred in the consolation game. 
For his tourney performance he was also 
named the Small College Player of the 
Week by the Herb Good Basketball 
Writers Association. Nichols was named 
to the ECAC Honor Role for the Week 
of January 10. During that week. Jay 
scored 73 points, including a career high 
36 against Ursinus, Jay is leading the 
MAC in scoring with 193 points and is 
second in scoring average with 21.4 per 
game, 

"Jay is playing under control this year 
even more than he did last year." said 
Lombardi. "He's really maturing as a 
player. And the best thing is he'll be back 
next year." 

If there was one down note to Nichols' 

first two years at DVC it was the Aggies' 

record, but all that might be changing 

now and Jay Nichols is a big reason why.

Changes Around Campus

There are changes appearing on 
DVC's campus. First is a new OH. 
building, and second is the gardens 
around campus. 

A new Ornamental Horticulture facility 
is going to be built. It will be behind the 
library and extend toward Eisner Hall 
and the Levin Dining Hall. The new 
O.H. building is going to be an addition 
to the existing greenhouses The main 
corridor of the greenhouse will be in- 
creased thirty-feet and that's where the 
expansion is attached to the greenhouses. 

Inside is a floriculture room, where 
floral design and plant materials classes 
will be taught. Attached to this will be 
a storage prep room and a large walk 
through cooler ^n one wall of the flori- 
culture room will be a refrigerated glass 
cabinet to store flowers and possibly sell 
them also There's a landscape design 
studio with its own prep room, four facility 
offices, and a study center where students 
can come anytime to study plant iden- 
tification. The building is set to open for 
September 19(S3 and this March is the 
starting date. The construction for the 
OH. building is $250,000 dollars, most 
of which is being donated anonymously. 

Another happening on campus is the 
gardens being put in. The department 
and the students in the floriculture plant 
materials class are making gardens that - 
will go all around the new OH. building 
and existing greenhouses. They are 
developing plans to add to the annual 
display gardens by the railroad tracks, 
and there are almost 100 different an- 
nuals to be put in the garden. Planted all 
around campus are hundreds of bulbs of 
which Burpee has donated a great 
many The department has formed an 
Arboretum committee to try to enhance 
the campus even more. Developing all 
the gardens will serve as an outdoor lab 
Mr Frederic Blau and his landscaping 
class are right now making plans for 
gardens around the student center, the 
OH. people will handle the gardens.

TREE PRUNING 

When to prune lower limbs

As you walk around campus, take a 
good look at the trees. You may notice 
that many trees have had their lower limbs 
removed. This tends to take away the 
natural beauty of many of our trees, such 
as the Pin Oaks along the campus drive 
near the gymnasium, the Pin Oaks along 
the women's athletic field, the Pin Oak 
next to Work Hall and especially the Sour 
Gum next to the Poultry Diagnostic Lab- 
oratory have been needlessly butchered. 

The purpose of the lower limbs on the 
Pin Oaks along the campus road were to 
keep cars from parking along the sides of 
the road. This is the same reason for 
lower hmbs on the Beeches on cither 
side of Ulman Hall. The only reason to 
prune lower branches is for cars to drive 
under or for people to walk under along 
a road or path. Pruning lower branches 
causes excessive top growth. This leads 
to a more spindly-type of growth habit 
and makes the tree difficult to maintain. 
Top pruning, however, allows the sun to 
shine in and allows a stronger well- 
branched habit to develop. 

Only when a branch is damaged, 
insect-infected, diseased, crossing, rub- 
bing, or about to rub or cross, should it 
be removed. 

New Horse Barn fo Be Built 
— Finally —

Like to horse around? 

Now thanks to a private contributor, 
the students at Delaware Valley College 
will be able to "horse" around in 
facilities bigger and better than before. 

Currently the college owns 8 mares 
and 1 stallion housed in a 24 ' x 80 ' 
three-sided run-out shed Expansion 
will begin when spring makes its 
welcome return. Then over a pferiod of 
3 years these modest facilities will be ex- 
' panded to include a modern 36 ' x 90 ' 
12-stall barn, a 30' x 40' laboratory, a 
second 24' x 70' run-out shed, and 
eventually a classroom. The entire com- 
plex will be T-shaped and entered by 
way of an asphalt drive. The location is 
an ideal elevation with well-drained soil. 
It will be built in what once was a plum 
orchard and part of the horticulture 
department. 

The stall barn will be used for foaling 
and yearling sale preparation The first 
run-out shed, the shed presently in use, 
will then be used for mares and mares 
with foals. Once these foals are wean- 
ed, they will be moved to the second 
run out shed. 

Part of the program's future plans in- 
clude its becoming self-supporting 
through yearling sales. These sales will 
take place at the annual standard-bred 
sale in Harrisburg and an annual sale at 
the college to be held sometime during 
the A-Day festivities. 

The curriculum will not change great- 
ly with the addition of this new species 
of animal. According to Dr. Hofsaess. 
director of the program, he can envision 
at least one new course arising from the 
program — a 2-credit course in yearling 
sale preparation. 

The arrival of this program is the 
result of 12 years of planning. It has 
taken this long to get the program in-

Slow on the Bottle 
Enjoy the Road

Alcoholic beverages have, long been a 
fact of life 

In the US. ^3 of the adult population 
— or about KXI million Americans drink, 
at least occasionally 

Just as drinking is a fact of life, so are 
automobiles and driving. In New Jersey, 
about 4.3 million persons are licensed to 
drive. And according to a survey funded 
by the New Jersey Alcohol Countermea- 
sures Project. 83% of male drivers aged 
21-50. admit to driving after drinking. 

With such a majority of the public driv- 
ing or drinking — and sometimes doing 
both — it is important to know where 
you stand with drunken driving and the 
law. 

In New Jersey the legal age for con- 
sumption of alcohol is 2L This law was 
passed and became effective Janua'ry 1. 
1983. 

NEW JERSEY LAW STATES THAT: 
. . with a blood alcohol concentration of 
to .05%. you are presumed to be 
sober. 

. . with a BAC of above .05% but less 
than a .10%. you could be either sober 
or under the influence. 

. with a BAC of .10% or more, you 
are presumed to be under the influence 

Conviction for driving under the in- 
fluence will result in a fine of $200 to 
S400 and a license suspension of 2 to 6 
months and possibly a jail term of up to 
30 days. 

For a SECOND CONVICTION, you 
may lose your license for one to three 
years, pay a fine of $500 to $1000, and 
possibly serve up to 90 days in jail. 

A THIRD OFFENSE means loss of 
license for 5 years, fine of $1000. and 
possibly a jail term of up to 180 days. 

New Jersey also has an implied con- 
sent statute. This means when you 
receive your driver's license you have 
agreed to a breath test following an arrest 
for drunken-driving offense. Refusal to 
take the test results in a three month 
license suspension for first offenders and 
a one-year suspension for repeaters — 
even if you are not convicted of a 
drunken-driving offense. Similar laws 
have also been passed in Pennsylvania 
as well. 

Losing your driver's license can be a 
serious personal hardship to both you 
and your family. So if you drink, enjoy it. 
But remember: DON'T DRINK OVER 
POINT ZERO FIVE!

COURTHOUSE

On Tuesday evening, a concerned 
group of about 57 DVC students, along 
with Mr. Benner and Mr. Ray. gathered 
at the dining hall to begin what would be 
a long night of protest against the Point 
Pleasant Pumping Station. The group 
organized by students Mike Hofmann. 
Dave McHale, Dave Daehnke, etnd Scott 
Dubinsky, had one goal in mind as they 
marched behind Mr. Benner up Rt. 202 
towards Doylestown: to enter the Cour- 
thouse and make their voices heard 
Equipped with signs, posters, buttons. 
sleepir>g bags, blankets. TV's, radios, 
and yes, t,'ven homework, they arrived at 
the Courthouse doors around 5:30 p m 
But instead of finding the doors open to 
the public as had been promised, they 
were locked. This caused a slight prob- 
lem for the protestors due to the cold but 
even a greater problem for the officials 
inside. What were they going to do with 
a group of peaceful protestors who had 
no intensions of leaving? 

An hour after a few legal maneuvers 
were made by the lawyers for Del- 
AWARE, the group responsible for the 
protest, and a few peaceful threats to 
hunt down the commissioners responsi 
ble for the pump, who were at another 
meeting, the doors were opened. 

Once inside, we were read a list of 
rules to follow during our stay. Music was 
supplied by some Del-AWARE members 
and DVC students Colleen Wells, presi 
dent of Del AWARE, gave a talk on the 
pumping station, explaining the reasons 
for the protest against Jt, the damage it 
will cause to the environment, and the 
affects it will have on the residents of 
Bucks County. F^ict sheets were handed 
out to provide more information. 

The rest of the evening consisted of 
writing letters to Commissioners Elaine 
Zettick and Andrew Warren against their 
project, and to Ralph Abele. Executive 
Director of the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion in Harrisburg against a blasting per- 
mit to be issued for the site, watching a 
video made by Del-AWARE about the 
pump, playing cards and games, watch 
ing "The Winds of War," and yes, even 
doing some homework. 

After another talk by Colleen Wells at 
1 1 :00 and much more information given 
by Mike Krevss, political advisor from the

Middle States Visit Slated for March

Ever since 1962 the College has been 
fully accredited by the regional accredit- 
ing agency for our part of the country, 
the Middle States Association of Colleges 
and Schools (MSA). The purpose of 
MSA and the other regional accredita- 
tion agencies around the United States 
is to promote and maintain the excellence 
of the programs offered by the institu- 
tions within the region. One of its mech- 
anisms for doing that at the collegiate 
level is to send an evaluation team to 
visit each member institution at 10-year 
intervals. The team's objective is to 
ascertain that the visited institution is, in 
fact, doing what it says it is doing — that 
it is meeting its mission objectives. Dela- 
ware Valley College will be visited and 
evaluated by a team of distinguished 
educators for this purpose on March 
27-30. 1983. 

Our College has been preparing for 
this visit for about three years. A com- 
mittee composed of members of the 
Faculty and Administration, and chaired 
by Dr. Mertz. began then to undertake a 
comprehensive evaluation of all phases 
of the College's programs and facilities. 
The product of that study, a Self- 
evaluation Report, is almost complete at 
this point and copies of it will be for- 
warded to the MSA team before their 
visit. Copies will also be available on 
campus. Broad elements of the campus 
community have contributed to the 
Report via a variety of routes: Faculty 
committees have assessed their areas of 
responsibility, as have the various 
academic Departments and Divisions. 
Members of the Student Body. Faculty, 
and Alumni have provided input via 
opinion survey questionnaires. In short, 
the Self-evaluation Report is a com- 
prehensive look at what we at Delaware 
Valley College are accomplishing as an 
institution of higher education The 
Report itself is really a major eletnent in 
the evaluation process. The purpose of 
the visit of the MSA team is largely to 
confirm the Report's findings. 



While they are with us, the members 
of the MSA team will spend a very busy 
three days, much of the time being spent 
interviewing people. And they will 
spend long hours at night discussing 
their findings with each other and work- 
ing toward a preliminary report on their 
findings which they will present to the 
College on Wednesday afternoon, 
March 30. in the course of their visit 
with us. several of the members of the 
team will want to interview student 
leaders by appointment. Doubtless, too. 
some of the team members will inter- 
view students at random . . . while 
walking on campus, in the Dining Hall, 
in the Library . . . wherever. So, if you 
are stopped by a "stranger" on that 
Monday or Tuesday and are asked 
questions about the College, we hope 
you will extend to him or her your usual 
warm courtesy and answer straightfor- 
wardly whatever questions are posed.

A New Minor: 
Ag-business 

It's here! Something people have talked 
about the college needing for a while — 
no. not a new student center, but a 
minor in Ag-business. 

This minor is a special fifteen credit 
package with such courses as account- 
ing, computers, law. and management 
being the core. Each of the five Ag 
departments may then set up additional 
requirements. 

This came about by the alumni 
survey. Many of the responding Ag ma- 
jors said they would have taken more 
business courses for employment pur- 
poses. A business background makes a 
more "marketable" employee. Agri- 
culture is currently the number one 
employer in the U.S. employing over 
23 million. Only 5 million of these 
employees are involved in actual on the 
farm production. The remaining 18 
million are involved with additional 
fields such as marketing, consulting, 
sales, and service. 



This program is new in that it is the 
first set of credits to be designated as a 
minor. It is however only for Ag 
students Before this can become a ma- 
jor it must be approved by the Pa. 
Departinent of Education. This will be a 
new and unique degree when it does 
become approved. It will actually be an 
Ag-business degree. No other college in 
the area offers such a degree. Other col- 
leges offer instead an Ag- Economics 
degree. 

Dr. James Sheaffer did most of the 
developing, research, and background 
work necessary to organize this. A com- 
petency study was used to determine 
the skills necessary for entering the Ag- 
business market. Then the courses 
which could teach these skills were mat- 
ched and placed into the program. The 
program offers more business for Ag 
majors and more agriculture for 
Business majors. 

DVC is once again updating its pro- 
gram to aid the students. The Ag- 
business major will not only benefit 
those students presently in college, but 
also attract more students to the college.

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DVC Beekeeping 
Short Course 

The College will again be offering two 
special three day short courses on bee- 
keeping. These coursed are open to 
both the members of the College Com- 
munity and to the general public. The 
courses are designed to benefit the ex- 
perienced beekeeper as well as to pro- 
vide enough information and experience 
to enable someone to get started in 
beekeeping. The spring course will be 
held on Saturday. April 9. 16, and 23. 
1983. The summer cours*' will be held 
on Friday. Saturday, and Sunday. June 
24. 25. and 26. 1983. 

The course is under the direction of 
Dr Berthold who will be assisted by Dr. 
Dewey Caron. Chairman Entomology, 
University of Delaware plus a number of 
other skilled beekeepers. Some topics 
to be covered are; honey bee ecology, 
beekeeping equipment, starting with 
bees, colony establishment and manaye- 
ment. queen rearing, bee disoast's. 
honey processing and sales, and cook- 
ing with honey. Many of the topics 
covered in discussion will also be 
observed ancf or practiced in the DVC 
Apiary and Honey House. 

In past years, a number of Del Val 
students and faculty have taken the 
course, as well as beekeepers from as 
far away as Texa%. California. Canada.

EDGAR BILL 

Would Repeal "Discriminatory" 

Punislitnent for Not Registering 

for the Draft 

U.S. Representative Bob Edgar (D-PA) 
has introduced legislation (HR 1286) to 
repeal a law which prevents young men 
from receiving federal student aid unless 
they present proof from the Selective 
Service that they have registered for the 
draft. The law Edgar seeks to repeal is 
known as the Solomon (Rep. Gerald B 
Solomon of New York) Amendment 
and is part of the "Defense Authoriza- 
tion Act of 1983." 

"The Solomon Amendment attempts 
to punish irresponsible students who do 
not register for the draft," said Edgar, 
"but it is misguided and unfair." Edgar 
contends that the law puts the burden of 
proof on many patriotic young men. 
Under this law any student who is re- 
quired to register with Selective Service 
and who fails to provide evidence that 
he has done so may not receive federal 
student aid after July 1 under Title IV of 
the Higher Education Act of 1965. That 
includes Pell Grants, student loans, 
work-study aid, and Educational Oppor- 
tunity Grants. 

"Are Americans presumed to be bad 
citizens unless they prove they are good 
ones? Should the government require 
people to carry with them proof of their 
loyalty and patriotism before it extends 
any benefits to them? This is a dangerous 
law masquerading as patriotism," said 
Edgar. 

Because the law applies only to 
young men, specifically young men 
who need financial aid to attend college, 
Edgar deems the law unfair. He points 
out that there already exists a penalty of 
up to five years imprisonment and up to 
$10,000 in fines for violators of Selec- 
tive Service Law. 

Many colleges have protested the law 
saying that the administrative costs will 
be great. They also argue that it makes 
them enforcers of federal law. Edgar 
agrees that this is an improper role for 
colleges. He thinks the federal govern- 
ment should enforce federal law and 
not ask other organizations to enforce it 
for them. 

Edgar, who is an ordained Methodist 
minister, supports the rights of con- 
scientious objectors. "For generations 
our society has respected the rights of 



people who for religious or moral rea 
sons refuse to serve in the military. We 
in Pennsylvania with our Quaker and 
Mennonite traditions should be 
especially sensitive to this. Under cur 
rent registration law there is no provi- 
sion for these people to indicate their 
conscientious objection at the time of 
registration. They must register for 
possible military service the same as 
everyone else. They are told that if a 
draft is instituted, then they should 
speak up," Edgar said. Some men who 
have not registered for the draft have 
given religious reasons for their refusal 
"The Solomon Amendment does not 
help this situation. It only punishes 
them," said Edgar. 

The Selective Service estimates that 
560. ()()() men. al>out 6% of the total 
number eligible, have not registered. It 
is not known how many of these are 
college students or how many are cur- 
rently receiving financial aid.

Mr. Friedman is a member of the 
American Nuclear Society, the American 
Physical Society, the American Institute 
for Aeronautics and Astronautics, the 
British Interplanetary Society, the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. MENSA. and AFTRA. 
He has published articles in a wide spec- 
trum of scientific and popular maga- 
zines, has been in three movies, and on 
three records, and is co-author of a 
chapter in a Radiation Shielding text- 
book. Stanton T. Friedman is indeed a 
rare combination: a professional com- 
municator and a professional scientist.

Prisoner Review

The DVC players once again provided 
the college and community with several 
evenings of good theater. The Prisoner 
of Second Avenue, a two-act comedy by 
Neil Simon, showcased the comic talents 
of the entire cast. The play's comedy 
arises from Simon's exaggeration of the 
annoyances and disasters we all encoun- 
ter. The major characters are Mel and 
Edna Edison, New Yorkers who have 
tried valiantly to cope with noisy 
neighbors, thin walls, and water failures 
in the frigid climate of their expensive 
high-rise apartment. 

One disastrous week leaves the couple 
unemployed, burglarized, stripped even 
of the pills and booze with which they 
usually cushion the jolts of urban life. 
Edna enters the work force, while Mel. 
trapped in his predicament, lapses into 
paranoia. This hardly sounds like a com- 
edy, but we do laugh as Mel and Edna 
erupt with the rage familiar to all who 
must suffer the complexities and hostili- 
ties of modern society. 

Since the plot is a series of disasters, 
the comedy of Prisoner depends entirely 
on the skills of the director and actors. As 
the unfortunate couple, Carolyn Brodhag 
and Greg Wolek were perfectly cast. 
They are both adept at timing and phras- 
ing. Simon's one-liners need well-placed 
pauses and emphasis on exactly the right 
words to be effective. Brodhag and 
Wolek kept a quick tempo and rarely 
missed a beat. Yet they seemed always 
to be reacting to one another and not to 
the audience. 

Backing them up were Jim Brady, 
Tana Hawes, Lisa Merklein, and Susan 
Creciun, as Mel's brother and sisters. 
When Mel's family arrive as a unit to help 
pay for their brother's therapy, the offer 
has strings. Each member of the quartet 
portrayed a distinctive personality, yet all 
shared a wariness of getting too involved 
in Mel's financial difficulties. One of the 
best directorial touches was the unified 
side glance, swift and suspicious, of 
all three sisters whenever dollars were 
mentioned. 

The four performances of the play 
were well-attended, with more than 20O 
people viewing the production. The au- 
diences responded with delight to the 
comedy. Staging was managed with 
competence by Kim Worthington and 
Paul Caruso, who assited Director Dave 
Harris.

Editorial: 

Able to Talk and Live Happier 

Last month, this school gained 
another student service, which, in my 
opinion, has been long overdue. The 
weekly visits of two professionals for 
psychological counseling is at last here, 
and not a day too soon. Although 
memos and announcements have been 
made concerning this new service and its 
availability. I would like to bring out a 
couple of other points. 

First of all. one does not have to be 
crazy to seek counseling. Everyday, peo- 
ple from all walks of life talk to profes- 
sional listeners for advice, encourage- 
ment, or just someone to talk to. This 
works well because the counselee has 
usually never met the counselor, nor will 
they probably come in contact agaiti. 

Secondly, psychological and many 
other types of counseling services are 
often very expensive, but the counseling 
service here on campus is free to any 
students needing it. This spells out a big 



plus since private practicing counselors' 
fees often run as high as $60/hour. 

A third important point is. particularly 
for on-campus students, going to see 
someone off campus is often hard to fit 
into a schedule, especially if one does 
not own a car. Our new service is located 
on campus, within the infirmary. The 
hours couldn't be much better — Mon- 
day 2-5 and Thursday evening 5-8. No 
appointment is necessary. 

Another factor that often makes peo- 
ple hesitate to see a counselor is their 
fear that someone will find out. This in 
itself is a myth — almost any type of 
counseling service, this included, is totally 
confidential. 

The reason I can say all of the things I 
have is that I myself have seen a 
counselor off campus at the cost of 
$45/ hour I know very well how it feels 
to have a problem that you don't feel you 
can talk to a friend about. 

.What I'm trying to say is directed to the 
other students Counseling services are 
finally here. They are free, herf on cam- 
pus, and confidential. If you have a prob 
lem. concern, or just need someone to 
hear you out. there is now someone to 
listen .

ANIMAL BEHAVIOR, 

Welfare Expert to Speak 
at Delaware Valley College 

Dr Michael W. Fox, Director of the 
Institute for the Study of Animal Prob- 
lems of the Humane Society of the United 
States, will be the featured speaker at 
Delaware Valley College on Thursday, 
April 7, 1983. The program is sponsored 
by the Laboratory Animal Science Club 
and is scheduled for 8;00 P.M. in the 
David Levin Dining Hall. Dr. Fox will 
speak on "Human and Environmental 
Values and Human Survival." 

The Institute has produced numerous 
publications and developed several tech- 
nical research programs which applied 
scientific methods to the investigation of 
the many uses of animals, including 
laboratory, companion, farm and captive 
wild animals, and using animals in 
education. 

Dr. Fox is a worldwide authority on 
the subject of animal behavior and anitnal 
welfare science and is a recognized ad- 
vocate of animal rights. He was quoted 
in the February 1983 issue of Life 
Magazine concerning the Humane So- 
ciety's five-fold declaration of anitnal 
"freedom": "the freedom to be able to 
get up easily, to lie down, to turn 
around, to stretch, and to groom or 
preen." Fox and his colleagues also 
believe that socil animals — like gregar 
ious livestock — should be allowed some 
interaction with their own kind. 

These refortn measures are directeci 
toward the inhumane intensive live- 
stock raising practices on high-tech 
fartns. aiming to achieve humane stan 
(lards in seeking a balance betweeti the 
animals" environmeiital requiretnents 
and efficient production and slaughter. 

Dr. Fox is also a contributing editor to 
McCall's magazine, and has a nation 
wide syndicated newspaper column. 
"Ask Your Animal Doctor." He recently 
apjieared locally on the television show 
"Those Ama/itig Animals." He is also a 
consulting veterinarian, and gives lee 
tuies. seminars, ami presentations both 
in the U.S. and abroad on a variety ol 
topics lelated to animal uvllaie. behavior, 
i^nd conservation. 

Dr. Fox has a veterinary ilegiee from 
London's Ro^.'al Veterinary College, a 
f'h D in nii'dicine. and a D.Sc. in etholo- 
gy and animal behavior from London 
University, England. He is listed in 
IV/to's Who in Amenra and in VV/io's 
Who II] the World.

DVC Introduces Major 
in Agribusiness 



Delaware Valley College has intro- 
duced a new major in Agribusiness which 
will address the trends in the fundamental 
changes in American agriculture, in- 
cluding the emergence of the corporate 
farm and an increasing role for American 
agriculture in the global economy. 

This new four year Bachelor of Science 
degree program compliments the other 
majors offered by the College which in- 
clude studies in: Agronomy, Animal 
Husbandry, Biology. Business Administra- 
tion. Chemistry, Dairy Husbandry, Food 
Industry, Horticulture, and Ornamental 
Horticulture. 

The post World War II years have 
seen American agriculture take a promi- 
nent place in the international market- 
place. Mechanization, technical advances, 
development of the corporate farm were 
predictable courses, while economic 
growth in developing and developed na- 
tions, world population growth, and the 
failure of agricultural planning and pro- 
duction in Communist bloc countries 
placed American agriculture in an influ- 
ential position in world commerce. 

The growth of agriculture's interna- 
tional role has been staggering. Whereas 
in 1960 exports of our agricultural pro- 
ducts accounted for only 9% of agri- 
cultural sales at $4.8 billion, by 1980 
more than 30% of our agricultural sales 
were to overseas markets, with exports 
sales topping $40 billion. That has gone 
some distance toward softening the 
balance of payments deficit due to other 
imports. While the balance of payments 
surplus in agriculture stood at just $1 
billion in 1960, by 1980 a balance of 
payments surplus of some $20 billion was 
generated by agricultural exports, helping 
to partially defray the costs of importing oil 
and other materials and products. 

American agriculture, then, has 
become a complex facet of international 
business. Meeting the demands of inter- 



national markets while satisfying the 
needs of increasingly complex supply 
and marketing systems at home has 
changed both the role and the complexion 
of American agriculture. It is now 
thoroughly integrated into the complex 
international business economy. And to 
deal effectively with it, it is increasingly 
necessary to apply integrated skills 
di'awn from both technical productive 
agriculture and the management systems 
as traditionally dealt with as "business 
administration." 

Responding to the changes in American 
agriculture and its evolving role in the 
global economy, Delaware Valley Col- 
lege has recently launched a new major 
in Agribusiness. This four-year program, 
slated to enroll its first students in 
September of this year, offers a unique 
blend of courses in basic agriculture, 
science, and management skills designed 
to prepare the graduate for expanding 
career opportunities in agribusiness. 
Right now it is estimated that our national 
agricultural system requires nearly 60,000 
new college graduates per year, and 
many of them are needed to fill manage- 
ment rather than production roles. The 
nation's colleges and universities pro- 
duce only about 36,000 agricultural 
science graduates per year, however. 

The College believes 
this new program fills that need in a uni- 
quely well-suited way.

And with some 80% of 
the world's people in need of better food 
then they are currently getting, the 
growth potential for American agriculture 
remains enormous.

Fertilization 
of Trees and Shrubs

Now that spring has arrived we should 
begin fertilizing our trees and shrubs on 
the campus. Some critics argue that if a 
tree is established and has a normal 
growth habit it may not need to be ferti- 
lized. Others argue trees should be fed 
on a regular basis. 

Depending on the specie of tree you 
may want to feed it a lot for vigorous 
growth. Others you may not want to 
feed a lot to keep them small or prevent 
them from becoming succeptable to dis- 
ease and insect attack. 

Trees with shallow root systems are 
the trees that need the most attention. If 
not properly maintained the roots will 
come to the surface of the ground and 
search for food. This exposes them to 
mechanical injury as well as insect and 
other problems. If the tree cannot find 
food its roots will reach out along the soil 
surface until it finds food. A tree with an 
all surface root system is always more 
prone to heaving out of the ground and 
has the potential to be blown over in a 
storm . 

Once you buy a tree or shrub, where 
does your problem start? The problem of 
lack of food starts in transplanting the

NCAA Championship

Coach Jim Valvano and the North 
Carolina State Wolfpack were surely 
"the team of destiny ' as they surprised 
everyone on Monday evening by beating 
number one ranked Houston for the 
1983 NCAA Championship. 

The Pack was expected to slow down 
the game but came out running and with 
a strong defense to silence "phi slama 
jama" for much of the first half while 
building a 33-25 halftime advantage. 
Houston outscored State 17-2 to open 
the second half, to take a seven-point 
lead but "the cardiac kids" were able to 
battle back when they forced the 
Cougars to shoot foul shots. Houston 
only shot 61% from the line all season 
and missed some key shots late in the 
game including the front end of a one- 
on-one with 54 seconds remaining. With 
the score tied at 52 the Pack wanted to 
get the ball to Dereck Wittenberg and 
with only three seconds remaining did 
just that. Wittenberg put up a 30 foot at- 
tempt which fell off to the right but there 
was Lorenzo Charles who slammed it 
home for the 54-52 upset victory. 

Dereck Wittenberg was named MVP 
as he scored 14 points, including four in 
the final minute to put the Pack in the tie. 
Houston got a stellar performance from 
Akeem Abdul Olajuwon but the Cougars 
had to settle for a 31-1 season and se- 
cond place. 

North Carolina State became the first 
team to win the title with ten loses while 
winning their first title since 1974, but 
what will be remembered is the way they 
grounded the Cougars aerial attack and 
beat them at their game.

plant to its permanent site. If you are 
transplanting bare root, you can establish 
the tree in good soil and get a good start 
from the beginning. If you are transplant- 
ing a Balled and Burlapped (B & B) 
plant you may have problems if you 
have a root ball of soil that the tree or 
shrub does not like under normal condi- 
tions, such as clay soil. This is sometimes 
called "sour soil." What you can do to 
help your plant get started is to dig your 
new plant hole one foot wider and six in- 
ches deeper than your ball, use all good 
soil (sweet soil) as your back fill, use a 
rake to rake off some of the sour soil 
from the ball so as not to disturb or cut off 
the roots once it is placed in the hole. 
The best soil mix ratio will depend on the 
specie or variety of your plant. Generally, 
most back fill mixes are prepared mixes. 
It is best to mix these mixes with some 
topsoil for best results. 

The main problem with the plant 
material at our campus is that most of 
our soil is primarily clay. When the plants 
were planted, not enough care went into 
planting some of our plants. Those that 
you see thriving were properly planted 
and were able to adapt. Those that you 
see dying or not thriving are unable to 
adapt. This is not to say that th^s is the 
only reason our plants are the way they 
are, there are many other factors as well. 
The main point is — to fertilize and plant 
properly at the start. A strong tree will be 
able to fight off disease and insect attack 
better than a tree that is planted in a 
weak state with a bad root ball or at the 
wrong planting depth.

MEN'S TRACK 

The men's track team continued to im- 
press as they returned to action on Satur- 
day in the Lincoln University Invitational. 
Despite the rain, and the competition 
from 23 schools and track clubs, the Ag- 
gies turned in a very strong performance. 

Steve Trostle was the highlight for the 
Aggies as he threw the discus 146 ft. 5 in. 
for a second place finish. For Steve it 
added eight feet to his previous best 
while placing him just 7' 7" shy of the 
NCAA qualifying distance. 

In the 10,000-meter run Jeppe Chris- 
tiansen and Ed Kurri finished second and 
third. Jeppe covered the distance in 
32; 10.0 while Ed trailed him by 25 sec- 
onds, (32:35.0). Chip Zerr got another 
third place finish for the Aggies as he ran 
a 56.5 in the 400-intermediate hurdles. 
In the shot put John Stella threw 44 ' 1 " 
for a fourth place finish while Rob Char- 
ette finished fifth with a toss of 43' 5" 
Chuck Cooper ran a 4: 14.0 in the 1.500- 
meter, good enough to earn him a 
seventh place finish. 

The Aggies relay teams continued 
their good form as the team of Bruce 
Knipe, Phil Luccarelli, Edsen Barrett, 
and Jeff Robinson finished fifth in the 
400-meter relay in a time of 43.25. Also 
the team of Chip Zerr, Bruce Knipe, Dan 
Glowatski, and Tim Ireland ran a 1:05.1 
to finish sixth in the shuttle hurdles, 
before a fourth place finish (3:22.23) by 
the 1,600-mcter relay team of Luccarelli. 
Jim Eichhorn, Zerr. and Robinson closed 
the day for the Aggies. 

The Aggies will be in action in 
Reading, Pa. tomorrow where they will 
face Susquehanna and host Albright 
College in the first head-to-head compe- 
tition this season.

Point Pleasant 
Symposium

On Tuesday, April 12. 1982. a sym- 
posium on the Point Pleasant Pumping 
Station was held in the Mandell Science 
Building, room 114. The symposium 
proved to be quite interesting as both 
sides provided the advantages and dis- 
advantages of completing the pumping 
station. 

Tht' symposium was divided into two 
one hour discussions from officials on 
both sides of the conflicting issue. 

The first to speak was a representative 
for the N.W.R A. (Nashaminy Water 
Resources Authority) A fourteen 
minute film clip was shown explaining 
the necessity and advantages of having a 
pumping station at Point Pleasant The 
major point of the symposium from the 
N.W.R.A.'s findings is quoted as follows: 

"As a project to develop water sup- 
plies for public water supply and cooling 
water purposes, the Point Pleasant Pro- 
ject has a clear need to develop the pro- 
posed facilities in or adjacent to the 
waters of the Delaware River. North- 
branch Nashaminy Creek. Eastbranch 
Perkiomen Creek, and Pine Run The 
development of the proposed withdrawals 
is reasonabi}; necessary to serve present 
purposes and future needs in the service 
area of the Neshaminy Water Supply 
System within Bucks and Montgomery 
counties, and to supply cooling water for 
operation of the Limerick Nuclear 
Generating Station. The proposed Point 
Pleasant Project, properly constructed 
and operated, should present no signifi- 
cant threats to life or property. " 

Supporting officials from Del-AWARE, 
the opposition, stated their findings on 
why the pump should be discontinued, 
in a fact sheet compiled by Del-AWARE. 
Main reasons being — simpler, low cost, 
less water consumptive alternatives exist 
for all uses of this water plan. Closer, less 
costly alternatives have been offered to 



Peco for Limerick. The effects on the 
river as a whole, have not been evaluated. 
The Point Pleasant Diversion Plan is 
designed for a capacity of over 2.5 times 
that presently stated. It simply is not 
needed. 

Both sides of the conflicting issue were 
presented equally and it's up to you to 
decide which side to support 

If you would like to dump the pump 
you are urged to vote YES on the next 
primary ballot Vote NO if you wish the 
pump to be completed. 

The decision is yours.

That leaves us 
to depend on Social Security when those 
golden years arrive or save for our own 
pension. 

Last year the Social Security System 
escaped bankruptcy through borrowing 
money from other funds. The problems 
was caused by a low cash flow due to im- 
balances between revenues and expen- 
ditures. Social Security is a "pay as you 
go" system, which worked in the 1950's, 
but today there is more being paid out 
than is coming in. 

What should we do as future retirees 
with a shaky system behind us? Should 
you run to a bank after the graduation 
ceremony and open an IRA? Should we 
start stuffing a mattress? Before you do 
anything, maybe you should find out 
more about a plan developed and pro- 
posed by Peter J. Montagnoli of Las 
Vegas. Nevada. 

Mr. Montagnoli. originally from New 
Jersey, was a typical working man who 
learned the hard way how inadequate 
the Social Security System is when he 
became disabled and tried to collect. He 



is not against Social Security; it's the best 
plan we have, but when you consider 
that the national average income is 
$12,000 and Social Security pays about 
$200 a month, you can see that it needs 
to be replaced. 

Mr. Montagnoli has a better plan 
which he feels can work. He wants to do 
away with Social Security, wipe out 
company and government pensions and 
establish a National Pension Plan (NPP) 
which will pay every American, at age 
65, a retirement pension equal to the 
average national income. 

Pensions would be financed by a small 
tax on all manufactured goods and ser- 
vices at the retail end. This plan costs less 
than any other, eliminates poverty in the 
elderly, reduces taxes for everyone, and 
will stimulate the economy by putting 
money back in the people's hands. Even 
if you have never worked but were a 
consumer you will have earned a pen- 
sion. With Social Security you pay from 
the day you start working until the day 
you retire, but never again after retire- 
ment. With a NPP you pay from the aadle 
until death, but you are guaranteed a 
pension. 

If you're an Agriculture major going in- 
to a field which offers no formal pension 
or you plan to have your own business, 
in which you would have to make up 
your own pension and you're abit worried 
if there will be enough Social Security 
around to help you when you retire, 
then you should get in touch with Pete 
Montagnoli and see what you can do to- 
day to prepare fee your future, the one 
that starts when you turn 65.

They 
are waiting for all construction to cease 
before attempting to solve this problem. 

There is one good note; resurfacing of 
certain areas has already been done, but 
it will take some time before all problems 
are resolved. 

It will take time, money, and person- 
nel before the problem can be solved. 
Don't worry; we haven't sunk yet!

Over the vear^ A Dav.- has changed \n 
u'flect thi' development of the college yet 
still retains its basic features The idea of 
A'Dav w<)s t'ntirelv developed bv the ^tu 
dents and is still a student-sponsored 



event The first A-Day was operated 
under a iwiified budget, another pro 
cedure which has been continued to the 
present. 

But there have been' changes. Those 
attending the event have changed from 
area farmers to an urban family oriented 
group, friends, and relatives of students. 
Because of this, farmer-oriented exhibits 
were de-emphasi/ed. while activities 
such as hay rides and children's exhibits 
became more popular. Today's A-Day 
still includes farm animal displays and 
judging contests but also includes a 
Flower & Garden show. Honey Bee ex- 
hibit, and art show, as well as feature 
displays presented by all clubs Other 
events will include Band and Chorale 
concerts, and contests in log sawing, pie 
eating, canoe jousting, and a milking 
competition 

A-Day has also become a victim of

D.V.C.'s OH Professor Has 
No Lawn, But Cultivates Only 
East Coast Moss Garden 

For over 20 years, David Benner, an 
ornamental horticulture professor at 
Delaware Valley College of Science and 
Agriculture, has fought to destroy every 
blade of grass in his yard and cultivates a 
garden of moss and wildflowers instead. 

"Americans have been brainwashed 
into thinking they need grass," claims 
Benner, a Centre Bridge resident and 
botanist at Washington Crossing's 
Bowman Hill Wildflower Preserve. 

In an article in the August issue of 
Country, the Mid-Atlantic regional 
magazine published in Alexandria, 
Virginia, Professor Benner proclaims 
that the millions of dollars Americans 
spend each year on grass seed, fer- 
tilizers, lawnmower. and gasoline, is a 
tremendous waste. When Benner and 
his family moved into their Centre Bridge 
home in 1962 they found a lawn with 
"lots of shade, spindly grass, and an acid 
soil." Rather than fight the natural condi- 
tions, they decided to take advantage of 
them and to encourage the growth of 
moss on the property. 

"By spreading sulfur dust on the grass 
1 killed it off." Benner is quoted as saying 
in the Country article. "That made the 
soil more acid and allowed the moss to 
take over. The only maintenance 1 have 
is to rake up the leaves in the fall." if not 
cleared of debris, the moss will rot; but it 
is a very hardy ground covering and will 
survive a drought better than most 
grasses. 



"Through years of nurturing." reports 
Patti Sheehy. who wrote the Country 
piece, "Benner has cultivated the only 
moss arden in the eastern United States. 
Between 50 and 100 varieties of moss 
form the verdant cover that meanders its 
Vv-ay along the watei"fall. up to the grace- 
ful birdbath, and finally trails off into the 
eerie darkness of the nearby woods." 

Benner's lawn also boasts a magnifi- 
cent display of wildflowers. many of 
them quite rare. The professor prefers to 
cultivate the pastel colors of wildflowers 
native to the region; blue periwinkles, 
pink bleeding hearts, wild yellow pop- 
pies, yellow violets, dripping wisteria, 
creeping pink and blue phlox, foamflow- 
ers. lavender rhododendron, and white 
azaleas. There are also dogwoods, 
woodleek, and a rare double bloodroot 
growing on his land, plus flower shrubs, 
ivies, and ferns. 

Most of the wildflowers bloom in the 
spring. In the summer it's time for the 
berry bushes to bloom, providing the 
Benner's with jams, jellies, and seasonal 
desserts. The Benner's have even hosted 
wild-foods dinner parties with food 
grown on their property. 

The only problem David Benner has 
in this idyllic setting, he reported to 
Country, is keeping away a herd of 
about 30 deer from the woods nearby. 
He solved the problem by hanging bags 
of human hair in the branches of the 
beech, oak. and black birch trees that 
provide the shade necessary to cultivate 
his carpet of moss. "The smell of hair 
keeps the deer out." Benner explains. 



The Country article includes some tips 
from Benner on how to cultivate your 
own moss garden. Noting that moss Is 
hard to transplant, one of his suggestions 
is to encourage the extension of any 
moss you may already have.

HANDS-ON AGRONOMY 

This summer a new course was intro 
duced into the Agronomy curriculum. For 
several years, two Agronomy Depart- 
ment instructors. Mr. Claycomb and Mr. 
Wolford. had been making a survey 
among their students Information com- 
ing from the students proved what was 
already suspected — that many students 
enrolled at Delaware Valley College 
have had limited or no experience in ac 
tually operating farm machinery. Even 
students off the farms confided that 
"Dad" ran the baler, seeder, combine, 
etc. and they, the students, did the haul- 
ing and unloading operations Based 
upon these findings, a new course entitled 
"Agronomic Crop Production" was of 
fered during the first summer session 
which provided the students with actual 
"in-season" experience in all farming 
operations necessary for the production 
of agronomic crops. 

Each week was action-packed! The 
first week was spent mainly on agriculture 
machinery safety since agriculture is 
rated as one of the top five in occupa- 
tional hazards The students discovered 
to their dismay that tractor operations, 
hitching equipment, and backing both 
two-wheel and four-wheel machines out 
of tight quarters is far more difficult than 
is shown on a set of slides, By the end of 
the first week, the students were moving 
into the fields. 

During the next several weeks each 
participant chisel plowed; moldboard 
plowed; disk-harrowed; planted corn 
and applied a liquid fertilizer using a J.D. 
7000 conservation planter modified to 
hold liquid tanks; and planted rye, using 
a grain drill. 




Use of the forage harvester and filling 
silos was followed by mowing, tedding, 
raking, and baling hay. A comment over- 
heard: "This work isn't really that hard 
until you get inside the barn and stack 
bales under a hot roof." 

As the course progressed, the students 
were taught spraying operations, both 
field and orchard, highlighted by using a 
modern air-blast sprayer One rainy day 
was spent on proper machinery mainte- 
nance which included lubrication, chang- 
ing hydraulic and motor oils, cleaning, 
regapping or changing sparkplugs, chang 
ing or regapping points, and timing trac- 
tor engines. 

During the relatively short time re 
maining, the students learned how to 
drive and operate a combine and com- 
puter utilization in a managerial position

Sunday, September 25. 

On Sunday, September 25, The 
Lower Bucks Hospital will sponsor the 
fourth annual LBH Run. Co-sponsored 
b^ the First Federal Savings and Loan 
Association of Bucks County, the run is 
being held for the benefit of The Lower 
Bucks Hospital Center for Sports Medi- 
cine and Rehabilitation.

The fun run will begin promptly at 
9:30 AM; the lOK run will follow, at ap- 
proximately 10 AM. 

Runners in the lOK race will receive 
fine quality caps; fun runners will receive 
patches. In addition, medals will be pre- 
sented to the first three fun run finishers 
(men and women) in each category and 
awards will be presented to the first three 
lOK finishers (men and women) in each 
category. First place overall finishers 
(men and women) in both thj^ fun run 
and the lOK run will be av^j^ded prizes'. 
Drawings for other prizes will be held.

Australia II Wins Cup!!!

Ever since the schooner America first 
defeated the British fleet around the Isle 
of Wright in 1851, the Americas Cup has 
been in the United States, more specifi- 
cally in the halls of the New York Yacht 
Club's Manhatten mansion. 

All summer the praises for the boat 
known as Australia II have been heard 
echoing in these halls. Could this be the 
time the Americas Cup was taken from 
America? For Australian Financier Alan 
Bond, it was the fourth try at the Americas 
Cup; but this time he had a legitimate 
chance. 

The U.S. hopes of retaining the Cup 
in this the 25th defense lied in the boat 
Libert]; and its' skipper Dennis Conner. 

From the beginning the winged keel 
design of the Aussies' boat was ques- 
tioned, but racing began when a ruling 
stated the boat was within the 12- meter 
specifications. 

In races one and two, the Aussies had 
problems and Conner, who was trying to 
become the first man since the 1930's to 
defend the Cup two straight times, guided 
Liberty to victory. Following a day 
when the wind would not allow the boats 
to finish in the 5 hour, 15 minute time 
period, the third race was run. This time 
Liberty had the problems as the Aussies 
sailed to a 3 minute, 14 second victory. 
When racing again resumed on Rhode 
Island Sound, Conners' and Liberty 
again prevailed, taking a commanding 
3-1 lead in the series. 

But, Skipper John Bertrand was not 
finished, winning race number five by 
1:47, then race six by a nearly unbeliev- 
able 3:25, to set up an unprecedented 
seventh and deciding race. 

In race seven the Aussies came from 
behind; and as they had become the first 
boat to win three races, they also now 
became the first ever to win the Americas 
Cup, thus ending the longest winning 
streak in sporting history: 24 straight 
defenses, spanning 132 years. 

Now that the only international trophy 
never to have changed hands has in fact 
changed hands, will it return to the halls 
of the New York Yacht Club or will the 
Americas Cup again be lost and take up 
residence elsewhere?

To the Editor 

I must write in response to letters and 
editorials whk:h appeared in the Septem- 
ber 30th Ram Pages deriding campus 
landscape maintenance, among other 
things. The letters were a bittersweet 
reading experience for me. On one hand, 
I'm happy to see some student interest in 
our campus and it's maintenance. Stu- 
dent apathy appeared to be reaching le- 
thal proportions, but these letters show 
that we shouldn't be too hasty about put- 
ting the nails into the coffin. Student inter- 
est is out there, and I couldn't be happier. 

On the other hand, Landscape Main- 
tenance has been under the Ornamental 
Horticulture Department for the last year, 
and as Chairman of OH., this area is 
under my administration. While I'll admit 
that our campus landscaping could be im- 
proved, its shortcomings are not the fault 
of our Landscape Maintenance crew or 
the OH. department. Mr. Varacallo, 
Superintendent of Landscape Mainte- 
nance, and his mostly student crew have 
worked closely with the OH. Department 
in an effort to make our campus as bright 
and as cheerful an environment as pos- 
sible within the possibilities of budget and 
manpower. Here are some things that 
have been or are being done toward this 
end: 

1 . An effort is being made to reduce or 
eliminate non-pedestrian traffic on 
paths and walks via barriers to reduce 
damage to lawn and iandscapjes. 

2. The OH. Department is in the pro- 
cess of creating a master plan of 
campus landscaping so that work 
can begin to relandscape portions 
of campus as time and money per- 
mit. The campus has been divided 
into 30 sections and a detailed plan 
has already been prepared for 10 of 
the sections. 

3. The campus is more colorful than 
ever before with the addition of 
hundreds of annuals, perennials, 
and bulbs. Just this past year 1982- 
83 over 1000 bulbs were planted 
on campus, and this fall over 500 
hardy mums have been added for 
splashes of color. 

4. New gardens have been and are 
being developed such as the gerani- 
um trial garden, the annual display 
garden, the woodland walk, and 
others. 

5. The arboretum is not being ignored 
as letters in the Ram Pages might 
suggest. This past fall. Mr. Ray, 
working with student volunteers, 
refurbished the walk by the lake and 
planted numerous trees which have 
interesting bark. A rare azalea col- 
lection propagated by Mr. Rellis will 
be planted in the wooded area as 
soon as they reach a size suitable for 
transplanting. 

6. New garden features have been ad- 
ded on campus such as walks and 
railroad tie borders. 

7. Dozens of dead and dying trees 
were removed from campus this 
past year and more will be repaired, 
pruned, or removed this winter. 

8. As soon as the weather permits, 
grounds maintenance will land- 
scape the entire student center. 

9. Landscape maintenance has 
routinely picked up trash all over 
campus (even though trash and 
sanitation is not the responsibility of 
grounds maintenance). 

10. Efforts have started to re-label trees 
and shrubs on campus. 

Frankly, in the approximately 20 years 
I've been involved with Delaware Valley 
College, I have never seen it look better. 
This doesn't mean that we have a Long- 
wood Gardens for a campus, but it does 
show that Landscape Maintenance under 
the OH. Department is moving in the 
right direction; toward a better campus 
environment. 

There was mention in one of the com- 
plaint letters about students wanting to 
help with campus maintenance. To my 
knowledge, no student wishing to volun- 
teer for grounds maintenance work has 



ever been turned down. We encourage 
student volunteers. Students need only 
see Mr. Varacalb or myself and a proiect 
can be set up for any student or group. 
Students can help in other ways. Some 
of Landscape Maintenance's wori< is re- 
peiir of damage caused by students. There 
is outright vandalism of plant material 
and landscape features, littering, and 
carelessness which results in many man- 
hours of work; hours that could be better 
used to rejuvenate our aesthetically poor- 
er areas. When you see damage being 
done, report it; if you see trash, pk:k it 
up; if you have a suggestion for plant 
maintenance or relandscaping, make it. 
Let's get working together to get what we 
all want — a better campus environment.

Intercollegiate Dairy Cattle 
Judging Team Results 

The 1^3 Delaware Valley College In- 
tercollegiate Dairy Cattle Judging Team 
has competed in the Eastern States Ex- 
pKDation, held September 17, 1983, We^ 
Springfield, Massachusetts; and the Penn- 
sylvania All- American, held September 
26, 1983, Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 

In the Eastern States Exposition con- 
test, fifteen collegiate teams participated, 
representing the Eastern and Mid- 
western universities. 

The DVC team members were Sue 
Kulp, Paul Allen, and Scott Timmins. 
Tom Smith was alternate. Twelve classes 
of dairy cattle were placed and two sets 
of reasons defending the placings of 
Guernsey aged cows and Holstein two- 
year-olds were given by each contestant 
to official judges. 

The DVC individual and team high- 
lights are in Ayrshires, Sue Kulp placed 
sixth, Scott Timmins placed 15th, and 
the team placed seventh. In Brown 
Swiss, Scott Timmins placed eighth, 
Paul Allen placed 11th, Sue Kulp placed 
18th, and the team placed second. In 
Jerseys, Sue Kulp placed third, Paul 
Allen placed 1 1th, Scott Timmins placed 
21st, and the team placed third. 

The overall standings were: Sue Kulp 
placed eighth and Scott Timmins placed 
19th individually out of 59 contestants. 
The team placed eighth out of 15 teams. 

In the Pennsylvania All-American 
contest, 24 teams, % contestants, par- 
ticipated representing states as far away 
as California. Ten classes (one cow, one 
heifer, and class of each of the five 
breeds were placed) and five sets of 
reasons (one each breed) were given. 

The DVC team members were Sue 
Kulp. Tom Smith, and Scott Timmins. 
Phil Hamncr was alternate. 

The DVC individual and team high- 
lights are Sue Kulp placed sixth overall, 
and fourth high in reasons out of % con- 
testants. Sue was also tenth in Guern- 
seys. Tom Smith placed 11th in both 
Guernseys and Brown Swiss and 15th in 
Ayrshires. Scott Timmins placed ninth in 
Holsteins. In Jerseys, the team placed 
fourth, in Holsteins, eighth, and tenth in 
Guernseys. 

The team is to be congratulated with a 
fine showing of 43 average, compared to 
the winning Ohio State University team 
which averaged 45 out of a possible 50 
points.

The October films presented by CLOSELY WATCHED FILMS are The Last 
Wave, Australia, 1978, Peter Weir (10/5); Gates of Heaven, USA, 1978, Errol 
Morris, (10/13); M, Germany, 1931, Fritz Lang, (10/20), and Zazie, France, 
1960, Louis Malle, (10/27). Films are shown at the James Lorah Memorial 
Home Auditorium, 132 N. Main Street (across from the Bucks County Court 
House), Doylestown, Pennsylvania at 7:30 p.m. Mini series tickets are $5 (any 
two films), and individual tickets, depending on availability, are $3. (Closely 
Watched Films is dependent on its members for its success. Membership for the 
Fall nine film series is $15.) Doors will open at 7:00 p.m. at which time unusual 
coffee, tea, and fresh pastries will be available. Films are preceded by classic and 
experimental shorts, some by local filmmakers. 

The Last Wave, Australia, 1978, Peter Weir, color, (10/5) - A white 
Australian lawyer (Richard Chamberlain) defends an Aborigine accused of a crime 
and is drawn into a strange separate culture that he barely knew existed. Peter 
Weir, one of the prominent new Australian directors, creates an elusive, ominous 
atmosphere as we venture deeper into ritual, mystery and suspense. Perry Mason 
never had a case like this one! 

Gates of Heaven, USA, 1978, Errol Morris, color (10/13) — A funny, affec- 
tionate and touching documentary about a pet cemetery. Gates of Heaven is one 
of the most original films in recent years. Through sustained, free-flowing 
monologues that sound as if Eugene O'Neil had been rewritten by Samuel 
Beckett, Morris' camera captures a strange and wonderful cast of characters. It's as 
though Norman Rockwell had bicycled with easel and palette into "The Twilight 
Zone." 

M, Germany, 1931, Fritz Lang, B&W, German with English subtitles, (10/20) 

— Fritz Lang creates a sinister atmosphere as both the police and the underworld 
separately lay plans to seek and capture a child murderer (Peter Lorre) , who has 
been terrifying the city. The peddlers, beggars, and hoods are organized in a city- 
wide search to end the increased police vigilance on their own activities. Lang's 
first sound film is a classic. 

Zazie, France, 1960, Louis Malle, color, French with English subtitles, (10/27) 

— The most free-wheeling of French New Wave films is about a foul-mouthed 
1 1 -year-old girl who comes to Paris to visit her strange uncle. Malle fashions Zazie 
into an orgy of film parodies, visual games, changing speeds, and breakneck 
editing. Zazie is a funny, magk:al movie, a film-lover's journey through the looking 
glass.

Greyhounds Topple Aggies

One must look back to 1980 to find 
the last time the A^ies lost two games in 
a row and even further to see the last 
time they lost two games in the con- 
ference in one season. But. the Aggies 
have run into a string of hard luck in a 
very tough Middle Atlantic Conference 
and their hope of a fourth straight MAC 
title received its second straight setback 
with the 27-21 loss to Moravian on 
Saturday. 

The Aggies opened the scoring with 
4:18 remaining in the first quarter when 
Cosmo Losco scampered three yards for 
the touchdown capping a 64-yard drive. 
The Aggies made it 14-0 in the second 
quarter when Nick Russo plunged in 
from one yard out to culminate a 40- 
yard drive set up by Mike Harbold's fum- 
ble recovery. 

But, the Greyhounds were not to be 
denied, scoring twice before the half to 
tie the game. Coach Al Wilson said "You 
go out and get ahead 14-0 and you're 
not suppose to letup. At some point and 
time in the first half we letup and gave 
them life and they came back." 

Moravian's momentum carried into 
the second half as they took the lead to 
stay, with field goals of 23 and 36 yards. 
The Aggies fell behind even further when 
quarterback Frank Godshall hit Jim Dan- 
na on a 25-yard scoring strike with 5:09 
left in the third quarter. 

The Aggies did put together a drive 
late in the third quarter as Gary Kember- 
ling moved the Aggies 87 yards. The last 
yard being a one-yard ruri by Emil 
Novak for the score. Joe Cox, replacing 
the injured Bob Hudoka. then added his 
third PAT of the afternoon to make the 
score 27-21. 

Other than a late desperation drive, 
which stalled in the Moravian territory, 
the Aggies were unable to threaten and 
the game ended with the score 27-21. 

Moravian coach Rocco Calvo, after 
the game, said "We felt that our only op- 
portunity to win would be if we had suc- 
cess throwing the ball. We didn't think 
we could make a living running on them."

For the past few weeks our mailbox 
has been overflowing — and believe me, 
I'm not complaining — however, I do 
feel that a few clarifications are necessary.

I have always been told that many people meet their spouses in college, simply 
because most of those whom you meet are the ones you associate closely with for 
the rest of you life It is out of this group of lifetime friendships that many people 
meet that special person and fall in love. As a matter of fact, this is one of the 
reasons why some people attend college — to get married. Did you date often in 
school? Did you think that maybe one or two of them were "the one?" Perhaps 
they weren't, but most likely they were. 

1 did a little research to find out how true this is of the alumni from Delaware 
Valley College. Even though the first woman to graduate was only 16 years ago in 
1969. there are a surprising amount of Aggie -Aggiette marriages from Del Val.

Aggies Fall To Pioneers

As the Aggies had capitalized on Upsala 
turnovers the previous week the tables 
turned and it was Widener taking advan- 
tage of Aggie mistakes on Saturday.

The Aggies opening drive was very 
impressive but a missed field goal turned 
them away.

The big blow 
was a 45-yard touchdown pass from 
Dari Guy to Steve Carter. 

in the second quarter the Aggies even- 
ed the score as Tom O'Neill hit Rodger 
Kennedy with an eight-yard scoring strike. 
Thus caping a four-play, 20-yard drive set 
up by Kevin Boyle's 22-yard punt return 
and sending the third annual Pennsylva- 
nia Sports Hall of Fame Game to the 
locker room tied at seven. 

But in the third quarter things fell apart 
for the Aggies. The Pioneers used two 
turnovers to open a 21-7 lead then added 
another score in the fourth on another 
Aggie mistake. 

With 10:35j'emaining in the game the 
Aggies closed the gap to 28-13 as Emil 
Novak scampered in from 20 yards out. 
but that was all the points the Aggies 
could generate on the afternoon. Wide- 
ner did get on the score board one last 
time with just under six minutes remain- 
ing to give them the 35-13 victory. 

The loss all but eliminated the Aggies 
chances to win their fourth consecutive 
MAC crown and was the sixth time the 
Pioneers defeated the Aggies in the six 
meetings between the two. 

Coach Al Wilson said "You've got to 
score when you get your opportunities. 
We didn't and they did." "We have to 
regroup and get our act together," said 
Wilson. "We've got to go out with the 
idea that we're going to win our last four 
games, it seems like we have to regroup 
every week this season." 

The Aggies will host Juniata (0-4 in 
the MAC) tomorrow before the home- 
coming crowd.

Annual Liberal Arts 
Scholarships 

• 

On August 31, 1982 anonymous 
donors established a trust fund to grant 
Liberal Arts scholarships to first-team 
sentors attending Delaware Valtey College. 

The income accrued from the trust 
fund finances annually at least a $1,000 
and a $500 scholarship to the first-team 
seniors with the highest and the second 
highest cumulative academic averages in 
Liberal Arts. 3-credits-per-semester 
courses taken at Delaware Valley Col- 
lege. The awards are granted at the begin- 
ning of the Fall semester each year. 

To qualify for the scholarships, each 
recipient: must have earned at least a 2.0 
cumulative academic average in all 
courses taken at Delaware Valley College 
or transferred to the College; must have 
accumulated at least 21 credits in 3- 
credits-per-semester Liberal Arts courses 
taken at Delaware Valley College; and 
must be in good standing in the campus 
community in all ways. 

If two successful candidates for the 
scholarships have identical cumulative 
academic averages in the Liberal Arts 
courses, the student who has earned the 
most credits in the Liberal Arts Division's 
courses will receive the scholarship. When 
that method of selection is not usable, the 
full time faculty niembers of the Division 
of Liberal Arts will determine the recipient 
or recipients from the qualified seniors. 

If additional donations to the trust fund 
inaease significantly, the College may in- 
crease the number of scholarships to 
three or more, depending upon the avail- 
able funds. 

During the 1982 academic year the 
$1,000 scholarship for a member of the 
class of 1983 was awarded to John 
Sipley, a Biology major, while the $500 
went to Thomas Hamm, an Ornamental 
Horticulture major. This September. 
Janet L. Graham, an Agronomy major, 
won the $1,000 scholarship. Janet's 
classmate. Wanda M. Perugini. an Orna- 
mental Horticulture major, was the reci- 
pient of the $500 award.

Montco Beekeeping 
Association Honey Show

Judging honey?!! — What do I know 
about honey besides that it is good to 
eat!! Well, on Wednesday October 12. I 
got a chance to learn all about honey and 
how it is judged in competition. The 
Montco Beekeeping Association, which 
is comprised of approximately 140 mem- 
bers, had a honey show at the apiary. 
The honey was judged by Dr. Berthold 
along with the help of the apiary society. 

Five main divisions were being judge 
in this meet: liquid honey, comb honey, 
chunk honey, finely crystalized honey, 
and beeswax. Depending on the associa- 
tion who is having the judging, there 
could also be other categories such as 
mead — which is a honey wine, and 
baked goods. 

Before judging, the liquid honey was 
arranged from light to dark and then it 
was divided into 4 divisions based on col- 
or. All the liquid honey was tested for its 
moisture content with an instrument call- 
ed a refractometer. Any honey that gives 
a reading below a 12 or above a 18.6 is 
automatically disqualified because it is 
then no longer considered real honey. 
The liquid honey was then judged in the 
following categories: flavor, moisture 
content, appearance on shelf, and clean- 
liness. Besides using eyes to judge clean- 
liness, the honey is set in an instrument 
called a polariscope, which shows any 
honey that has crystallized or that has 
any dirt in it. 

Chunk honey is liquid honey with a 
nice evenly cut piece of comb honey in 
it. This is judged basically the same way 
as the liquid honey. The categories for 
judging are these: moisture content, ap- 
pearance, cleanliness, and eveness and 
size of the cut. 

The comb honey was divided into two 
main categories — round and square. 
This was judged on the following basis: 
uniformity and appearance and lack of 
travel stains which occur when honey is 
left in the hive too long, the absence of 
watering cappings. the cleanliness of sec- 
tion box. and freedom from granulation. 

The beeswax was divided into three 
categories — block, molded, and candle- 
sticks, and was judged on the following 
characteristics: color (the color should be 
a bright yellow), aroma, cleanliness, uni- 
formity of appearance, and freedom from 
cracking. 

The basic determinant to being a win- 
ner in any category in a honey show is 
appearance. The judge basically looks 
for the ideal shelf product — something 
that would look good and store well on 
the shelf. Many thank to Dr. Berthold, 
the Apiary Society, and the Montco Bee- 
keeping Association for an educational 
and inspiring evening!!

'Time To Decide Again"

With Election day Tuesday the 8th, 
the voters of Bucks County get the final 
say on the pump. For those of you who 
are unaware of what the pump is. read 
on. 

The pump, a water diversion project 
that is to bring water from the Delaware 
River into Bucks and Montgomery coun- 
ties, has been an issue for years. The 
Pumping Station is being built at Point 
Pleasant, Pa. and will move water through 
pipe lines and existing streams, one of 
them Branch Creek, into the sections of 
the counties where water is needed. Some 
of the unused water will return to the 
Delaware; while the rest will run down to 
the Limerick Nuclear Power Plant, into 
the Schukyll River and out to the ocean. 
The Station will pump 95 million gallons 
a day with 15 to 45 million being used by 
the two counties and the rest going to the 
Philadelphia Electric Company (PECO)! 
After the drought of 1981 and 82, 
Bucks County Commissioners, Elaine 
Zettick and Andrew Warren, both Repub- 
licans, voted for the project, while Dem- 
ocrat Carl Fonash opposed the construc- 
tion , The contracts were set up with orig- 
inal cost estimates about 13 million with 
the cost for completion standing at be- 
tween 55 and 75 million today. These 
costs arc to be put out by Bucks County 
and later reimbursed by Montgomery 
County and PECO. 

After construction began, a group of 
Point Pleasant and vicinity residents, 
along with naturalists and conservation 
ist. formed a group called "Del-AWARE" 
to stop the project They received help 
from a group called "The Friends of 
Branch Creek." After many battles they 
finally had the issue put in a non-binding 
referendum for the May 18th primary. A 
non-binding referendum is one in which 
the county commissioners may or may 
not abide by the voter returns 

The three county commissioners de- 
cided they would do what the voters 
wanted. The results of the election: 56% 
of the voters against the pump, (by the 
way, a "Yes" vote meant no pump), and 
44% for the pump required a "No" vote. 
The commissioners, turning down more 
direct attempts to stop the pump from 
being built, tried to go through the court 
system. The result? The pump and the 
tax payers' money go on. 

It is now November, and the voters are 
still faced with this issue, but this time to 
decide who is to get elected. All four can- 
didates say they are opposed to the pump, 
but are split on how to stop the project. 
The Republican Candidates Elaine Zet- 
tick and Andrew Warren both incum- 
bents, are suggesting waiting for the 
retirement of the present pro-pump chair- 
man of the Neshaminy Water Resource 
Authority. (NWRA), the county commis- 
sion that is building the pump, and replac- 
ing them with a non-pump person. A 
move like that will take until January and 
still leaves room for one of the already 
non-pump persons to change their minds. 
The commission now takes a stand of 
three pro-pump, and two no pump; after 
the reappointment the vote should be- 
come two pro-pump, three no pump, 
and the project will be stopped. The two 
commissioners also support a way for an 
alternate source of water. 

The two Democratic candidates. In- 
cumbent Carl Fonash and running mate 
Lucille Trench, would like to follow the 
options the two Republicans have turned

down. They are to pass an ordinance tak- 
ing over the project from the NWRA. 
thereby stopping it themselves. An ordi- 
nance is the special power of a munici- 
pality to pass a law which accomplishes 
something Only 59 ordinances have been 
passed in Bucks County since 1945. The 
Democrats would also go to the gover- 
nor. Dick Thomburg, to take action on 
environmental grounds. The Governor 
has the power to stop the project, but has 
not yet been asked to. They too would 
appoint an anti-pump person to the 
NWRA. and would also look for alternate 
sources of water. 

The time has now come for the voters 
to set the county on a path either of ac- 
tion, or inaction. To take action would be 
a vote for the Democrats, as their plans 
will put an end to the project. To take the 
wait-and-see road is to vote for the Re- 
publicans as their way is not forceful and 
the outcome unknown, We shall all find 
out by Wednesday the 9th.

Aggies Defeat Devils

The Aggies closed out a successful 
1983 home schedule (4-1) on Saturday, 
with a 24-12, non -conference victory 
over Fairleigh Dickenson University. 

Midway through the first quarter the 
Jersey Devils surprised everyone when 
they decided to go for a fourth and inches 
from their own 23 yard line. The swarm- 
ing Aggie defense stopped the attempt 
when they hit Gary Trancone in the back- 
field to set the offense up for what would 
be a 7-0 lead. On the sixth play of the 
drive, Cosmo Losco got the call .and 
plunged in from one yard out for the 
score. 

The Devils cut the Aggie lead to one 
with 11:42 remaining in the second 
quarter. Quarterback Brian Gordan's 24 
yard scoring pass to Gary Trancone cap- 
ped the 39-yard drive setup when the 
Aggies fumbled away a punt return. 

With 4:49 left in the half Cosmo Losco 
got his second touchdown of the after- 
noon as he went 48 yards off the right 
side on the Aggies first play. For the Ag- 
gies and Losco it was the longest rush 
from scrimmage this season. Joe Cox 
then added his second point after giving 
the Aggies a 14-6 advantage. 

The Aggies opened up an eleven point 
lead before halftime as Bob Hudoka hit 
his first field goal of the season, a 36 
yarder. 

The Aggies were knocking on the 
door in the third but turned the ball over 
on downs at the three yard line; only to 
have the Devils fumble the ball on the 
next play. Two plays later, Greg McDer- 
mott got his first touchdown of the sea- 
son, going eight yards off right tackle for 
the score. Bob Hudoka nailed the extra 
point securing the 24-6 lead and closing 
the scoring for the Aggies. 

FDD used six minutes and 29 seconds 
in traveling 80 yards to score last. John 
Hogarty notched the touchdown from 
one yard away, but the two point conver- 
sion failed and the Aggies had defeated 
the Devils for the seventh straight time, 
without a loss. 

The Aggies as a team set a new team 
passing record for one season. The 
record was set in 1981 at 1,482 yards in 
ten games while the Aggies of this season 
have compiled 1,549 yards with two 
games remaining. Emil Novak set a single- 
game kick-off return record on Saturday 
with 122 yards on four returns. He broke 
the old record of 106 yards set by Willie 
Debnam in 1974. Novak also broke Deb- 



nam's single-season record for kick-off 
return yardage of 318 set in 1973. Novak 
now has 320 yards on 15 returns this 
year for a 22.8 average, a statistic that 
should rank him nationally. 

The Aggies will be in Williamsport. Pa. 
tomorrow to face their prennial rivals the 
Lycoming Warriors. The Warriors are 
still hopeful for at least a share of the 
MAC crown this season; while the Ag- 
gies need just one more win to complete 
a fifth straight winning season . It should 
be ^very good game!

This past Saturday, the cross country 
team tuned up for the MAC Champion- 
ships in a meet against Allentown Col- 
lege.

Tomorrow the team travels to Fort Indian- 
town Gap for the Middle Atlantic Confer- 
ence Championships. 

Can They Repeat? 

This season the Philadelphia 76ers will 
try to be the first team since the 1968-69 
Boston Celtics to repeat as champions of 
the NBA. Last season the Sixers went 
into the playoffs with the fifth best record 
in NBA history, with 65 wins and 17 
losses. Then the Sixers swept through 
the playoffs with an astounding 12 and 1 
record to set a new NBA record, and fi- 
nally capture that elusive championship 
ring that they have been striving for ever 
since the arrival of Julius Erving in 1976. 

It seems as though the wins will not 
come as easy for the Sixers this season, 
as evidenced by their first two games 
Last Friday night at the Spectrum the 
Sixers played the Washington Bullets 
and escaped with a 117-114 victory. 
Then, on Saturday night in Indianapolis, 
the Sixers had to go into overtime to beat 
the Indiana Pacers 124-112, who were 
one of the worst two teams in the league 
last year. Moses Malone led all scorers 
with 35 points and also collected 21 
rebounds. 

If the Sixers are to remain on top of 
the NBA and defend their title success- 
fully, they will have to recapture that burn- 
ing desire that they've had in the past; 
and also stay relatively free of major in- 
juries that have kept all of the preceding 
champions from repeating 

But with the return of last year's four 
all-stars — Julius Erving, Moses Malone, 
Andrew Toney, and Maurice Cheeks, as 
well as a couple of promising rookies to 
add depth to their bench — it looks as 
though there will be another parade 
through the streets of Philadelphia in 
June.

The American Farmer Degree is much sought after because it is only presented 
to approximately one member in 600 of the 468,953 member organization It is 
presented only by the National FFA Organization to members who have 
demonstrated exceptional agricultural and leadership achievements

rently a Junior at Delaware Valley College, majoring in Animal Husbandry. 

He earned the American Farmer Degree on the basis of his partnership with his 
father in a swine operation, and a home improvement project 

Gerrys high school vocational agriculture instructor and FFA advisors are Paul 
G Benchoff. Gerald W Reichard, and Glen Herrold of Waynesboro. 

To qualify for the American Farmer Degree. FFA members must have advanced 
through a system of degrees unique to the FFA organization FFA members begin 
as Greenhands and after one year of membership may be advanced by the local 
chapter to the Degree of "Chapter Farmer." The third degree, that of "State 
Farmer." is presented by the State FFA Association to not more than three percent 
of the State's FFA membership in any one year Only students who have earned 
the State Farmer Degree are eligible for the American Farmer Degree. 

The National FFA Convention is an annual event of the Future Farmers of 
America an is carried out in cooperation with the U.S. Department of Education. 
This year over 20, 000 FFA members, vocational agriculture teachers, parents, 
and guests are expected to take part in the 56th National FFA Convention 

The convention is conducted entirely by student members between the ages of 
14 and 21 Six National FFA Officers take charge of all business sessions and 1 19 
official delegates represent the membership in voting on all issues of business. 

In addition to the American Farmer Degree, many other FFA awards are 
presented during the convention. Several guest speakers of national prominence 
address the convention audience and entertainment is interspersed with the 
business The convention is the largest annual youth convention in the nation. It 
closes on Saturday evening with the installation of six new National FFA Officers.

Mrs. Gold is a certified Horti- 
cultural Therapist at Friends Hospital and 
she is an Instructor at Del Vel. 

Horticulture Therapy is the using of 
the broadest sense of media of Horticul- 
ture and working with patient popula- 
tion The patients include the mentally 
retarded, physically handicapped, men- 
tally ill, geriatrics, drug users, alcoholics, 
the blind, and children. 

Hort Therapy is a new field, and three 
courses are held at Del Val. Two are 
taught by Mrs Gold. The first course is a 
one credit course called "Hort Theory 
Practicing " The class meets one hour a 
week and once a week the students re- 
port to the treatment centers. The pro- 
grams are held at Sandy Ridge Mental 
Health Center and Neshaminy Manor. 
The other course is "Hort Therapy 
Skills." This is a three credit course with 
half lecture and half "hands on " This is 
also offered at night 

There is now an internship program 
arranged between Del Val and Coates- 
ville Veterans Administration Hospital. 
Students are required to work six months 
in the hopital's Horticulture Therapy 
Department. 

This new and exciting field is offered to 
all Students interested.

An Unforgettable Visit

Revenge it can propel you into 

wealth and power, or tear your life to 
pieces and destroy your soul Such is the 
theme of Freidrich Durrenmatt's The 
Visit, which opened October 26. at the 
Society Hill Playhouse in Philadelphia. 

A play of impressive proportions. The 
Visit focuses on morality and just punish- 
ment for immoral acts, and does so with 
both wry humor and admirable precision 
The play begins by introducing us to the 
small town of Gullen, which is fast ap- 
proaching bankruptcy; needing both 
money and incentive to remain afloat. 
Enter Claire Zachanssian, a woman of 
immense wealth and grandeur, who re- 
turns to her hometown with an incredible 
offer. She promises Gullen one billion 
marks and revitalization of their culture, 
on one condition: they must give her the 
life of townsman Anton Schill. 

Why. you ask. Apparently, Claire and 
Anton had been lovers in their youth, 
and she became pregnant. Anton denied 
her and denounced the child, insisting it 
was not his. Claire was shamed before 
the entire town and exiled. It is this 
shame, coupled with unrelenting hatred 
which fules her onward, through many 
trials, and is ultimately the reason for her 
enormous financial success. Her vengeful 
offer is one which the ailing town finds 
both repulsive and tempting. Surely, she 
must be joking . . . unfortunately that is 
not the case. The town's subtle transfor- 
mation and Claire's patient watchfullness 
weave a story of heart-wrenching sinceri- 
ty and determination. 

The performance is thoroughly en- 
joyable, the plot is tempting and subtle, 
the acting superb.

HEALTH WATCH: 

Facts about AIDS 

The number one priority of the U.S. 
Public Health Service today is a new 
disease called Acquired Immune Defi- 
ciency Syndrome, or AIDS. Since AIDS 
was first reported in the United States, in 
mid 1981. the Public Health Service has 
received reports of more than 1 .900 
cases and almost 750 deaths. 

AIDS is a serious threat to the health 
of several specific grouf)s in the American 
F>opulation. a public health problem that 
merits the highest level of concem. To- 
day, researchers within the Public Health 
Service and in many major medical insti- 
tutions are working to identify the cause 
of AIDS and to develop effective treat- 
ments and preventive measures. 

Since it was first reix)rted in 1981, 
medical experts have learned a great 
deal about AIDS. Here, in question-and- 
answer form, is the most accurate infor- 
mation available about the nature and 
extent of AIDS, the populations at risk of 
contracting AIDS, the actions that indi- 
viduals can take to reduce the spread of 
AIDS, and the many research and related 
activities now underway in the Public 
Health Service. 

What la AIDS? 

AIDS is a serious condition character- 
ized by a specifk: defect in natural immu- 
nity against disease. People who suffer 
from AIDS become susceptible to a vari- 
ety of rare illnesses. These illnesses are 
not normally found, or are relatively mild, 
if they occur, in people whose immune 
systems are normal. The two diseases 
most commonly found in AIDS patients 
are Pneumtfcyatis cartnii pneumonia, 
a lung infection caused by a parasite, and 
Kaposi's sarcoma, a rare form of cancer 
or tumor of the blood vessel walls. 

What are its symptoms? 

Many AIDS patients do recall having 
some symptoms before being diagnosed. 
Some of these eariy signs are similar to 
those of many other illnesses such as 
cold or flu. These symptoms may include 
fever, night sweats, swollen glands (en- 



larged lymph nodes) — in neck, armpits, 
or groin, — unexplained weight loss, di- 
arrhea, persistent coughs, fatigue, and 
loss of appetite. Anyone with prolonged, 
persistent symptoms should consult a 
physician. The incubation period for AIDS 
appears to range from a few months to 
about 2 years. 

Who gets AIDS? 

Nearly 95 percent of the AIDS cases 
have occurred in people belonging to 
one of four distinctive groups: 

• Sexually active homosexual and 
bisexual men with multiple sex part- 
ners. This group accounts for about 
three-fourths of all of the reported 
cases; 

• Haitian entrants into the United 
States. 5 percent; 

• Present or past abusers of intravenous 
drugs. 17 percent; 

• Persons with hemophilia, ,8 percent. 

The failure to identify cases among the 
thousands of friends, relatives, and co- 
worker of AIDS patients provides further 
assurance that routine contact offers no 
risk. 

What causes AIDS? 

Scientists have not discovered the 
cause of AIDS, but they suspect that it is 
caused by a virus, possibly one present in 
the blood and/or body fluids, such as se- 
men. AIDS appears to be primarily trans- 
mitted through sexual contact. The ma- 
jority of cases (over 70%) have been in 
homosexual or bisexual men with multi- 
ple sex partners. 

AIDS also has been found in intrave- 
nous drug abusers, leading investigators 
to suspect that AIDS can be transmitted 
by blood on contaminated needles that 
have been shared. 

The best evidence for transmission of 
AIDS through blood products is the oc- 
currence of AIDS in a small number of 
hemophilia patients receiving large a- 
mounts of Factor VllI, a clotting sub- 
stance in blood. 

As of July, 1983, 98 Haitian entrants 
had developed AIDS. Public Health Ser- 
vice and other doctors are studying this 
group and are working with the Haitian 



government to determine the course of 
the disease in that country 

Some patients cannot be placed into 
high-risk groups, but researchers believe 
that most of these are linked by close 
physical contact to AIDS victims. Some 
of the women who have developed AIDS 
have been steady sex partners of men 
with AIDS or men who are at high risk 
for AIDS, or they have a history of drug 
abuse. Children who have" developed a 
syndrome similar to AIDS may have 
been exposed to AIDS before or during 
birth. 

How contagious is AIDS? 

No cases have been found to date 
where AIDS has been transmitted by 
casual or even close daily contact with 
AIDS patients or persons in the high risk 
groups. For instance, family members 
other than sex partners of AIDS victims 
have not developed AIDS. Ambulance 
drivers, police, and firemen who have 
offered emergency assistance to AIDS 
patients have not fallen ill. Nurses, doc- 
tors, and health care personnel have not 
developed AIDS from exposure to AIDS 
patients 

Although other diseases may be trans- 
mitted through saliva, there is no evi- 
dence that AIDS is transmitted by sweat 
or saliva. 

However, health care providers and 
laboratory workers should follow careful 
procedures when handling any blood 
and tissue samples from patients with 
potentially transmissible diseases, includ- 
ing AIDS. 

Is there a danger of contracting 
AIDS from donating blood? 

Absolutely not. Reputable blood banks 
and other blood collection centers use 
sterile equipment and disposable needles. 
Thus, there is no chance that a needle 
used for one blood donor would be used 
for another. The need for blood is always 
acute, and people who are not in the 
high-risk groups are urged to continue to 
donate blood as they have in the past. 
The chance of contracting AIDS through 
a blood transfusion has been estimated 
to be one in a million. 



How is AIDS treated? 

Some AIDS patients with Kaposi's sar- 
coma are being treated experimentally 
with forms of interferon — a virus-fighting 
protein produced by the body. While it 
has had some success against Kaposi's 
sarcoma, interferon treatment does not 
appear to restore immune function. There 
are other treatments, such as radiation, 
drugs, and surgery for many of the illnes- 
ses suffered by AIDS patients. Many bio- 
medical investigators continue to work 
on methods for treating the specific im- 
mune defects found in AIDS patients. 

Limited trials of a substance called 
inteHeukin-2, which scientists believe 
may help fight the severe deficiencies 
seen in the immune systems of AIDS pa- 
tients, will begin soon. Preliminary lab- 
oratory results are promising, but much 
more work remains to be done. 

Can AIDS be prevented? 

The Public Health Service has recom- 
mended that the following steps be taken 
to prevent spread of this disease: 

• Sexual contact should be avoided 
with persons known or suspected of 
having AIDS. 

• Sexual promiscuity is a risk factor. 
Avoid having multiple sexual partners 
and avoid sexual contact with others 
who do. 

• Members of high-risk groups should 
refrain from donating blood. 

• Physicians should order blood trans- 
fusions for patients only when medi- 
cally necessary. Health workers should 
use extreme care when handling hy- 
podermic needles. 

In addition, the FDA has advised blood 
and plasma collection centers to provide 
information on AIDS to potential donors, 
asking those in high-risk groups to refrain 
from donation. Personnel have been ad- 
vised to learn the early warning signs of 
AIDS. 

Is there one place where up-to-date 
information can be obtained? 

The Public Health Service has estab- 
lished a toll-free AIDS hotline. The num- 
ber is 800-343- AIDS.

"Rant N' Rave" with the STRAY CATS 
(Capitol Records, 1983) produced by 
Dave Edmunds is by far the best STRAY 
CATS material on the market today. It 
features fantastic drum and guitar work, 
excellent vocals and even a trumpet 
solo. Two of the songs, "Sexy and 17" 
and "I Won't Stand in Your Way," were 
made into excellent videos, and arc 
featured on such shows as "Late Night 
Videos" and "Friday Night Videos."

"Look at that Cadillac" features good 
brass instrumentalism with a definite jazz 
influence.

"1 think that was small college football 
at it's best. Both teams were a credit to 
college football," said Lycoming Coach 
Frank Girardi. His feelings were echoed 
by Coach AI Wilson, but it was Wilson 
and the Aggies that came up on the short 
end of a 21-20 score. The Warriors used 
15 fourth quarter points to edge the Ag- 
gies on a cold and blustery day in Wil- 
liamsport on Saturday. 

Early in the game the Aggies got a 
break as Jeff Sneeringer recovered a 
Warrior fumble on the Lycoming 
26-yard line. The Aggies, aided by a 
great catch by wide receiver Dan Glowat- 
ski. moved the ball to the one-yard line; 
but the nationally ranked Warrior 
defense stopped tailback Cosmo Losco 
short of the goal line on a fourth down 
play. 

The Aggies next possession was more 
fruitful. Two running plays gained only 
four yards; then on the first play of the 
second quarter, quarterback Tom O'Neill 
threw to Losco, who split two defenders, 
cut across the field, and outraced the 
Warriors to the endzone. The score 
marked the first time anyone had scored 
on the Warriors in the first half, this 
season. 

With just 52 seconds remaining in the 
half, the Warriors were faced with a third 
and twenty from the Aggies 31 -yard line. 
The Aggie's, looking for a pass, were 
caught off guard when tailback Joe 
Parsnik sprinted down the right side for 
the touchdown. With missed extra points 
by both teams, they headed to the locker 
room tied at six. 

in the third quarter, the weather deter- 
iorated as sleet began to fall; but the Ag- 
gie offense was hot. Tom O'Neill con- 
nected with Kevin Boyle on a 49-yard 
gain to start an 81-yard drive, culminated 
five plays later by Cosmo Losco's four- 
yard touchdown run. Fullback Nick Russo 
increased the Aggie lead to eight as he 
powered in for the two point conversion . 

On the ensuing kftkoff, the Warrior's 
Jeff Robbins fumbled the ball and the 
Aggies recovered on the Lycoming 
33-yard line. It took the Aggies four 
plays, but with just 38 seconds remaining 
in the third. Tom O'Neill found Dan 
Glowatski in the right corner of the end- 
zone with a seven-yard scoring strike. 
The Aggies could not have been aware 
of what was to follow as a blocked extra 
point would haunt them later. 

Lycoming's first play of the next series 
was intercepted by safety Joe Seigen- 
fuse, but a pass interference call cost the 
Aggies the football. The 51 -yard penalty 
set the Warriors up for a 30-yard scoring 
play from quarterback Domenic Pacitti to 
wide out Rich Kessler. 

The surprise of the afternoon was 
when freshman placekicker Rusty Fricke

With all that pressure out 
there. I wanted every edge we could get." 
said Coach Girardi. adding "I took a 
chance by going with the freshman." 

For the Aggies, who had played a very 
good game defensively, and scored 20 
points on a defense that had only given 
up 20 points in eight prior games, the out- 
come was disappointing. Coach Wilson 
said, "They (Lycoming) did what they 
had to do." The Warriors are still hopeful 
for at least a share of the MAC crown 
and will be watching this weeks contest 
between Albright and conference front 
runner Susquehanna with great interest. 

Other highlights for the Aggies on 
Saturday included record breaking per- 
formances by Tom O'Neill and Cosmo 
Losco. O'Neill was 12 of 26 for 1% yards 
and two touchdowns against Lycoming. 
The 196 yards gave him single season 
and career passing records. Ron Timko 
held both records with 1,225 yards dur- 
ing the 1%7 season and a career mark 
of 3,589 yards from l%6-69. O'Neill 
also played well enough to win the pres- 
tigious Maxwell Club Award as the areas 
best college football player. Losco tied 
single season touchdown and point total 
records as he scored twice on Saturday 
to bring his total to 60 points' on ten 
touchdowns tying him with Bill Mullen, 
who set the records in 1979. 

The Aggies 1983 campaign draws to a 
close tomorrow as they take to the road 
to face Wilkes College in Wilkes-Barre. 
The Aggies still search for that one win 
that will give them a fifth straight winning 
season, something never before accom- 
plished in the history of Delaware Valley 
College.

DVC by finishing in a very respectable 
eighth place.

Dear Editor, 

We want to bring a subject to your at- 
tention which most everyone in the col- 
lege community view as a very ugly and 
dangerous situation , which would be bet- 
ter left forgotten However, many of us 
can't put this under a rug due to its seri- 
ousness. The event which left a scar on 
many upperclassmen. and the lack of ac- 
tion which has since bee taken to prevent 
a reoccurrence is. as most of you remem- 
ber, the Work Hall fire which occun-ed 
last spring. 

The purpose of this letter is not to 
persecute any of those involved, nor is it 
to uncover the details of the nightmare 
that many of the Work Hall guys faced, 
Instead, it is to bring about action; action 
which may have been planned, but was 
never fully executed. It should be noted 
that this letter is only one of several ways 
that have been used to get action on this 
situation. 

The first problem which has been "put 
on hold" (whether temporarily or per- 
manently, we still don't know) is with the 
hall windows in several of the dorms. 
Cooke. Bamess and yes. even Work Hall, 
have windows which do not open. By 
open, we mean slide up. down or side- 
ways, or open outwards. We are told by 
the administration that the windows push 
out. From the looks of them, there is no 
way that the pane, when pushed, is go- 
ing to knock out the thick aluminum 
frame holding it from both the inside and 
outside. One would think that it would 
be easy to break the pane. Think again. 
The "glass" appears to be plexiglass, and 
it is thick. Even if it could be broken, who 
would want to climb through jagged 
edges? In addition, ventilation is also 
nonexistant. 

The next proposal that never was fully 
implemented was the use of fire ladders 
to escape from the second (or third) 
stories. Great idea. However, whoever 
ordered the ladders, either never mea- 
sured the window ledge width, or was 
VERY wrong in their estimates, the pro- 
blem being that many of the ladders don't 



even come close to fitting the windows, 
or do not hold on securely enough to 
hold the average person. 

A further complication arises in the 
fact that the ladders were to be located in 
the R.A. rooms. This is a good idea: 
most of us are aware of the vandalisrri 
and theft problems in the residence halls. 
However, no R.A. sits in a room 24 
hours a day. and if the ladder is in a lock- 
ed room, its purpose is useless. 

Still another problem occurs with the 
roadblocks which have been put in 
around the lanes and walks surrounding 
the dormitories. Another good idea, par- 
ticularly since most of us know that in the 
spring the campus looks like a mud hole. 
However, as Robyn Layne pointed out 
in her letter a couple of weeks ago, these 
poles, in a few selected areas, like Ulman 
Hall where trees arc blocking an alternate 
route, will slow down fire equipment, 
even by a few minutes. In addition, how 
long will it take to remove these poles 
when the ground, chains, and locks are 
covered with ice? And a few minutes 
could be the drawing line between an ac- 
cident and a disaster. Ask last year's 
residents of Work. 

A final problem is the use of cooking 
equipment in the dorms. Sure, the Resi- 
dence Life Office made their annual room 
checks in September, but who's kidding 
whom? Didn't most everyone put their 
hotpots, toaster ovens, and electric burn- 
ers in the unchecked closets or cars, or 
bring them up the week after inspection? 

The one thing that was fully imple- 
mented was the installation of the smoke 
alarms. This is an excellent move, despite 
the several false alarms which have been 
caused by vandalism, careless smokers, 
or short circuits. Had these been installed 
last year, the Work tragedy would prob- 
ably not have been so extensive. 

Instead of signing this letter off after 
making these points known, we feel that 
it would be better if we made the follow- 
ing proposals: 



1. IMMEDIATELY install windows in 
Cooke, Bamess, and Work Halls, 
which open easily enough to allow 
escape in event of fire and also pro- 
vide necessary ventilation during hot 
periods of the year. 

2. IMMEDIATELY purchase escape 
ladders wide enough to fit any win- 
dow ledge and long enough to allow 
persons on the second and third 
floors to reach safety. 

3. Install these ladders in cases next to 
the windows, making them accessible 
to anyone, just as the fire extinguish- 
ers are now. 

4. Remove those roadblocks which pre- 
vent access to key areas around the 
dormitories, such as those around Ul- 
man Hall. Perhaps a different method 
could be used there to prevent un- 
necessary traffic. 

5. Require that the Residence Life Of- 
fice make unannounced spot room 
checks and impose STRICT fines to 
those who do not abide by the existing 
rules concerning cooking equipment. 

In closing, we hope that this letter 
makes the administration realize that 
there are still many steps which should 
be taken before our dormitories are fire 
safe. Our hope is also that heads are not 
nodded and words of agreement con- 
cerning this situation are not spoken with- 
out ACTION.

Questions Frequently Asked 
by Students 

How long does the actual dona- 
tion last? Between 7 to 10 minutes. 

Does the needle hurt the entire 
time? No. There is a slight sting when 
the needle is inserted, but there is no 
pain or stinging sensation during the 
donation. 

How much blood is in my body? 
Adults usually have between 10 to 12 
pints of blood, depending on weight. 

How much blood it taken? A little 
less than a pint, actually 450 ml. 

How long will it take to replenish 
the pint? The blood volume, or plasma, 
is replaced within 24 hours. Red cells 
need about 4 to 6 weeks for complete 
replacement. That is why Red Cross re- 
quires 8 weeks (56 days) between blood 
donations. 

How will I feel after the donation? 
Most people feel great! Donors who are 
well informed, who know what to expect 
and who have eaten regular meals, are 
usually fine. Regular activities can be 
resumed after donation. Donors arc in- 
structed to drink extra fluids after 
donating and to avoid lifting heavy items 
like suitcases, projectors, etc. with their 
donation arm for 4 hours. If a donor 
needs extra time to rest there is always a 
private area in which they may relax 
under the care of a registered nurse. 

May I donate during my menstrual 
period? Yes, if you're feeling well. 



HEALTHWATCH: 

— Acute Mononucliosis — 

Caused by the Epstein-Barr virus, one 
of the herpes virus. An acute disease 
characterized clinically by fever, sore 
throat, vague grippe-like malaise, fatique, 
headache, and chilliness develop with 
swollen glands. Spleen involvement is 
present in 50% of patients. 

Mono is not very contagious; for ex- 
ample, the annual incidence among sus- 
ceptible college students is 15%. The 
disease is spread through close contact 



mainly by oral-respiratory contact. 

Diagnosis is made by heterophil anti- 
body test — usually detectible in first two 
weeks. Incubation period is 4-7 weeks: 
Usually spends itself in 1-4 weeks. 

Treatment is symptomatic: Aspirin, 
salt gargles, rest during the acute. phase 
of fever. Strenuous exercise must be 
avoided while the spleen is enlarged. 

Isolation of patients is unwarranted, 
and antibiotics are of no value unless 
secondary bacterial infection is present.

May I donate then go the practice 
or play in the game? Donors who will 
be involved in strenuous athletic activities 
should be scheduled to give blood at the 
start of the bloodmobile. They should 
drink extra fluids to replace the volume 
lost and should wait four hours before 
using their donation arm in strenuous 
sports activities. 

May I come just to watch? Unless 
students are registered to give blood or to 
help with the bloodmobile operation, 
observers and "cheering sections" must 
remain outside of the bloodmobile site. 

Are certain substances disquali- 
fying? Use of tobacco, pot, and alcohol 
are not in themselves disqualifying; how- 
ever, donors who are under the influence 
of drugs or alcohol will not be eligible to 
give blood. 

What can 1 do to help since I'm 
not old enough to give blood /don't 
weigh enough to give/ medically 
deferred from giving? Everyone can 
help in some way, even if they cannot 
donate blood. Ask students to help with 
donor recruitment, publicity, scheduling, 
volunteer work on the bloodmobile day, 
donor recognition, etc. Everyone should 
be made to feel a part of the bloodmobile 
and everyone is needed!

THE FUTURE OF DIVISION III ATHLETICS!

During this past week I had a chance to sit down with DVC President Joshua 
Feldstein and Athletic Director Al Wilson to discuss the future of athletic programs 
at the Division 111 level. Additionally, 1 hoped to learn what may lie ahead for small 
college sports programs such as the one here at Delaware Valley College. 

Much to the dismay of fans and school administrators, some high schools have 
been forced to cut sports programs, thus eliminating a showcase for young athletes 
and causing concern for the future of small college sports; or is there concern? 
Neither Dr. Feldstein nor Mr. Wilson see any need to cut sports here in the future; 
in fact, both feel Del Val has a unique situation in that sports have been added in 
the last five or six years, and see the possibility of more sports in the near future, 

Since no athletic scholarships aie allowed at the Division III level, the rising cost 
of tuition is another major problem facing the small college program. Here the 
philosophies of the two men differ. Dr. Feldstein sees Division III sports surviving 
without the addition of scholarships, while Wilson feels if the institution can raise 
scholarship monies to attract quality athletics, they should not be limited, but he 
holds to the ideal that need is not to be exceeded. "I also feel every bit of money 
that comes through athletic efforts should be turned directly in to student aid. not 
athletic aid, but student aid," said Wilson. "Perhaps all students would feel a little 
better about athletics in general if they felt they were deriving some benefit" 

Both men feel Division III athletics, as it is today, fits well with the academic pro- 
gram. The two echoed each other in saying that sports programs create a vehicle 
by which colleges can attract students Dr Feldstein stated. "If we would not offer 
athletics, they (the students) would go somewhere else." Mr. Wilson added to this 
by saying "A well rounded individual can go to any Division III school and con- 
tinue to follow athletic interests in addition to their academic interests" 

Dr. Feldstein sees athletics as a very important part of education and feels more 
sports can be added to enhance the already bright future of Division 111 athletics. 
Mr. Wilson's outlook is for a very strong future. He said. "1 think Division 111 sports 
could be one of the salvations for any private collegiate institution " This is due to 
the use of the athletic program to attract more students to the college. "I think that 
we will see that those schools that have promoted athletic programs on our level 
will probably remain viable in the market place for attracting students." said 
Wilson, adding. "For those people that have not. I think, more and more, they will 
have to decide whether or not they are personally endowed enough that diminish- 
ing enrollments really don't matter" 

According to Mr. Wilson, administrative philosophies play a major role in the 
continued success of Division III athletics; and judging by what I see here at 
Delaware Valley College, it looks like Aggie athletes will continue to participate 
and entertain for many years to come

Music In the Air . . . 

a review. 

On November 15, the music apprecia- 
tion class was treated to a recital-lecture 
by Mrs. Shirley Batchelor, Chairman of 
the Piano Dept. at Trenton State Col- 
lege. In cooperation with Mrs. Roberts' 
current study of musical form, the pianist 
organized her program to demonstrate 
how musical themes are developed into 
larger, formal compositions such as the 
Rondo. Sonata, or Variation. 

Mrs. Batchelor's keyboard technique is 
much to be admired; a gifted artist, she 
combined technical skill with subtle, 
delicate shading of expression . Chopin's 
Nocturne in C* was a perfect balance 
between smooth legato accompaniment 
and singing melody, in contrast, she 
played a spirited Beethoven Sonata. Op. 
26 illustrating ABA form, and the rondo. 
Rage Over the Lost Penn\; also by 
Beethoven, depicting emotional frenzy, 
relief, and anger. One would have liked 
to hear more of the beautiful Schumann 
Variations. This is a most difficult musical 
form to play because of its demands on 
interpretive skill. Whatever the embellish- 
ment, key. or tempo change, a performer 
is still bound by the basic harmonic pro- 
gression composed in Variation 1 . Select- 
ing sections of the Schumann, Mrs Batch- 
elor's attention to dynamic contrast and 
detail captivated an appreciative audience 

As a visiting staff member, 1 think the 
students should be commended for their 
attentiveness, and Mrs Roberts should 
be congratulated for continuing to offer 
musical programs of high quality by 
local, professional musicians. I. for one. 
was inspired to spend that same evening 
repracticing my Chopin and Beethoven .

Third "SaniPrep * Dairy 

Science Scholarships" are 

Announced, Winners Will 

Each Receive $1,000 

As an encouragement to original and 
creative thinking for a solution of prob- 
lems in the f\,eld of dairy science, Scott 
Paper Co. has announced that for the 
third year it is sponsoring the $15,000 
Sani-Prep Dairy Science Scholarships 
program. 

The scholarship program was devel- 
oped by Scott in cooperation with the 
American Dairy Science Association, 
which is administering the competition 
and will judge the student's papers. 

"Sani-Prep" is a disposable dairy towel 
made by Scott Paper Co. Disposable 
dairy towels are recommended by the 
National Mastitis Council as a means of 
helping prevent the spread of mastitis in 
milking herds. 

In order to participate, a student must 
be a sophomore, junior, or senior major- 
ing in dairy science at an accredited 4- 
year institution in the United States. If 
enrolled in an animal or food science de- 
partment, participants must have a dairy 
science emphasis in their curriculum. Al- 
so, students must be affiliate members of 
the American Dairy Science Association. 

The "'Sani-Prep' Dairy Science Schol- 
arships" are 15 in number, each in the 
sum of $1,000. 

According to the American Dairy 
Science Association, the essays must be 
no more than ten, double-spaced type- 
written pages in length. They will be 
judged on three criteria. The first — 
counting for 85 percent of the score — 
will be the originality of the thinking evi- 
dent in the student's approach to solving 
a current dairy science problem. The stu- 
dents' academic standing will count for 
ten percent. Leadership is worth five 
percent. 

The head of the dairy, animal, or food 
science department at eligible colleges 
and universities will evaluate the '"Sani- 
Prep' Dairy Science Scholarships" essays 
submitted by their students, and select 
one of the national-level competition. 

They must be forwarded to the Ameri- 
can Dairy Science Association no later 
than February 1, 1984. Winners will be 
notified by April 15.

17-0 last season, was an MAC 
champ at 142 He will be followed by 
Bruce Stajnrajh who finished last season 
in eighth place in the NCAA Nationals at 
150. At 158. Mark Sands will return fol- 
lowing a 16-0 season and a second place 
in the MAC championships last year. 
The Aggies will start with Greg Wolfe. 
Dale Smith, or Bob Carroll at 177 and 
Dan DePretis or Chuck Heiber will start 
at 190. The heavyweight for Wednes- 
day's match will be Sean McGrath. 

The Aggies lost the MAC Champion- 
ships by a mear 7% points to Lycoming 
last season but will be looking to regain 
the MAC title this season. 



FOOTBALL: 

Aggies Season in Review

The Aggies had high hopes of a fourth 
straight MAC crown as the season got 
underway back in September but losses 
to Susquehanna, Moravian, and Widener. 
as well as the heartbreaking defeat by 
Lycoming, dethroned the Aggies. The 
6-4 record marked the fifth straight win- 
ning season at DVC, a season which in- 
cluded many bright spots, and lifted 
Coach Al Wilson to 37 victories, making 
him the winningest coach in DVC 
history . 

The Aggies ground game was led by 
Cosmo Losco who rushed for 643 yards. 



Losco also broke touchdown (12) and 
scoring records (72 points) this season 
enroute to becoming DVC's all-time 
leading scorer. Tom O'Neill guided the 
Aggie offense and completed 87 passes 
for 1,365 yards and 11 touchdowns. 
O'Neill broke single-season and career 
passing yardage records as well as the 
single -season record for completions. 
Dan Glowatski, O'Neill's primary receiv- 
er again this season, finished the year 
with 41 receptions for 709 yards and 
three touchdowns, including the record- 
setting 78-yarder from O'Neill against 
Upsala. Emil Novak also left his mark in 
the record book this season as he set a 
single-game kickoff return record of 122 
yards against FDD and a single-season 
mark with 403 yards on 20 returns. 



Defensively the Aggies were led by 
Rob Charette with 55 first hits and 69 
assists, Dave Murphy, who registered 54 
first hits and 54 assists, and Jim Hannon, 
with 51 first hits and 63 assists. 

The Aggies will lose 14 seniors, they 
are: Jim Bertuola. Clay Funk, Joe Gra- 
jewski, Mike Harbold, John James. 
Roger Kennedy. Pat Lake. Cosmo 
Losco, Dave Murphy. Tom O'Neill. Dan 
Rupp, Joe Seigenfuse, Jeff Sneeringer, 
and George Wajda. 

"At times this season was frustrating," 
said Coach Wilson, "I don't believe in a 
big carry over from one season to the 
next. But I think the guys who are back 
next year will understand better what it 
takes to be a winner every time they go 
out on the field."

Over the last several years DVC has 
worked with the Agricultural Education 
Department at Penn State in an effort to 
help those DVC students who want to 
become vocational agriculture teachers 
reach that goal This semester, thanks to 
the efforts of former Dean Blackmon. we 
have taken this cooperative arrangement 
one giant step forward by bringing one of 
the courses required for an ag teacher 
certification. "Program Planning and In- 
structional Development in Agriculture." 
to our campus. This remains a Penn State 
course, taught by Dr. James Mortensen, 
a member of the Penn State faculty. But 
it is now available on our campus. 

We have had several conversations 
with Dr. Mortensen and with other mem- 
bers of the Penn State staff concerning 
ways and means of building still further 
on this cooperative effort. One result of 
those discussions is that Penn State will 
offer on our campus a second course 
that is required for ag teacher certification 
in the spring semester. The course is en- 
titled, "Coordinating Supervised Oc- 
cupational Experiences." 1 urge all DVC 
students who are seriously considering 
ag teaching as a career to give registra- 



tion for this course some thought. Like 
the course being offered during the cur- 
rent semester the spring course will be 
scheduled on alternate Thursday even- 
ings during the semester. The credits are 
transferred to DVC and no additional tui- 
tion is charged enrollees whose credit 
load does not exceed 18. 

We look forward to additional devel- 
opments in this area. We have en- 
couraged the Agronomy Department to 
develop a program in the agricultural 
mechanics area that is more consistent 
with teacher certification requirements in 
mechanics. And we have encouraged 
our Liberal Arts Division to consider the 
role it might play in making more teacher 
certification coursework available to our 
students. 

In summary, then, we've made con- 
siderable progress in ht-lping DVC stu- 
dents to track toward careers in voca- 
tional agriculture education. We hope 
those of you who see yourselves as 
developing careers in this area will sup- 
port these efforts. And we certainly 
welcome whatevt- suggestions and 
comments you may have to offer that 
will help us to improve these efforts still 



more. 



Behind the Scenes at the 
Philadelphia Flower Show

As part of its continuing community 
lecture series, the DVC Ornamental Hor- 
ticulture Department in conjunction with 
its Floral Society proudly hosts Mr. Ed- 
ward L Lindemann, Staff Horticulturist 
and Flower Show Designer with the 
Pennsylvania Horticultural Society, on 
Wednesday, January 25th at 7:30 p.m. 
in the All-Purpose Room in the College's 
new Student Center. His presentation is 
titled "Countdown to Spring — Behind 
the Scenes at the Philadelphia Flower 
Show." The program is open to the Col- 
lege community and public free of 
charge. Mr. Lindemann's program will 
feature a multi-screen slide presentation. 
As designer of the world's largest in- 
door flower show, Ed Lindemann is re- 
sponsible for arranging a five acre floor 
plan for over 100 major exhibits and de- 
signing the aesthetic features of the show. 
In addition, he supervises the planning 
and maintenance of the 18th Century 
garden and greenhouse at the Society 
and answers horticultural questions that 
come into the PHS offices. 

Mr. Lindemann joined the Society as 
Staff Horticulturist in 1972 and became 
Flower Show Designer in 1980. He pre- 
viously worked as a landscape designer. 
Mr. Lindemann lectures on various 
horticultural topics and writes regularly 
What Day Was It, Anywa\;?

DVC GRADUATES FINDING 
JOB OPPORTUNITIES 

Employment figures for the DVC 
Class of 1983 are in and they provide a 
remarkable testimony to the College's 
educational philosophy of "hands on ex- 
perience" and "learning by doing." 

Of the 315 students who were gradu 
ated from DVC this past May. 97.5 per 
cent (307) are either employed or enrolled 
in graduate school. 

"Over 70 percent of our graduates are 
working within their major field of 
study." said H. William Craver. Director 
of Placement. "And some individual ma- 
jors are doing better than tht^ class aver- 
age. For example, 15 out of our 17 Food 
Industry majors are working in their 
field" ' 

One major factor which helps DVC 
seniors in their job search is the school's 
Employment Program. Every student is 
required to work a total of 24 weeks of 
on-the-job training in their major field in 
order to graduate 

"That kind of actual experience looks 
good on a resume, " explained Craver, 
who is in his second full year as Director 
of Placement. It lets the employer know 
that our students are serious about their 
future. The employment can be full time 
during the summer or part-time during 
,the school year. Generally, though, we 
recommend 12 weeks between a stu 
dent's sophomore and junior years and 
12 weeks between their junior and senior 
years to take maximum advantage of 
classroom learning." 

It is Craver's responsibility to see that 
businesses are aware of the high-caliber 
students who graduate from DVC. 

"The key is getting companies on 
campus to meet our seniors," said 
Craver. "When they get together face-to- 
face, our students are generally very 
impressive." 

For the period between June 1. 1982 
and June 1. 1983 a total of 113 com- 
panies had representatives visit the DVC 
campus. Of that number. 62 conducted 
personal interviews with job-seeking

"Because of the specialized nature of 
our majors, there are many employment 
opportunities for our graduates." said 
Craver "It is up to the Placement Office 
to introduce students to those oppor- 
tunities. But then it is up to the student 
to be serious about pursuing those 
opportunities." 

Last year, the Placement Office pro- 
cessed openings for 670 full time and 
479 part-time positions, which were then 
offered to both seniors and alumni 

DVC students obviously appreciate 
the work done by Craver and his secre- 
tary During the past year 309 students 
registered for help and assistance with 
resume writing and interview techniques, 
with 105 of them returning for additional 
help. All this in addition to the 21 work- 
shops offered by the Placement Office 
throughout the school year dealing with 
resume-writing and interview techniques

Especially 
when it's Barbra Streisand doing the 
dreaming. The movie Yentl is Barbra 
Streisand's dream come true. The screen- 
play^ is by Jack Rosenthal and Barbra 
Streisand; the movie is produced and 
directed by Streisand; the film stars Strei- 
sand as Yentl. 

With Yentl. Streisand has successfully 
mastered the jobs on both sides of the set 
and does so with a hit movie.

her study partner, she finds herself being 
married to his fiance. Hadass. When she 
realized she is in an "impossible situa- 
tion." she decides to reveal herself to 
Avigar in one of the best scenes of the 
film. Here, the viewer is not let down. 
First Avigar disbelieves, then rejects her 
and thrashes out against her for he feels 
she is evil, and finally he admits his love 
for her. But it is not an "and they lived 
happily-ever-after" ending. 

The film is one of the best currently out 
and I would recommend that you see it. 
Streisand's acting is excellent, as is her 
singing in the film. In the film and on the 
soundtrack Mandy Patinkin, who plays 
the part of Avigar and who appeared as 
Juan Peron in the Broadway hit Evita. as 
well as Amy Irving (Hadass) should be 
recommended for their talents as well.

Peace Corps Seeks 
Volunteers at DVC 

Peace Corps representatives will be on 
the DVC campus January 30 and 31. 
On January 30, a general information 
meeting will be held at 4 p.m. in the 
Placement Office, Miller Hall. Interviews 
will be conducted from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. on January 31 in the same loca- 
tion. Students seeking information only 
are invited to pick up materials in the 
Levin Dining Hall lobby between 1 1 a.m. 
and 1pm Seniors signing up for inter- 
views are requested to bring completed 
applications to interview appointments. 

During the past academic year, two 
applications were received from DVC 
graduates. 

While the Peace Corps is able to utilize 
the skills of people with a wide variety of 
backgrounds, college graduates with de- 
grees in certain "scarce skill" areas are 
particularly needed. A degreed home 
economist/nutritionist might find work 
on a village maternal/infant health proj- 
ect; graduates in biology and botany may 
receive additional training in order to 
work in the fields of fisheries and forestry 
or science teaching, and students special- 
izing in most of the health fields could 
find themselves working on projects 
ranging from the training of mobile 
health units in rural areas to administra- 
tion in a large city hospital. Other de- 
grees that are particularly valuable to the 
Peace Corps are agriculture, engineer- 
ing, mathematics, chemistry, physics, 
education, special education, and lan- 
guages. Students who do not have de- 
grees in these areas, but who have had 
experience in farming, health, and con- 
struction are also encouraged to consider 
Peace Corps. 

Volunteers serve in 64 developing 
countries in Africa, Asia, Latin America, 
the Caribbean, and the South Pacific. 
During their two years of service, they 
receive a generous living allowance, paid 
travel and training, complete medical 
care, and a post-service readjustment 
allowance of $4,200 ($175 per month 
served) . 

Students unable to see a representa- 
tive during the Delaware Valley recruit- 
ment drive, as well as those who do not 
have access to the College's placement 
services, should call the Philadelphia 
Area Office at (215) 597-0744, or write 
Peace Corps, U.S. Customs House, 2nd 
and Chestnut Streets.

WINTER OLYMPICS: 
Past cmd Present 

(Part One)

On February 6, the world will turn Its 
attention to Sarajevo, Yugoslavia and 
the 14th Winter Olympk Games, but first 
let's look back at a time when sports fans, 
and others alike, were proud to be 
Americans. 

It was just four short years ago when 
the world came to America. In Lake 
Placid, the American athletes found the 
ice to their liking as 11 of the 12 U.S. 
medals were won on the Ice. Eric Heiden 
was the individual success story of the 
games, winning five gold medals while 
setting five Olympic and one world 
record on the speed skating oval. The 
400-meter oval also produced three 
medals in the women's competition In- 
cluding Leah Poules-Mueller's two silver 
medals In the 500- and 1000-meter 
events and Beth Heiden's bronze in the 
3000-meter. 

Linda Fratianne and Charles Tickner 
added to the U.S. medal count as Linda 
won the silver In the women's figure 
skating competition and Charles won the 
bronze in the men's. 

The only medal not won on the ice 
belonged to Phil Mahre who became the 
first to win an alpine medal for the U.S. 
as he won the silver in the slalom. 

But the single most memorable part of 
the 1980 Winter games was the surpris- 
ing U.S. hockey team. Twenty young 
men, averaging 22 years of age, hoped 
for a bronze medal but walked away with 
the gold. ABC commentator Al Michaels 
covered the U.S. team of college kids 
and summed up the heartwarming vic- 
tory over the Soviets with his now 
famous quote, "Do you believe In 
miracles . . .?"

And isn't that what the Olympics 
are all about . . . dreams and miracles. 

Next week we will look at the U.S. 
hopes at the Sarajevo games and who It 
may be that will make us "proud to be 
Americans in 1984."

You may be suffering from "burnout." 
Burnout symptoms are similar to those of 
depression. Victims work harder, accom- 
plish less and feel that life no longer has 
the meaning it once did. Many nurses 
and service workers experience this sev- 
eral times in their profession. 1 believe a 
lot of students at DVC are feeling this 
way also, mainly because of the transition 
from an "easy" high school to the never- 
ending studying at college. It's not just 
the studying, but the year after year of 
hitting the books unlike primary and se- 
condary education. Students begin to 
ask the big question: WHY? Why am 1 
here? What am I doing here? 

Burnouts are often unable to get out of 
bed in the morning. At night, they may 
have trouble sleeping. They may overeat 
or not eat enough. In most extreme cases, 
burnout surfaces in severe physical 
aliments, including alcohol and drug 
abuse. Depression victims may or may 
not have once led productive lives, while 
burnout victims definitely did. Burnout 
results from the disappointment and 
apathy that people suffer from being 
unable to control their worlds better. 

Many burnouts tend to be the most 
idealistic. They want to chang^ the 
world . They often bite off more than they 
can chew and ultimately burnout. Burn- 
out can be avoided by being aware of the 
symptoms and following through on treat- 
ment. A few occasional vacations or a 
change in one's life are often helpful.

Countdown 
to Spring

On Wednesday, January 25 Edward 
Lindemann, staff hortkrukurist of the Riil- 
adelphia Flower Show presented the 
slide show "Countdown to Spring 
Behind the Scenes at the Philly Rower 
Show." 

Mr. Lindemann, a 1%5 graduate of 
DVC, experienced his first Fk>wer Show in 
his junior year. He pointed out to his au- 
dience that the present DVC train station 
was a part of that exhibit. 

Besides giving a history of DVC and 
the Flower Show, Mr. Lindemann gave 
a brief history of the first Flower Show in 
U.S. history. Starting sn 1829, the show 
was used to introduce a new plant, the 
pointsettia. The show has moved from a 
small show in 1829 to a following of 33 
thousand people in 1%5 and to last 
year's 239 thousand people. The Flower 
Show is the largc'tf indoor show, cover- 
ing over five aaes. Its closest rival, the 
Chelsea Show in England, covers ten 
acres, five of which are under one tent 
(the largest in the world). This show 
begins in May and lasts four days, netting 
the same amount of people. 

This year's Philadelphia Show will run 
from March 11 to 18 with the theme, "A 
Trip to the Orient," featuring three bon- 
sai from the National Arboretum. (They 
under the agreement with Japan are not 
suppose to leave the arboretum.)

OLYMPICS: 

SARAJEVO'84 

(Part Two)

Athletes from around the world will 
meet in Sarajevo. Yugoslavia this week 
for the opening of the 14th Winter Olym- 
pics, on Wednesday. The 1984 version 
of Team U.S.A. could be one of the best 
United States teams ever essembled and 
so here is a look at the U.S. hopefuls. 

The alpine events hold much hope for 
the U.S. . in both the men's and women's 
competition. Phil Mahre is expected to 
win the giant slalom while both Phil and 
brother Steve could be in hunt for the 
gold in the slalom. The downhill is not 
that strong for the U.S. but Bill Johnson, 
who won a World Cup event in January, 
as well as Phil Mahre could crack the 
Austrian domination. In the women's 
competition Tamara McKinncy could 
win gold medals in both the slalom and 
giant slalom while Christin Cooper could 
also pick up a medal in the slalom. 

In the relatively unknown nordic events. 
Bill Kock is the U.S. hope. Kock, the 
1982 World Cup winner, could win the 
30 kilometer event, making the first gold 
ever for the U.S. in cross-country skiing. 
Kock could also pick up a medal in the 
50 kilometer race as well as lead the U.S. 
40 kilometer team to a medal. 

Another unknown Olympic sport to 
the Americans is ski jumping but Jeff Hast- 
ings hopes to be able to change that. 
Hastings, who won a World Cup event 
in December, has a chance to pick up a 
medal in the wide open 70-meter jump. 
Kerry Lynch, the U.S. champion in the 
Nordic combine, needs to get past the 
East German domination but is in a posi- 
tion to win a medal. 

Moving to the grace of figure skating, 
look for the U.S. to be dominant. Scott 
Hamilton, the three time World Champ, 
should have no trouble winning the gold 
in the men's competition, while 1983 
World Champion Rosalynn Sumners, 
1982 World Champ Elaine Zayak, and 
the young Tiffany Chin could dominate 
the women's competition. England's 
Jayne Torvill and Christopher Dean 
should win the gold in ice dancing but 
U.S. hopefuls Judy Blumberg and Michael 
Seibert should battle the Soviet pair for 
the silver. In the pairs competition the 
U.S. hopes to lie with Peter and Kitty 
Carruthers, who have an acknowledgable 
chance at a medal. 



WOMEN'S

Numbers continue to be the big prob- 
lem for the women, who were down to 
just six available players at the start of 
one game last week. 

Although currently injured, Michele 
Heffner is the Aggies' leading scorer with 
a 13.3 average. Kim Frey is next with a 
12.4 mark. 

"It's frustrating," admitted Chivlette. 
"But sooner or later we're going to come 
up with a win." 

The lady Aggies will be looking for 
their first win of the season as they travel 
to Moravian tomorrow. The Aggies will 
return home on Monday to face Kings.

In 
the distance events Mike Woods could 
come away with a medal in the 5000- 
mcter. Mary Doctor is the U.S. hope in 
the women's competition as she will com- 
pete in the 1000- and 1500-meter events 
and 3000-meter where she has the best 
chance at a medal. Also, Bonnie Blair, 
Connie Paraskevin, and Lydia Stephens 
have outside chances at medals in the 
shorter distances. 

Hockey, the Olympic sport that has 
taken a new meaning in the minds of 
most Americans since 1980; and the 
question can the U.S. hockey team 
repeat the "Miracle on Ice" of Lake Pla- 
cid? Coach Lou Vairo's team although 
impressive is very young and must face a 
grueling five game schedule to reach the 
medal round. An optimist may do good 
to predict a bronze medal for the '84 
U.S. hockey team but the 1980 team 
proved that gold is attainable, so only 
time can tell 

The Olympics possess a uniqueness, 
an Olympic spirit, which brings out the 
best in every athlete and so when the 
14th Winter Games open in Sarajevo on 
Wednesday the eyes of the world will be 
focused on the best in athletic competition

"Terms of Endearment"

If you are looking for a movie which is 
difficult to place in one "pat" category. 
Terms of Endearment will probably 
satisfy you. Not only did "Terms" stump 
this very amateur critic, it also caused 
some head scratching at this year's 
Golden Globe Awards. Maybe actress 
Shirley Maclaine placed it best in her 
category of "Life." 

This is a story about a mother and a 
daughter and their lives apart, together, 
apart, and finally together again The 
Golden Globes called it a Drama, and 
awarded it not only Best Motion Picture 
but "Terms" was also awarded for its 
screenplay. Miss Maclaine's performance 
as the widowed mother, and Jack Nichol- 
son's role as a middle-aging former astro- 
naut playboy. Somehow, though, the 
world press association must have been 
so confused with categorizing, that they 
misplaced an award which should have 
been given to Debra Winger, the tough yet 
truly sensitive daughter who was able to 
leave her mother without really breaking 
their bond of love and close friendship. 

Nonetheless. Miss Winger will probably 
get her justice with an Academy Award, 
given her tremendous performance of a 
difficult character — difficult because of 
the painfully true-to-life situations she 
found herself in. For instance, the movie 
opens with the aftermath of her father's 
funeral, and her mother (Maclaine) now 
depends on the little girl for companion- 
ship. The bond is established here. How- 
ever, the daughter must soon grow up. 
move on. and leave mom for a husband 
(who of course. Mother doesn't really 
appreciate!). But if they thought they 
were both finally apart, the phone would 
ring and they would be back together talk- 
ing as mothers and daughters talk. The 
mother must especially deal with the 
loneliness. 

Since Terms of Endearment has that 
"slice of life" appearance, the most tense 
moments can have their very funny as- 
pects. For instance, the mother does try 
to relieve her loneliness by keeping ap- 
proximately four mutually admiring men 
at arm's length, and for a lengthy period 
of time. But the most comedic aspects of 
the movie are moments after she does 
give in to adventure, defying her tradi- 
tions, and falls for the insolent retired 
astronaut-turned playboy. However, the 
film once again turns serious with its basic 
mother-daughter relationship when both 
mother and daughter must deal with the 
daughter's terminal illness, their old mis- 
understandings, and, finally, the daugh- 
ter's death. 



Apiiiry Society Meets 

The DVC Apiary Society- Beekeeping 
Club- held its first meeting of the Spring 
Semester on Thursday evening at the Bee 
House, located across the rail road tracks 
in back of Berkowitz Dorm. 

During the meeting. Dr. Berthold. the 
club's advisor, gave a short talk dealing 
with beeswax. He described how the bees 
produce and use the wax for building the 
combs. Also discussed was how man uses 
and has used beeswax, including the an- 
cient Egyptian's using it to form molds for 
casting face masks of the dead Pharoahs 
and how the living Pharaohs used bees- 
wax to seal their letters. It was also learned 
that in modern times, beeswax is used in 
the manufacture of cosmetics because it 
has been found that humans never have 
an allergic reaction to beeswax. Other 
current uses of beeswax were also dis- 
cussed; such as the manufacture of can- 
dles, of pohshes. and of different kinds of 
waxes Dr. Berthold told how the Allies 
waxed the wings of their aircraft during 
WW II in order to increase their range 
due to the wax's decreasing friction on 
the wings. 

Club members then had the opportu- 
nity of making a container of a beeswax 
containing leather preparation that can 
be used to waterproof leather Items such 
as boots. The preparation was made by 
blending beeswax, neatsfoot oil. and beef 
tallow. 

Also discussed at the meeting were 
plans for the club's spring field trip and 
for their A-Day display. Membership In 
the club Is open to any Interested stu- 
dent, and anyone who thinks that he is 
Interested Is encouraged to attend the 
club's next meeting on Wednesday eve- 
ning. February 15. at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Bee House. At that meeting honey get- 
ting, honey extracting, and honey pro- 
cessing will be discussed, and those In at- 
tendance will have the chance to try their 
hand at honey processing.

One of the main functions of the coun- 
seling center is academic counseling, 
especially concerning the freshmen class. 
A faculty advisor is assigned ten to twelve 
students to keep in contact with over the 
endurance of their freshman year. The 
faculty advisors then report back to Mr. 
Fulcoly, the director of the counseling 
center. The center also provides tutors 
for students. The scheduling of classes is 
done through the counseling center, as 
well as the adding/dropping of classes, 
the obtaining of a leave of absence, and 
checking out of school. The counseling 
center also contains complete graduate 
school records and they will help anyone 
who is interested in applying for graduate 
school. 



How many of the students realize that 
there is psychological counseling avail- 
able? Well, the counseling center spon- 
sors counselors from the Lenape Valley 
Foundation. These counselors are avail- 
able in the infirmary on Mondays from 
2-5 p.m. and on Thursdays from 5-8 
p.m. 

There is also a new addition to the 
counseling center. Mr. Davis is the new 
athletic counselor whose primary con- 
cern is with the athletes. Along with this 
program, a study hall four nights a week 
has been started for athletes with aca- 
demic problems. 

Stop by the first floor of the Allman 
Building and visit Mr. Fulcoly, Mrs. Er- 
migiotti, and Mr. Davis. Also, keep your 
eyes open for signs for a study skills 
seminar and for a Graduate Record Exam 
preparatory course.

Grapplers Fall Just Short

Oh so close! The Aggies were denied 
in their attempt to regain the MAC crown 
this past weekend as they lost to the 
defending champs, the Lycoming War- 
riors, by a mere ^4 of a point. 

After Friday's preliminary round, the 
Aggies advanced five to the semifinals 
out of which came two MAC champions. 
At 126, Dan Canale took a 8-3 decision 
from Saanton's Jim Speicher to advance 
to the finals where he pinned Clark Van 
Buskirk, of Widener in 1:20. The Aggies 
other MAC champ was Tony Tarsi at 
134. Tarsi used a 12-8 decision over 
Susquehanna's Ken Peifer to make the 
finals where he handed Moravian's Bc^ 
Condron a devastating 22-6 defeat. 

Bruce Stajnrajh was awarded a criteria 
decision after tieing Jon Honsel of Mora- 
vian in the semifinals but then dropped a 
close 6-5 decision to Ursinus' Dwayne 
Doyle in the finals. • 

The Aggies also received third place 
finishes from Troy Marshall and Mark 
Sands. Marshall defeated Jeff May of 
Moravian, 15-6 while Sands pinned 
Western Maryland's Joe Cobuzio in 
1:17. 

Two other Aggies advanced to the 
consolations and finished fourth in the 
competition. They were Greg Wolfe 
(177) who lost a 22-2 decision to Sus- 
quehanna's Steve Deckard and Bob 
Branch (190) who was decisioned by 
Mark Woodring of Lycoming, 13-5. Also 
figuring in the scoring for the Aggies was 
a fifth place finish for Steve Canale at 
118. 

Lycoming, with five individual MAC 
champions and 125V2 points took the 
team title from the Aggies (124^/4 points) 
for the second year in a row (last year by 
only 7V4 points). For the Aggies, who 
finished the dual-meet season with a 
perfect 12-0 record, the loss was disap- 
pointing but this team has every reason 
to be proud. The Aggies will be repre- 
sented at Nationals by Dan Canale, Tony 
Tarsi, Bruce Stajnrajh, Troy Marshall, 
and Mark Sands. The NCAA National 
Tournament will be held in Binghamton, 
New York today and tomorrow.

Winter Olympics: 
REMEMBER SARAJEVO

Marred only by the weather, the Sara- 
jevo Games could well have been the 
best ever, and as the song "Remember 
Sarajevo" was sung at the closing 
ceremonies on Sunday, we could all 
reflect on the great moments and the 
disappointments of the 14th Winter 
CMympic Games. The United States was 
hoping for its best Olympics ever, but 
won only eight medals, four short of their 
best showing. 

The blizzard which hit central Yugosla- 
via during the first week caused the 
cancellation of the alpine events but 
when the weather cleared, the LTS. was 
uncharacteristteally dominant. Debbie 
Armstrong, the unheralded member of 
the U.S. women's ski team, surprised 
everyone by winning the gold in the 
women's giant slalom for the first U.S. 
medal. Armstrong was followed by team- 
mate Christan Cooper's silver medal per- 
formance, while Tamara McKinney, 
who was favored in the race, just missed 
making it a U.S. sweep, finishing fourth. 

After being rescheduled three times, 
the men's downhill was finally run on Mt. 
Bjelasnica and Bill Johnson, who had 
the best training times on the mountain, 
proved he was the one to beat. Johnson 
became the first American man to win a 
gold medal on ^is while also becoming 
the first to finish better than fifth in the 
downhill for the U.S. The last of the five 
U.S. alpine medals came on the final day 
of competition as the Mahre brothers put 
on a show in the men's slalom. Phil, who 
had become a father less than an hour 
before the first run, won the gold by a 
mere 21 hundredths of a second over his 
twin brother Steve. 

The other three U.S. medals came in 
the figure skating competition. Scott 
Hamilton did what he was expected to 
do as he eased to the gold medal in the 
men's competition. The silver medal was 
won by Canadian Brian Orser while 
Brian Boitano of the U.S. was fifth. 

The women's competition was slightly 
disappointing for the U.S. audience as 
Rosalynn Sumners, who was expected 
to win the gold, was the silver medalist 
behind East Germany's Katarina Witt. 
For Sumners, the highlight of the Olym- 
pics was a perfect 6.0 for artistic impres- 
sion during the free skating phase of the 
competition. Tiffany Chin and Elaine 
Zayak, the other U.S. hopes for medals, 
finished fourth and sixth respectively. 

In pairs skating, Peter and Kitty Car- 
ruthers held off Larissa Selezneva and 
Oleg Makarov of the Soviet Union for 
the silver medal. The pair of Jill Watson 
and Burt Lancon of the U.S. finished 
sixth. The great Jayne Torvill and Chris- 
topher Dean of Great Britain received 
the first ever straight line of perfect 6.0's 
for artistic impression during the free 
skating phase of the ice dancing competi- 
tion. The U.S. hopefuls, Judy Blumberg 
and Michael Seibert, in third going into 
the last phase of the competition, lost the 
bronze to Marina Klimova and Sergei 
Ponomarenko of the USSR. Blumberg 
and Seibert's fourth place finish was 
followed by a fifth place for the U.S. pair 
of Carol Fox and Richard Dalley. 
• The U.S. also made strong perfor- 
mances in events which have often been 
weak for this country. One of these 
events was ski jumping, where Jeff 
Hasting made his mark. Hastings finished 
ninth in the 70-meter jump but then 
came very close to a medal in the 
90-meter jump, finishing fourth. 

In the nordic combined, Pat Ahem 
and Kerry Lynch of the U.S. were in 
medal positions in the 70-meter phase of 
the competition but the judges voided 
the jumps because the jumpers were 
beyond the critical point. The Americans 
could not repeat their performances after 
the run was shortened and despite good 
performances in the cross-country 
phase, finished way out of contention. 



Kerry Lynch was the best U.S. finish In 
13th place. 

In cross-country ^iing the U.S. men's 
and women's relay teams did well. The 
women's team finished in a respectable 
seventh place while the men's team was 
eighth. Bill Kock, the U.S. hope for a 
medal, did not have a good 01ympk::s 
finishing 17th in the 50-kilometer and 
27th in the 15-kilometer events. 

The blathalon, which combines cross- 
country skiing and shooting skills has 
never held any hope for the U.S. , so the 
eleventh place finish by the 4 x 7.5- 
kilometer relay team of Bill Carow, Don 
Neilsen, Lyle Nelson, and Joshua 
Thompson was very respectable. 

The U.S. once dominated bobsled- 
ding but for 30 years they have been in a 
draught. The four-man team of Jeff Jost, 
Joe Briski, Thomas Barnes, and Hal 
Hoye gave the U.S. its best finish since 
1952 as they drove a Swiss-built replica 
of the new Soviet torpedo type sled to a 
fifth place finish. The best U.S. finish in 
the two-man competition was a 15th 
place finish by Brent Rushlaw and James 
Tyler. 

The U.S. luge team also made a strong 
showing in this normally weak U.S. 
event. Frank Masley, the U.S. flag carrier 
in the opening ceremonies, finished 14th 
in the men's singles while Ron Rossi and 
Doug Bateman had an impressive ninth 
place finish in the doubles competition. 
Bonny Warner, the U.S. hopeful in the 
women's singles ended in 15th place. 

In speed skating, no one dominated 
the oval the way Eric Heiden did in 
1980, but the real disappointment came 
when the U.S. did not win a medal in 
speed skating. Dan Jensen and Nick 
Thometz finished fourth and fifth, 
respectively, in the 500-meter event, 
while Thometz also had the best U.S. 
showing in the 1000 and 1500-meter 
events, finishing fourth and 14th. Mike 
Wood's seventh in the 10,000-meter 
and 12th in the 5000-meter were the 
best for the U.S. in the distance events. 
For the U.S. women, the best finishes 
were an eighth by Bonnie Blair in the 
500-meter, a 13th by Lydia Stephens in 
the ICXX), and Mary Doctor's sixth in the 
3000 and 14th in the 1500-meter races. 

The U.S. Olympic hockey team, 
which averaged just over 20 years of 
age, finished the Olympics with a 2-2-2 
record and in seventh place, the worst 
ever for the U.S. The young Americans 
were expected to have a chance at a 
medal, but opening losses to Canada 
(4-2) and Czechoslovakia (4-1) and a 
3-3 tie with Norway eliminated the U.S. 
from any medal hopes. The U.S. did re- 
bound to defeat Austria 7-3 and tie 
Finland 3-3 to make it to the seventh 
place game against Poland, won by the 
U.S. 7-4. The Soviet Union regained the 
gold medal as they defeated Czechoslo- 
vakia 2-0. The Soviets outscored their 
opponents 48-5 in the seven game tour- 
nament. Sweden, for the second straight 
Olympics, won the bronze medal as they 
downed Canada. West Germany received 
fifth with a win over Finland. 

The Winter Olympics started with the 
President of the International Olympic 
Committee, Juan Antonio Samaranch 
thanking the people of Sarajevo for their 
contribution to the Olympics and fittingly 
ended with Samaranch saying, "I call all 
the youth of the world to celebrate with 
us four years from now in Calgery, 
Canada for the 15th Olympic Games, 
goodbye and good luck to Sarajevo."

Selecting an Interview Suit 

The job-seeking graduate has a 
number of dilemmas facing him. Besides 
being possessed (usually) of a thin wallet 
and fat wardrobe needs, the young man 
bound for business may be getting some 
fashion advice that is overly rigid. 

It often takes the form of a dictum that 
only a navy suit with white shirt is 
suitable for a job interview. 

Not so, says Luciano Franzoni, 
fashion authority for Racquet clothing, 
who likes to blend practicality with a bit 
of imagination. He especially has some 
wise words for the young man with only 
enough scratch for one suit but must 
make it look like fwo (at least). 

Franzoni urges the job-seeker "to put 
to work his best strategy concerning the 
most effective way of presenting a 
positive image of himself once he has 
been fortunate enough to obtain an ap- 
pointment with a potential employer. 
"Good credentials and qualifications 
most likely have been the keys that have 
helped open the door to the interviewer's 
office," says the fashion stylist. 

"Consequently, it would be very un- 
wise — if not disastrous — to dilute or 
spoil completely that first degree of ac- 
ceptance by underestimating the impor- 
tance of being 'appropriately' dressed for 
the occasion. Our young-man-entering- 
business knows better." 

He probably also likes clothing, "and 
he is ready to enter the world of 
adulthood by acquiring one of its sym- 
bols: the suit," says Franzoni. But, alas, 
"his lean budget tells him that one is ail 
he can afford for the time being. His sixth 
sense advises that the color navy, 
however handsome, is perhaps quite for- 
mal and severe for a first choice. It is a 
perfect second addition nevertheless," 
says the expert. 

"He then opts for a very sensible three- 
piece, single-breasted, medium gray out- 
fit with an extremely discreet, hardly even 



visible, stripe," says Franzoni. The pat- 
tern could, for example, be a green and 
ecru double-track stripe. 

The clothing spokesperson suggests it 
be worn with its vest for the first interview 
and accessorized with a solid ecru shirt 
and slate green tie with an overall tiny 
oval red/ecru pattem. "Very traditional," 
says Franzoni, "yet very modem." In 
fact, says the stylist, the greens that go to 
business — soft, subdued shades — are 
seen frequently in the collections of the 
world's leading designers. 

"Our young man makes an excellent 
impression. And he is, therefore, called 
back for a second talk which could very 
well lead to the beginning of his profes- 
sional life." 

But the "excitement of the moment 
mustn't make him forget that he is con- 
fronted with a not-too- marginal problem: 
how to make his one-and-only suit look 
different than when he wore it to the first 
interview." 

Franzoni suggests a "softer approach 
to the subject, something more in tune 
with his age group, yet quite proper for 
the circumstances. 

"This time he will not be so buttoned- 
up. Hence, no vest." And he'll comple- 
rnent his tu.o-piece suit with a yellow 
shirt with contrasting collar. "White, 
naturally," says the expert. And he'll don 
a solid yellow silk pocket square and a 
more contemporary green tie with a deli- 
cate overplaid pattern and alternate red- 
yellow and blue diagonal stripes. "Noth- 
ing disturbingly different, mind you. But 
creative enough to add a new dimension 
to a good, basic and — not for long, we 
hope — lonely suit." 

(The above color and pattern sugges- 
tions are offered werel\^ as a guide. They 
can be adapted in an appropriate way to 
the merchandise available to the young 
shopper.)

Interaational work camps offer 

young people challenging, low-cost 

overseas experience 

The Council on International Educa- 
tional Exchange (CIEE), the largest stu- 
dent travel organization in the U.S., is of- 
fering young people the opportunity to 
work overseas this summer as volunteers 
on service projects aimed at helping local 
communities. Free room and board help 
to keep participation costs minimal. 

"It met and surpassed all my expecta- 
tions, " was the reaction of one participant 
in last year's program. Although work 
camps have been operating in many parts 
of the world for more than 30 years, they 
are still a relatively new concept in the 
United States. They attract young people 
from all over the world, providing them 
with the chance to live and work together 
on a wide range of projects. 

"We had no plumbing or electricity 
and slept in a barn, but 1 think that made 
us better as a group because we really 
had to work together and help each oth- 
er." reported a volunteer who helped 
convert an old barn into a community 
room (Denmark). 

Other projects included clearing an 
avalanche on the side of a mountain 
(Switzerland) ; performing farm chores at 
an anti-drug camp (Sweden) ; and house- 
cleaning at the Technical Institute at 
Gdansk (Poland). 

Except for a modest program fee of 
$100. , there is no cost other than the air- 
fare — and even that expense may be 
reduced by special student and youth 
fares available through the Council, 

Work camps, usually two, three, or 
four weeks in duration, are available in 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Fin- 
land, France, Germany, The Nether- 
lands, Norway, Poland. Spain, Sweden, 
and Switzerland. A knowledge of Ger- 
man is helpful for placements in Ger- 
many: language requirements apply for 
France and Spain. Volunteers must be at 
least 18 years old (except in Germany 
which accepts 16-year-olds) . Application 
deadline is May 1. 1984.

in Computer Information 

Systems Management 

In response to an ever-growing need 
for graduates trained in the field of com- 
puter information, Delaware Valley Col- 
lege now offers a major in Computer In- 
formation Systems Management (CISM) . 
The program will be offered for the fall, 
1984 term, it's courses are open to stu- 
dents from all majors and will play a key 
role in the overall learning experience.

It follows state of 
the art and futuristic guidelines set forth 
in the Data Processing Management As- 
sociation's model curriculum in both core 
computer courses and suggested support 
business subjects. 



Pre-registration 
& Related Matters 

Pre-registration for the fall, 1984 
semester is slated to take place April 
4-12. This is the students' opportunity 
to select the courses for which they 
would like to be scheduled in Septem- 
ber. The pre-registration process is time- 
consuming and we often hear comments 
that indicate that some students do not 
believe it is worth the bother. For that 
reason, and to explain some changes in 
policy that may effect your approach to 
pre-registration, we offer the following 
comments. 

1 . At the vast majority of colleges and 
universities around the nation, a master 
schedule is published and students go 
through some sort of pre-registration 
prcKess at which they, in effect, chose 
both their courses and their schedule. 
The problem is that enrollments in 
courses and in sections are limited on a 
first-come, first served basis. At many in- 
stitutions you do not find out whether or 
not your choices have been confirmed 
until it is too late to select alternatives. 
And you may find yourself unable to get 
into a course that you absolutely must 
have ... if you're a graduating senior 
that spells deferment of your graduation. 

At Del Val, the process is different. A 
master schedule is developed but it is not 
published . . . you select courses, not 
your schedule. Based upon the data on 
course selection acquired in the pre- 
registration process, the master schedule 



is modified to accomodate as many as 
possible of the selections the master 
schedule had not anticipated. Individual 
students are then hand-scheduled. This 
is a time consuming process but it 
enables us to forsee problems as they 
develop and. for the most part, to make 
appropriate mid -course corrections. We 
cannot pretend that this system is 
perfect. We do, however, contend that it 
successfully places more students in 
more courses more equitably then would 
be otherwise possible. And we do not 
find seniors unable to graduate because 
of an inability to accomodate their needs 
in the scheduling process. 

2. In the past, students were permitted 
to pre-register only if their names ap- 
peared on a list issued by the Accounting 
Office on which the names of those who 
had paid their "Advanced Fee" appeared. 
This year we will approach that problem 
differently. Students who pay their ad- 
vanced fee will be issued clearance slips 
that they must present at pre-registration. 
All students will be permitted to pre- 
register. whether they have a clearance 
slip or not. However, when student 
schedules are prepared, the schedules of 
those who have paid their advance fee 
on time will be prepared first. Schedules 
for students who paid their fee late or 
pre -registered late will be done later . . . 
those students will be scheduled based 
upon "what's left" after those who have 
followed procedures have been accom- 
modated. In other words, the only good 
way to assure that you will be scheduled 
for the courses you want and need in the 



The DPMA model gives the individual 
student a comprehensive introduction to 
computer systems, program development 
and applications, systems analysis and 
design, decision support systems, and in- 
formation resource management.

Dean Mertz indicated that the College 
hopes to have between 100 and 120 
students enrolled in the major.

fall is to (a) pay your advanced fee and 
(b) pre-register within the alloted timg. 
Failure to do either will seriously jeopar- 
dize your chances of getting the courses 
you need in the fall. 

3. Effective for students entering in 
September 1983 and subsequently, if 
you take courses on another campus 
after your matriculation at Delaware 
Valley College only credits, not grades, 
will be transferrable. That is, taking 
courses elsewhere will not help your 
cumulative academic average (excepting 
in those cases where you successfully 
complete elsewhere a course previously 
failed at DVC, in which cases the effect 
of the "F" will be taken out of the 
cumulative average, although the poten 
tial positive effect of that passing effort 
will not effect the average) . The message, 
then, is if you need to concern yourself 
with raising your average in summer 
school, you might consider the DVC 
program first. We do count grades from 
our own summer program! (Copies of 
the summer school program and sched- 
ule are available in the Continuing 
Education Office, second floor, Allman 
Building.) 

We hope this information will help you 
to use the opportunity afforded by the 
pre-registration process productively and 
wisely. Your departmental faculty and 
your Department Chairman stand ready 
to assist you in every way possible. 
Assisting you toward achieving smooth 
and steady academic progress in support 
of your career objectives is their, and 
our, first priority.

The 
latter concluded hs Arnold role with 
"What Kind of Fool Am I?" for which his 
voice proved to be perfectly suited. Again, 
many expressed surprise at the talent 
available on the campus.

Dear Editors, 

We would like to use this letter for a 
threefold purpose: first of all, to thank 
the writer of the previous letter for his in- 
terest and concern in the way the Class 
of '84 administration is running things; 
secondly, to express disappointment 
over the evident lack of involvement and 
understanding held by a few class mem- 
bers: and finally, to clarify the issue by 
explaining where and how class funds 
are being used. 

Following are some facts concerning 
the points in question; 

1 . Treasurer's report — Budget consid- 
erations are part of every class officers' 
meeting. In the past, there has been very 
little expressed concern beyond the offi- 
cers' how class funds have been spent. 
However, because of this sudden concern, 
a financial report will be available to 
anyone interested in it. Requests may be 
made by writing to Box 1132. 

2. Bahamas — Yes, indeed, the cost 
of going on the senior trip is expensive 
and unfortunately limits the number of 
persons able to attend. Concerning the 
cost differences for triple vs. quad rooms, 
the following is true: In the original pack- 
age given to us by Liberty Travel, (the 
travel agency with the most economical 
package) there was no quad room dis- 
count. Our class had to specifically nego- 
tiate for it, and it was the agency which 
set the price, not the class officers. 
Where the $20-30 savings mentioned in 
the previous letter originated, we do not 
know. 

The class, as it was reported many 
times, invested a sum of several hundred 
dollars each semester specifically ear- 
marked for the senior trip. This final 
amount was then divided equally as a 
subsidization among all CLASS MEM- 
BERS going on the trip. 

Concerning the expressed feelings 
about the T-shirts, the facts are that they 
were ordered for those persons going on 
the trip and the cost of them (approxi- 
mately $4.00 each) came out of the indi- 
vidual's subsidization. In the event that 
anyone not going to the Bahamas would 
like one, the extras will be available at 
cost after spring break. 

3. The writer's next concern is the print- 
ing of the Scholarship Fund pamphlets. 
We are proud to say that this project was 
student planned, organized, and run. 



The cost of the pamphlets, however, was 
picked up by the Development Office, 
and we are grateful for their assistance 
and funding. 

4. The final point addresses the cost of 
the dinner dance. We had hoped to keep 
this prfce to a bare minimum la^ seme^er. 
However, following seven semesters in- 
volving many other class sponsored acti- 
vities (see the listing that follows) the 
class had limited finances in our final se- 
mester. Consequently, we felt that an in- 
crease in price was necessary to insure 
that our class remains fiscally sound after 
the dinner dance, particularly if we get 
an unusually large attendance. 

While on this subject, we also feel it 
appropriate to share exactly how expen- 
sive it is to put on a major event such as 
this:

From these figures, it is very obvious that 
a dinner like this is very expensive and 
that any class member paying $5.00 (or 
their guest at $7.00) is getting an excel- 
lent deal. 

Incidentally, for those who feel that 
they are "losing out" on getting the 
Bahama subsidization, attendance at our 
three dinner dances (not to mention any 
of the other activities) demonstrates well 
that one has been able to get more than 
their "fair share out of the class." 

Furthermore, it is due to this high cost 
that only seniors and their dates are al- 
lowed to attend. We feel that we should 
not pick up the tab for people of other 
classes, unless they are with a senior. 

Although they have been well-an- 
nounced, it seems appropriate to re- 
member the class also has funded the 
following activities this year abne:

DVC Career Conference 
A SUCCESS 

Having been a college football coach 
for 20 years, H. William Craver knows 
the importance of being organized for 
"game day." 

Craver is no longer a football coach, 
having turned in his sweat suit for a three- 
piece suit several years ago. But he is still 
a stickler for preparation. 

That's why Craver, now the Director 
of Placement for Delaware Valley College, 
was able to make his Second Annual 
Career Conference, held last month in 
the College Student Center, an unquali- 
fied success for both students and recruit- 
ers alike. 

"The Career Conference is the high- 
light of our recruiting year," said Craver. 
"Where else can a college senior have 
any of 65 companies to talk to without 
going through phone calls, secretaries, 
or letters? And in many cases, the people 
our students talk to are in a position to do 
the hiring, not just the screening for a 
particular job." 

One of the recruiters on hand was Jac- 
ques Kueny from Merck. Sharp and 
Dohme Research Labs in North Wales. 
MSD is one of the largest employers of 
Delaware Valley College graduates with 
40 currently on the payroll. 

Kueny had a chance to speak with 
nearly 50 students during the Career 
Conference and was impressed with the 
results. 

"1 spokv' to several students who are 
potential ► rnployees," said Kueny. "Most- 
ly, thev are Animal Science, Biology, 
Chemistry, and Agronomy majors. I'll 
return in March to get a better look at 
some of them, especially some of the 
Animal Science majors." 

Kueny was also pleased with the way 
the conference itself was handled. 

"It was very well-run and organized," 
he said. "It was an opportunity for me to 
meet the right people under favorable 
circumstances." 

Another recruiter on hand was Gerry 
Catalano, from Amchem in Ambler, PA. 

"Overall, I was very impressed with 
quality of the 20 or so individuals I spoke 
with," she said. "In my report I wrote 
that without exception they were all wor- 
thy of at least an entry level position with 
us. The students were well-prepared and 
asked good questions. They all seemed 
very mature and sure of their aspirations. 
It was a very beneficial experience for 
me. 

AmChem currently employs four Del- 
aware Valley College Biology major 
graduates. 

Chuck Ferris, from Flower Time, Inc., 
a New York company felt the Career 
Conference was an excellent way to make 
a first contact with prospective employee. 
Flower Time, Inc. cunently has three 
Delaware Valley College grads on its 
staff, 

"It's a good way to get a foot in the 
door," said Ferris, who interviewed a 
dozen or so Ornamental Horticulture 
majors. "I'll be back at the end of March 
with a slide presentation about our com- 
pany which I'll show to some of the clubs 
on campus like Landscaping and Orna- 
mental Horticulture." 

The Career Conference is a big reason 
why 97.5 percent of the Class of 1983 
was either employed or enrolled in 
graduate school within six months of 
graduation. 

"We have gotten an excellent re- 
sponse from companies with outstanding 
progams," said Craver. "These com- 
panies over the years have shown a great 
deal of interest in our students both as 
students and as prospective employees. I 
think in all cases it has worked our to the 
mutual benefit of both parties."

Named to NABC 
All-District Team

Guard Jay Nichols began reaping the 
rewards of a spjectacular senior season by 
being named to the National Association 
of Basketball Coaches' All-District Team 
for Division 111. 

Nichols, who wound up his career as 
the Aggies' second all-time leading scorer 
was also named to the team as a sopho- 
more and a junior. As one of the top six 
vote-getters in the district, Nichols' name 
will be placed on the NABC All-America 
ballot for consideration. 

"I am very pleased to see Jay get this 
recognition." said Aggies head coach Les 
Lombard!. "Jay had to work extremely 
hard to accomplish the things he has done 
in his career. 1 hope he gets support as 
an All- American, too." 

Nichols finished his senior year with a 
23.2 scoring average, which ranked him 
second in the Middle Atlantic Conference 
and is currently 15th in the nation among 
Division 111 players. 

For his career. Nichols wound up with 
1.743 points (18.9 average), just 41 
points short of the school record. 

Nichols played in 92 of 94 games dur- 
ing his college career. He scored 10 or 
more points in 80 games, 20 or more 
points in 41 games, and 30 or more 
points in 7 games. Jay did not score less 
than 10 points in any games since the 
final game of his freshman year. His 
career high was 36 points against Ursinus 
as a junior. 

Nichols has been an All-MAC and All- 
ECAC first team selection for the past 
two seasons.

DVC BEEKEEPING 
SHORT COURSES 

The College will again be offering two 
special three day short courses on bee- 
keeping. These courses are open to both 
the members of the College Community 
and to the general public. The courses 
are designed to benefit the experienced 
beekeeper as well as providing enough 
information and hands-on experience to 
enable someone to get started in bee- 
keeping. The spring course will be held 
on Saturday, March 31, April 7, and 14, 
1984. The summer course will be held 
on Friday. Saturday, and Sunday, June 
22. 23. and 24. 1984. 

The course is under the direction of 
Dr. Berthold who will be assisted by Mr. 
Jack Matthenius, Supervisor of Beecul- 
ture. N.J. Department of Agriculture 
plus a number of other skilled beekeep- 
ers. Some topics to be covered are: 
honey bee ecology, beekeeping equip- 
ment, starting with bees, colony 
establishment and management, queen 
rearing, bee diseases, honey processing 
and sales, and cooking with honey. 
Many of the topics covered in discussion 
will also be observed and/or practiced in 
the DVC Apiary and Honey House. 

In past years, a number of Del Val 
students and faculty have taken the 
course , as well as beekeepers from as far 
away as Texas, California, Canada, Ger- 
many, and Venezuela.
